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PREFACE. 


THE  OxTOED  Tek-Yeab  Book  is  the  complement  of 
the  OxEOKD  ITniveesitt  Caleitbab  in  its  present 
foim ;  but  it  is  also  something  more.  Besides  the 
Class  Lists,  and  the  several  catalogues  of  University 
Officers,  J3!eads  of  Houses,  Professors,  Prize-Men,  and 
others  whose  academical  distinctions  have  hitherto 
been  recorded  in  the  Calendar,  it  contains  an  Index, 
which  brings  together  into  one  view  all  such  distinc- 
tions of  every  person  whose  name  occurs  in  the  book. 

This  Index  extends  to  150  pages,  and  comprises 
nearly  15,000  items;  so  that,  even  if  the  time  re- 
quired for  its  arrangement  were  compatible  with  an 
annual  publication,  its  bulk  must  have  prevented  it 
from  being  added  to  the  Calendar. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Schools  renders  this 
Index  each  year  more  necessary.  It  is  impossible 
with  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  even  after  much  ex- 
penditure of  time,  to  discover  whether  a  man  has  dis- 
tinguished himself  in  the  Schools  or  not.  The  year 
of  his  degree  is  given  in  the  Calendar,  but  this  gives 
no  further  clue  than  it  is  probably  in  one  or  other 
of  the  Class  Lists  of  that  year,  or  of  the  previous 
year,  that  his  name  occurs.  Even  then  the  informa- 
tion is  only  partial:  to  ascertain  the  Scholarships, 
Prizes,  &c.,  which  he  may  have  taken,  many  long 
lists  have  to  be  examined ;  all  this  is  by  the  Index 
obviated. 


IV  PEEFACB. 

The  OxpoED  TJniveesitt  Calendie  was  first  pub- 
lished in  1810,  without  the  names  of  the  undergra- 
duates, and  bore  upon  its  title-page  the  names  of 
J.  Cooke,  J.  Parker,  and  J.  Munday.  During  the  years 
1811  and  1812  its  publication  was  discontinued,  but 
it  reappeared  in  1813,  since  frhich  time  it  has  con- 
tinued to  be  issued  regularly  by  Mr.  Parker  and 
Mr.  Munday,  and  their  successors  respectively,  to 
1871,  a  period  of  fifty-nine  years.  In  1872  the  con- 
trol over  the  work  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Dele- 
gates of  the  University  Press,  and  the  Calendar  is 
therefore  now  published  officially. 

In  the  first  issue  of  the  Ten-Yeae  Book,  the  Class 
Lists,  as  they  had  appeared  in  successive  Calendars, 
were  from  the  commencement  collated  with  the  au- 
thentic Registers  of  the  Schools;  and  a  vast  number 
of  errors,  some  of  which  were  very  serious,  which  had 
from  time  to  time  crept  in,  were  careftdly  corrected. 
Much  care  was  also  given  to  the  revision  of  all  the 
other  lists.  But  in  so  large  a  multitude  of  names, 
with  dates  ranging  over  little  less  than  five  centuries, 
it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  no  mistake  has  been 
made. 

The  information,  however,  in  the  Teist-Tea-e  Book, 
as  will  be  seen,  extends  much  farther  back  than  the 
earUest  Calendar  issued,  and  contains  matter  which 
has  never  appeared  in  any  of  the  series.

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THE  UNIVERSITY  OP  OXFORD. 

The  University  of  Oxford  is  a  corporate  body,  known  for 
ages  by  the  style  or  title  of  The  Chancellor,  Masters,  and 
Molars  of  the  University  of  Oxford ;  a  title  confirmed  by 
the  Legislature  itself  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth*.    Its  ancient 
privileges  have  been  recognised  and  augmented  by  a  long 
succession  of  Royal  Charters  from  the  earliest  period  ;  and 
these  Charters  themselves  have  been  sanctioned  by  Parlia- 
ment'* ;  for  in  an  Act,  intituled  *' An  Act  for  the  Incorpora- 
'^  tion  of  the  two  Universities,"  it  is  expressly  declared,  that 
all  Letters  Patent  of  preceding  Sovereigns  granted  to  the 
University  of  Oxford  "  shall  be  good,  effectual,  and  available 
"■  in  law,  according  to  the  form,  words,  sentences,  and  true 
"  meaning  of  every  of  the  same  Letters  Patent,-  as  amply, 
"  fully,  and  largely,  as  if  the  same  Letters  Patent  were  re- 
"  cited  verbatim"  in  the  Act  itself. 

With  the  exception  of  rare  interventions  on  the  part  of 
the  Crown,  and  of  one  recent  interference  on  a  large  scale 
by  Act  of  Parliament  *,  the  University  has  always  been  go- 
verned by  statutes  of  its  own  making.  In  the  course  of 
centuries,  such  statutes,  made  from  time  to  time,  as  occa- 
sions seemed  to  call  for  them,  without  sufficient  reference 
to  previous  enactments,  grew  into  a  confused  mass  without 
order  or  arrangement,  with  which  many  of  the  usages  of  the 
University  were  at  variance.    Many  attempts  were  made  to

remedy  this  evil,  and  at  length  in  the  Chancellorship  of 
Archbishop  Laud  a  digested  code  of  ]aws,  Compiled  by  special 
delegates,  was  ratified  by  Convocation  under  the  title  of 
Corpus  StcUvtorum  Univerdtatis  Oxoniensis,  which  is  the 
basis  of  the  present  Statute-book. 

From  the  completion  of  the  Laudian  code  in  1636  to  the 
passing  of  the  Act  for  reforming  the  University  in  1854,  and 
even  before  that  period,  the  University  effected  its  legislation, 
and  transacted  the  whole  of  its  business  as  a  corporation,  in 
two  distinct  assemblies,  the  Houses  of  Cokobegation  and 
OF  Convocation. 

The  House  of  Congregation  consists  wholly  of  BegerUSy 
whether  "  necessario  regentes'*  or  "  regentes  ad  placitumJ'^  All 
Doctors  of  every  faculty,  and  all  Masters  of  Arts,  are  neces- 
sary regents  for  the  space  of  two  years  after  their  admission 
to  regency,  that  is,  for  two  years  from  the  end  of  the  Term 
in  which  they  are  admitted  to  their  respective  degrees, 
Easter  and  Act  Terms  being  counted  as  one.  Persons  of 
the  following  descriptions,  being  members  of  Convocation, 
are  regents  ad  placitum :  all  Professors  ;  all  Doctors  of  every 
faculty  resident  in  the  University  ;  all  Heads  of  Colleges  and 
Halls,  or,  in  their  absence,  their  deputies ;  the  Masters  of 
the  Schools;  and  the  Deans  or  Censors  of  Colleges.  The 
term  regent  imports  government  or  superintendence  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  University  over  the  disputations  and 
other  academical  exercises  which  in  ancient  times  were  per- 
formed there.  Necemiry  regents  were  bound  in 'rotation, 
regents  ad  placitum  were  at  liberty  when  they  pleased,  to 
superintend  those  exercises,  and  to  examine  candidates  for 
degrees.  The  House  of  Congregation  therefore  comprises 
all  those  persons  who  in  ancient  times  were  specially  charged 
with  the  education  and  discipline  of  the  University,  whether 
in  public,  or  within  the  several  Colleges  and  Halls. 

The  House  of  Convocation  consists  both  of  Regents  and 
Non-Regents,  that  is,  of  all  persons  who  have  been  admitted 
to  regency,  provided  that,  from  the  time  of  their  admission  to 
the  degree  which  made  them  regents,  their  names  have  beea 
constantly  kept  on  the  books  of  some  College  or  Hall,  and  that 
they  have  borne  all  burdens  and  paid  all  fees  required  of  them 
by  the  Statutes.  Masters  of  Arts  and  Doctors,  who,  having 
ceased  to  be  members  of  the  University,  have  had  their 
names  again  placed  upon  the  books  of  some  College  or  Hall, 
or  who  have  been  incorporated  from  Cambridge  or  Dublin, 
may,  after  the  performance  of  certain  conditions,  claim  to  be

admitted  to  the  House ;  but  no  such  person  is  entitled  to 
Tote  in  Convocation  before  the  expiration  of  one  hundred 
and  eighty  days  from  the  time  of  his  admission.  The  same 
rule  applies  to  those  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  or  Doctor  in  any  of  the  three  faculties  by 
Diploma  or  by  Decree  of  Convocation  ;  but  a  degree  merely 
honorary^  being  conferred  '^  honoris  causa*^  only,  conveys  no 
right  of  voting. 

The  Chancellor,  or  the  Vice-Chancellor,  or  one  of  his  four 
deputies,  and  the  two  Proctors,  or  their  respective  deputies, 
preside  in  both  Houses ;  and  their  presence  in  them  on 
all  occasions  is  indispensably  requisite.  The  number  of  re- 
gents required  to  maJte  a  Congregation  is  nine  at  the  leasts 
besides  the  Yice-Ohancellor  and  Proctors :  for  a  Convocation 
no  particular  number  of  members  is  required.  In  both 
Houses  the  Chancellor  or  Yice-Chancellor  singly,  and  the 
two  Proctors  jointly,  have  the  right  to  stop  all  matters,  ex'^ 
oept  elections,  by  an  absolute  negative:  otherwise  every 
question  is  decided  by  the  majority  of  Votes. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  University,  a  sort  of 
Council,  devised  probably  by  Archbishop  Laud,  was  instituted 
in  1631  by  K^ing  Charles  I.  It  consisted  of  the  Heads  of 
Houses  and  the  Proctors,  and,  from  being  appointed  to  hold  a 
weekly  meeting  every  Monday,  became  known  by  the  name 
of  the  HsBDOitADAL  Board  ;  but  it  was  convened  oy  the  Yice- 
Cbancellor  oh  other  days  also,  as  occasion  required.  The 
business  of  this  Board  was  to  deliberate  on  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  maintenance  of  the  privileges  and  liberties  of 
the  University,  or  to  the  due  observance  of  its  statutes  and 
customs^  and  generally  to  consider  and  discuss  every  measure 
tending  to  the  improvement  or  benefit  of  the  University 
before  such  measure  should  be  submitted  for  the  approval  of 
the  whole  academical  body  in  Convocation  assembled.  It 
thus  had  the  initiative  in  all  the  legislation  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  in  fact  no  question  of  any  sort  could  be  submitted 
to  the  votes  of  Convocation  without  the  sanction  of  this 
Board. 

In  this  constitution  of  the  University  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment of  1854  made  a  considerable  change.  It  left  indeed, 
at  least  it  has  been  interpreted  as  having  left,  the  two  ancient 
assemblies  of  Congregation  and  Convocation :  but  it  added 
a  third,  which  is  now  called,  in  the  terms  of  the  Act,  the 
Congregation  op  the  University  op  Oxford;  and  it 
transferred  all  the  '*  powers,  privileges,  and  functions"  of  the 
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old  Hebdomadal  Board  to  another  body  of  persons,  called 
the  Hebdomadal  Council. 

A  Register  of  the  persons  of  whom  this  new  Con  ore- 
aATiOM  consists  is  made  and  published  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor every  year  before  the  25th  day  of  September.  It 
comprises  certam  official  persons,  and  all  those  members 
of  Convocation  who  resided  within  one  mile  and  a-half  of 
Carfax  for  twenty  weeks  during  the  year  which  ended  on 
the  first  day  of  September  last.  The  Chancellor  or  Vice- 
Chancellor,  with  the  Proctors,  preside  at  its  meetings,  as 
in  the  two  ancient  Houses.  No  particular  number  of  mem- 
bers is  requisite  to  make  a  meeting. 

The  Hebdomadal  Council  consists  of  some  official  and 
some  elected  members.  The  official  members  are  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  late  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the 
two  Proctors.  The  elected  members  are  six  Heads  of  Col- 
leges or  Halls,  six  Professors,  and  six  other  members  of  Con- 
vocation, who  however  may  be  Heads  of  Houses  or  Profes- 
sors, and  the  six  Professors  may  be  Heads  of  Houses.  These 
persons  are  elected  by  the  Congregation  of  the  University  of 
Oxford  for  six  years,  in  such  a  manner  that  one-half  of  each 
of  the  three  classes  vacate  their  seats  every  three  years,  being, 
however,  capable  of  re-election.  To  this  Council,  as  has 
been  stated  above,  *'all  powers,  privileges,  and  functions 
possessed  or  exercised  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board"  have  been 
transferred,  and  therefore  it  has  the  initiative  in  all  the 
legislation  of  the  University. 

The  ancient  House  of  Congkegation  has  now  nothing  to 
do  with  legislation  in  any  form,  and  its  business  is  confined 
almost  exclusively  to  the  granting  of  degrees,  a  matter  upon 
which  in  ancient  times  the  persons  of  whom  the  House  is 
composed  were  necessarily  the  fittest  judges  **.  When  a  stu- 
dent has  passed  all  the  Examinations,  kept  all  the  Terms, 
and  reached  the  Standing  required  by  the  statutes,  and  has 
obtained  the  gr<icey  or  permission,  of  his  own  College  or  |Iall, 

*  The  framers  of  the  Act  of  1854  certainly  intended  that  the  old  Congre- 
gation shpuld  he  superseded  hy  the  new,  which,  as  the  Bill  was  first  drawn, 
was  to  consist  of  those  persons  only  who  in  these  days  are  engaged  in  the 
discipline  and  education  of  the  University,  just  as  the  ancient  House  is  com- 
posed of  those  only  who  in  ancient  times  were  charged  with  that  discipline 
and  education.  But  in  the  House  of  Commons  an  outcry  was  raised  against 
this  restriction  as  illiberal,  and  the  minister  who  had  charge  of  the  Bill 
consented  to  admit  into  the  new  assembly  all  resident  Members  of  Con- 
▼ocation.  And,  shortly  after  the  passing  of  t^e  Act,  a  legal  opinion  was 
given  by  a  lawyer  of  great  eminence,  that  it  did  not  abolish  the  old  House 
ofCk>ngregation. 
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it  is  still  necessary  for  him  to  supplicate  the  ffraee  of  this 
House  in  order  to  his  admission  to  any  degree.  And,  when 
a  supplicat  (as  it  is  called)  is  read  out^  every  member  of  the 
House  has  the  power  to  suspend  the  granting  of  the  grace 
three  times,  in  three  distinct  Congregations,  without  giving 
any  reason  for  his  negative ;  but  after  the  third  refusal  he  is 
required  to  state  privately  to  the  Vice-chancellor  and  Proc- 
tors the  ground  and  proof  of  his  objection,  which  are  to  be 
submitted  to  the  judgment  of  the  whole  House  at  the  next 
Congregation  without  any  publication  of  the  objector*s  name, 
and  the  question  is  then  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
unless  the  Vice-Chancellor  singly,  or  the  two  Proctors  jointly, 
should  interpose  the  negative  which  is  allowed  to  them 
officially  on  every  matter  proposed  in  Congregation.  Should 
the  grace  be  thus  refused  the  fourth  time,  a  full  year  must 
pass  before  the  candidate  may  apply  for  it  again.  The 
actual  suspension  of  a  grace,  however,  is  a  thing  now  almost 
unknown,  but  the  threat  of  it  is  said  to  be  sometimes  em- 
ployed in  order  to  compel  payment  of  debts. 

The  business  of  the  new  Congregation  of  the  Univer- 
sity OF  Oxford,  on  the  other  hand,  is  confined  almost  ex- 
clusively to  matters  of  legislation.  When  the  Hebdomadal 
Council  has  framed  any  new  Statute,  it  must  first  be  pro- 
mvlgcUedy  after  due  notice,  in  this  assembly,  and  the  question 
that  the  principle  of  the  Statute  as  stated  in  the  Preamble 
be  approved  must  then  be  submitted  to  Congregation.  Any 
members  of  Congregation  may  propose  amendments  at  the 
time  of  promulgation ;  and  such  amendments,  provided  that 
they  have  been  seconded  by  another  member  of  Congregation, 
and  that  they  are  not  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chancellor  or 
his  Deputy  inconsistent  with  or  irrelevant  to  the  principle 
of  the  Statute  as  stated  in  the  Preamble,  must  be  printed 
and  taken  into  consideration  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  Con- 
gregation. The  Council  may  at  the  same  time  and  on  the 
same  paper  print  any  amendments  which  they  may  think  . 
fit  to  propose.  If  any  such  amendments,  whether  proposed 
by  the  Council  or  by  individual  members  of  Congregation, 
are  adopted  by  Congregation,  it  is  in  the  power  of  either 
the  Council  or  any  twelve  members  of  Congregation  to 
propose  further  amendments.  If  no  amendment  be  pro- 
posed, or  when  all  the  proposed  amendments  and  further 
amendments,  if  any,  have  been  considered  in  Congregation, 
the  question  that  the  Statute  do  pass  is  submitted  to  Con- 
gregation on  a  subsequent  day,  of  which  not  less  than 
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three  clear  days'  notice  must  be  given.  Whenever  it  may 
seem  expedient  to  the  Council,  resolutions  containing  the 
chief  points  of  a  proposed  Statute  may  be  submitted  to 
Congregation  before  the  Statute  itself  is  framed  :  and  in 
event  of  such  Resolutions  being  approved.  Congregation 
may  refer  them  to  a  select  Committee  for  the  purpose  of 
drawing  up  a  Statute.  No  right  of  negative  is  allowed  to 
the  Vice- Chancellor  or  the  Proctors  in  this  assembly,  but 
every  question  is  decided  by  the  majority  of  votes.  A  Statute 
approved  by  Congregation  is  to  be  submitted  to  Convoca- 
tion after  an  interval  of  seven  entire  days  for  final  adop- 
tion or  rejection. 

In  the  House  op  Convocation,  consisting  (as  may  be  said) 
of  all  Masters  of  Arts  and  all  Doctors  of  the  three  superior 
faculties  who  have  their  names  upon  the  books  of  some  Col- 
lege or  Hall,  every  formal  act  of  the  University,  and  all  its 
business  as  a  corporate  body,  except  only  what  relates  to  the 
granting  of  ordinary  degrees,  is  done  and  concluded.  Statutes, 
which  have  passed  Congregation,  do  not' become  binding 
enactments  until  they  have  had  the  assent  of  this  assembly. 
Matters  of  special  or  individual  concern,  and  such  as  require 
immediate  provision,  are  settled  by  Decree  of  Convocation. 
Honorary  Degrees  are  given  by  consent  of  Convocation,  and 
it  is  in  this  House  also  that  eminent  persons  occasionally  re- 
ceive degrees  conferred  out  of  the  ordinary  course  either  hy 
Decree  or  hy  Diploma.  Petitions  to  Parliament,  and  other 
documents  which  require  the  common  seal  of  the  University 
for  their  validity,  here  receive  the  sanction  of  the  academical 
body.  No  proposition,  however,  whether  general  or  special, 
can  originate  in  Convocation  itself,  either  as  a  substantive 
measure,  or  as  an  amendment  to  such  a  measure :  nothing 
is  brought  forward  here  but  what  has  been  devised  and 
approved  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council ;  and  Convocation  has 
only  to  accept  it  in  the  very  terms  in  which  it  is  proposed, 
or  to  reject  it  altogether. 

It  is  in  Convocation  also  that  nearly  all  elections  to  offi(;es  in 
the  gift  of  the  University  take  place.  Elections  of  Burgesses 
are  conducted  according  to  the  provisions  of  Acts  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  of  which  one,  passed  in  1853,  limits  the  time  for  poll* 
ing  to  the  period  of  five  days  at  the  most,  and  the  latest,  in 
1861,  allows  members  of  Convocation  to  vote  by  means  of 
voting-papers  without  being  personally  present  at  the  poll. 
All  other  elections  also,  of  Professors,  Officers  of  the  University, 
Clerks  for  presentation  to  Benefices,  or  other  persons,  are

made  by  means  of  Toting-papers,  but  each  voter  must  deliver 
his  own  paper  at  the  table.  At  these  elections  the  Vice- 
chancellor  presides,  and  the  two  Proctors  are  scrutators. 
First,  the  Act  31  Eliz.  c.  6,  and  the  Statute  of  the  University 
concerning  elections  are  first  read ;  and  then  the  voters  hand 
in  their  papers.  When  the  poll  begins  to  slacken,  three 
proclamations  are  made  at  short  intervals ;  and  at  length, 
when  no  more  voters  come  forward,  the  votes  are  cast  up  by 
the  Proctors,  and  the  election  is  pronounced. 

For  the  better  management  of  certain  matters,  chiefly 
matters  of  administration  or  detail,  Convocation  often  dele- 
gates its  authority,  or  some  limited  portion  of  it,  to  a  com- 
mittee chosen  from  itself;  and  the  persons  selected  for 
such  committee  are  called  Bdegates,  Thus  there  are  stand- 
ing Delegacies  of  Accounts,  of  the  Press,  of  Privileges ;  and 
others  are  appointed  occasionally  to  carry  up  addresses  to  the 
Throne,  or  for  the  transaction  of  business  away  from  Oxford. 
These  Delegates  are  either  elected  or  approved  by  Convo- 
cation, or  are  at  least  nominated  by  the  Proctors  in  Con- 
vocation. But  of  late  years  Delegacies  have  been  constituted 
with  whose  election  or  approval  Convocation  has  nothing  to 
do.  There  is  a  Delegacy  of  the  Museum,  of  which  two- 
thirds  are  elected  by  the  Congregation  of  the  University,  the 
other  third  being  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proctors ;  and  a 
Delegacy  of  Local  Examinations,  of  which  (besides  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Proctors)  one-third  is  nominated  by  the  Heb- 
domadal Council  from  itself,  one-third  by  the  Congregation 
of  the  University,  and  one-third  by  the  V ice-Chancellor  and 
Proctors  privately.  And  it  has  been  provided  by  statute, 
that,  of  extraordinary  Delegates  appointed  for  the  conduct 
of  business  within  the  precinct  of  the  University,  one-third  is 
to  be  elected  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council  from  its  own  body, 
the  Council  itself  having  been  elected  by  the  Congregation 
of  the  University, 
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The  Chanoellob. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford  is  elected 
by  the  Memberfl  of  Convocation,  and  (unless  he  resigns  in 
the  meantime)  holds  the  office  until  death.  Anciently  this 
office  was  holden  for  very  short  periods,  seldom  for  more 
than  four  years,  and  for  the  most  part  by  some  resident 
member  of  the  University,  until  the  Chancellorship  of  John 
Kussell,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  who  was  elected  in  1483,  and 
retained  it  till  his  death  in  1494.  No  stipend  is  assigned 
to  it :  on  the  contrary,  the  custom  of  many  years  has  en- 
tailed expenses  on  Its  holder.

The  Seneschallus,  or  High  Steward,  is  appointed  by  the 
Chancellor,  and  approved  by  Convocation.  His  special  duty 
is  to  hear  and  determine  criminal  causes  of  the  gravest 
kind,  such  as  treason  and  felony,  at  the  mandate  of  the 
Chancellor,  and  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the 
privileges  of  the  University,  whenever  the  prisoner  is  a  scholar 
or  privileged  person  resident  within  the  precinct  of  the  Uni- 
versity. The  office  is  holden  for  life.  There  is  also  a  Deputy 
Steward,  appointed  in  like  manner.  The  ancient  stipend 
of  the  High  Steward  is  £5  a-year ;  the  Deputy  Steward 
has  £2. 

The  privilege  of  having  such  criminal  causes  tried  by  an 
Officer  of  the  University  was  first  granted  by  Henry  IV  in 
1406 ;  and,  although  the  language  of  his  charter  is  quite 
consistent  with  the  supposition  that  the  office  of  High 
Steward  was  in  existence  previously,  there  is  no  record 
to  shew  that  it  really  did  exist  before  that  time.  Indeed 
the  Registers  of  the  University  supply  no  name  of  any 
High  Steward  for  nearly  fifty  years  afterwards ;  and  the 
years  in  which  five  of  the  persons  in  the  following  list 
entered  upon  the  office  are  not  ascertained.

Yice-Ohancellor. 

The  Chancellors  from  the  earliest  times,  eyen  when  they 
were  still  resident  in  the  University,  were  assisted  in  the 
administration  of  justice  and  in  the  discharge  of  other  busi- 
ness by  Deputies,  whose  number  varied,  and  who  perhaps 
were  often  appointed  for  special  'purposes  rather  than  for 
definite  periods  of  time.  These  Officers  were  for  the  most 
part  called  Commissaries ;  till  in  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth 
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century  the  title  Pro-Chancellor  or  Vice-Chancellor  began 
to  be  employed,  the  latter  of  which,  from  the  year  1574,  has 
quite  superseded  the  ancient  name.  The  Commissaries 
appear  to  have  been  always  nominated  by  the  Chancellors, 
except  for  the  few  years  during  which  the  Edwardine 
Statutes,  given  by  the  King's  Visitors  in  1549,  were  in 
full  force.  In  1568  the  Earl  of  Leicester  set  aside  the 
right  of  free  election,  which  those  statutes  had  vested  in 
the  House  of  Congregation,  and  resumed  the  ancient  prac- 
tice. The  office  seems  to  have  become  annual  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

Under  the  Laudian  Statutes  the  Vice-Chan cellob  is 
annually  nominated  by  the  Chancellor  from  the  Heads  of 
Colleges.  The  Letters  of  nomination. are  read  in  Convo- 
cation, shortly  before  the  beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term, 
by  the  Senior  Proctor,  and  the  new  Vice-Chancellor  then 
immediately  makes  the  requisite  declarations,  and  enters 
upon  his  office.  The  Vice-Chancellor  appoints  four  depu- 
ties, or  Pro-Vice-Chancellors,  from  the  Heads  of  Colleges, 
who  are  to  exercise  his  power  in  case  of  his  illness  or 
necessary  absence  from  the  University.  The  office  of  late 
has  been  generally  holden  for  four  years. 

A  small  portion  of  the  annual  benefaction  of  £200,  be- 
queathed to  the  University  by  Nathaniel  Lord  Crewe, 
Bishop  of  Durham,  who  died  in  1772,  and  also  a  small 
1)enefaction  from  Sir  Henry  Saville,  was  assigned  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor ;  and  a  bequest  of  John  Wills,  D.D.,  Warden 
of  Wadham  College,  who  died  in  1806,  produced  the  sum 
of  £6400  in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  for  the 
endowment  of  the  office.  Under  a  Statute,  which  was  passed 
in  1855,  the  annual  income  is  made  up  to  £600  from  the 
University  Chest.

Tbe  two  Proctobs  of  tbe  Universitj  were  elected  anciently 
in  Conyocation ;  but,  tbe  elections  having  become  very  tu- 
multuous, the  method  was  changed  by  an  ordinance  of 
King  Charles  I.,  and  from  the  year  1629  tbe  choice  was 
made  within  the  several  Colleges  according  to  a  cycle  of 
twenty-three  years,  which  lasted  through  ten  revolutions. 
In  1859  a  new  cycle  of  thirty  years  began,  adapted  to  the 
existing  condition  of  the  Colleges,  and  comprising  with  them 
the  Halls  jointly.  The  electors  now  are  all  those  members 
of  the  several  Societies  who,  being  Members  of  Convocation, 
are  also,  or  have  at  any  time  been.  Members  of  the  Con- 
gregation of  the  University,  and  all  those  Fellows  and 
Scholars  of  a  College  who  are  Members  of  Convocation. 
Any  such  elector  may  be  elected  to  the  office,  provided  he 
has  completed  four  and  has  not  completed  fifteen  years  from 
his  admission  to  Regency  in  Arts.  The  election  is  made  on 
the  Wednesday  after  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent ;  and  on  the 
second  (or  occasionally  on  the  first)  Wednesday*after  Easter 
the  new  Proctors  are  admitted  to  their  offices  in  Convocation, 
and  take  their  seats.  They  nominate  each  two  Masters  of 
Arts,  of  three  years'  standing  at  the  least,  to  be  their  re- 
spective deputies  or  Pro-Proctors.  Each  Proctor  receives 
an  annual  stipend  of  £350,  each  Pro-Proctor  £80.

Assessor  or  thb  Chakcellor's  Court. 

The  Chancellor  has  jurisdiction  in  almost  all  causes, 
whether  civil,  spiritual,  or  criminal,  in  which  scholars  or 
privileged  persons  resident  within  the  precinct  of  the  Uni- 
versity are  parties.  For  the  exercise  of  it  a  Court  is  holden 
every  Friday  during  Term  in  the  Apodyterium  of  the  Con- 
vocation House,  in  which  the  Vice-chancellor  is  the  pre- 
siding Judge,  and  the  two  Proctors  of  the  University  may, 
if  they  please,  sit  as  assessors.  But  for  the  better  de- 
spatch of  business  the  Yice-Chancellor  appoints  some  Doctor 
or  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  to  sit  with  him  as  Assessor  and 
to  act  as  Judge  for  him  in  his  absence.  The  annual  stipend 
of  such  Assessor  is  £40.  The  practice  of  the  Court  in  all 
cases  used  to  be  nearly  the  same  as  the  practice  of  the  Court 
of  Admiralty :  but  by  new  Rules,  m&de  in  pursuance  of 
the  Act  25  and  26  Vict.  c.  26,  s.  12,  the  form  of  procedure 
in  civil  cases,  since  March  1, 1865,  very  much  resembles  the 
form  in  County  Courts^  Appeals  from  it  may  be  made,  first 
to  the  House  of  Congregation,  then  to  the  House  of  Con- 
Yocation,  (for  which  purpose  Delegates  to  hear  appeals  are 
annually  appointed  in  each  House,)  and  finally,  if  the  three 
judgments  differ,  to  the  Queen  in  Chancery. 

The  Registrar  of  the  Court  is  appointed  by  the  Chancellor. 
He  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law. 
Besides  the  duty  of  registering  the  several  Acts  and  Orders 
of  the  Court,  it  is  part  of  his  ofiice  to  attend  at  and  to  re- 
cord the  admissions  of  Principals  to  the  several  Halls,  and 
to  perform  all  manner  of  business,  whether  of  contentious 
or  voluntary  jurisdiction,  arising  from  the  authority  of 
the  Chancellor. 

Proctors  ad  liies,  three  in  number  at  the  least,  who  must 
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be  Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors  of  Civil  Law,  or  else  either 
Barristers  or  Attorneys  at  Law,  are  appointed  and  ad- 
mitted by  the  yice-Chancellor  to  practise  in  the  Court.

Public  Oratob. 

The  office  of  Public  Orator  was  first  permanently  esta- 
blished in  1 564,  the  previous  custom  being  that  the  Chan- 
cellor or  Yice-Chancellor  selected  some  fit  person  on  each 
occasion  to  perform  the  duties  attached  to  it.  It  is  his 
business  to  write  letters  and  addresses  and  to  make  orations 
in  the  name  of  the  University  upon  public  occasions,  to 
present  those  on  whom  the  honorary  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  is  to  be  conferred,  and  to  deliver  the  annual  Creweian 
Oration  alternately  with  the  'Professor  of  Poetry.  He  is 
one  of  those  appointed  to  adjudge  several  of  the  University 
Prizes.  He  must  be  a  Member  of  Convocation,  and  is  elected 
by  that  body.  The  stipend  originally  assigned  to  the  office 
was  a  yearly  pension  of  twenty  nobles,  £6  I3s.  4d.,  from 
the  University  Chest ;  which  was  increased  in  1811  by 
a  grant  of  £70,  and  again  in  1866  by  a  still  further  grant 
of  £60,  making  a  total  of  £130  from  the  sam^  source,  and 
by  £20  from  Lord  Crewe's  benefaction. 

In  1635  King  Charles  I.  annexed  a  Canonry  of  Christ 
Church  to  this  office :  but  the  grant,  never  having  been  con- 
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firmed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  was  disregarded  in  1660,  when 
Robert  South  was  elected  Orator ;  and,  although  he  was  made 
a  Canon  ten  years  afterwards,  that  dignity  has  not  been  con- 
ferred on  any  of  his  successors.

Control  of  the  Market,  in  order  to  secure  fiskir  dealing  in 
proyisions  of  all  kinds,  was  granted  to  the  Chancellor  bj 
^ng  Edward  III.  in  1355.  In  the  days  when  prices  were 
fixed  by  authority  it  was  the  Chancellor  who  fixed  them  in 
Oxford ;  and  whatever  jurisdiction  in  such  matters  can  now 
be  exercised  by  magistrates  anywhere  is  exercised  by  the 
Chancellor  or  yice-Chancellor  here.  Two  Clerks  of  the 
Market  are  annually  appointed,  one  by  the  Chancellor,  the 
other  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  They  must  be  either  Prin- 
cipals of  Halls,  Masters  of  Arts,  or  Bachelors  of  Divinity, 
Medicine,  or  Law.    There  is  also  a  Deputy  Clerk. 


EeBFBB  of   THB  AbCHIVES. 

This  office  was  instituted  in  1634.  It  is  the  Keeper's  duty 
to  take  charge  of  and  to  arrange  all  the  muniments  and 
papers  concerning  either  the  Estates,  Possessions,  Rights, 
and  Privileges  of  the  University,  or  the  Endowments  of 
Professorships,  and  all  the  Registers  and  Records  of  the 
University.  He  is  a  Delegate  of  Privileges  ex  officio.  He 
is  elected  by  Convocation.  The  yearly  stipend  of  the  office, 
originally  £40,  was  raised  in  1828  to  £100.

^  The  office  of  Public  Examines  was  instituted  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  century,  when  the  great  change  wag 
made  in  the  system  of  examination  for  the  Degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts.  The  number  of  Examiners  has  varied  considerably, 
and  their  duties  have  not  been  uniform.  Until  Michaelmas 
Term  1807  there  were  six  Examiners :  then  to  the  end  of 
the  year  1824  there  were  four;  and  during  the  whole  of 
this  period  each  Examiner  was  appointed  to  examine  in 
Mathematics  as  well  as  in  Classics.  In  1825  the  number 
was  increased  to  nine,  and  they  were  divided  between  two 
Schools,  six  for  Classics  only,  and  three  for  Mathematics 
only.  With  the  beginning  of  1831  came  another  change. 
The  number  was  reduced  to  seven,  four  in  Classics,  three  in 
Mathematics ;  all  the  seven  were  required  to  take  part  in 
the  examination  of  those  Candidates  who  did  not  aim  at 
Honours  in  Classics ;  and  then  the  Candidates  for  Honours 
were  examined  in  separate  Schools  by  the  two  sets  of  Ex- 
aminers respectively.  This  arrangement  lasted  until  the 
year  1853,  since  which  tirae  other  changes  have  occurred, 
which  are  described  further  on,  in  the  article  upon  **  Exami- 
nations and  Exercises  for  Degrees."

Mastebs  op  the  Schools. 

There  have  been  Mastebs  of  the  Schools  from  a  very 
remote  antiquity,  in  early  times  to  supervise  the  Schools  of 
the  Grammarians,  afterwards  to  preside  at  the  Disputations 
of  Bachelors  of  Arts.  But  the  office  was  placed  upon  its 
present  footing,  at  least  on  all  material  points,  in  the  year 
1809,  when  the  examination  called  '^  £>esponsions"  was  first 
established.  An  account  of  it  is  given  further  on,  in  the 
article  upon  ^^Examinations  and  Exercises  for  Degrees." 
The  number  of  the  Masters  of  the  Schools  was  three  until 
the  year  1854«,  when  it  was  increased  to  four  in  order  to 
expedite  the  business  of  Besponsions.

Moderators. 

The  office  of  the  Moderators  dates  from  1852,  in  which 
year  the  examination  for  which  they  were  appointed  was 
first  held.  Their  number  and  the  mode  of  their  nomination 
are  stated  further  on,  in  the  article  upon  ^'Examinations 
and  Exercises  for  Degrees."  The  names  of  all  who  have 
held  the  office  are  printed  at  the  foot  of  the  Honour  Lists 
which  they  have  issued. 


REaiSTBAR. 

The  Registrar  of  the  University  is  elected  by  Convocation. 
He  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of  GivH  Law, 
and  a  Notary  Public.  He  attends  all  meetings  of  the  Heb- 
domadal Council,  of  both  Congregations,  and  of  Convocation, 
and  registers  all  acts,  such  as  Graces,  Admissions  to  Degrees, 
Elections,  Decrees,  Statutes,  Letters,  Addresses,  Leases,  and 
other  documents  to  which  the  common  seal  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  affixed.  The  emoluments  of  the  office  formerly 
varied,  depending  on  the  number  of  persons  admitted  to 
degrees  and  on  other  circumstances :  the  annual  stipend 
is  now  fixed  at  £600.

COLLEGES. 

The  Colleges  are  distinct  corporate  bodies,  founded  at 
Tarious  times  for  the  purpose  of  study,  and  nearly  (if  not 
quite)  all  of  them  for  the  purpose  of  education  also ;  within 
the  University,  but  independent  of  it ;  governed,  as  to  their 
own  concerns,  by  their  respective  Statutes ;  each  having 
a  mansion  for  the  residence  of  Members  of  the  Foundation 
and  for  the  reception  of  academical  students ;  and  hold- 
ing property  of  various  kinds  through  the  munificence  of 
Founders  and  Benefactors.  In  common  use  the  word  '^  Col- 
lege^* signifies  the  mansion  of  each  Society  as  well  as  the 
Society  itself. 

Colleges  are  an  institution  peculiar  to  this  country.  There 
are  none  in  foreign  Universities,  nor  even  in  Scotland.  In 
Oxford  there  are  twenty  now  existing.  The  history  of  their 
relation  to  the  University  is  too  large  a  subject  to  be  treated 
here.  It  may  be  sufficient  to  say,  that  for  more  than  four 
hundred  years  previous  to  1855  no  person  could  be  a  Member 
of  the  University  who  had  not  his  name  upon  the  books  of 
some  College,  or  of  one  of  the  Academical  Halls  which  are 
described  further  on.  In  the  year  1355  a  Statute  was 
made,  by  which  Members  of  Convocation  were  permitted, 
under  certain  conditions,  to  open  Private  Halls  for  the  re- 
ception of  students :  but  very  few  have  hitherto  availed 
themselves  of  the  permission.  Another  Statute,  made  in 
1 868,  has  removed  the  old  restriction,  and  has  enabled  per- 
sons to  become  Students  and  Members  of  the  University 
without  belonging  to  any  College  or  Hall.  These  Stu- 
dents are  commonly  called  "  Unattached "  (in  Latin,  J^on 
ascriptt). 

The  corporation  of  every  College,  except  three,  comprises 
a  Head,  Fellows  and  Scholars  in  various  numbers,  and  a 
few  other  Members,  whose  numbers,  offices,  and  titles  differ 
in  different  Societies.  All  these  are  Members  of  the  Foun- 
dation, and  receive  stipends  from  the  corporate  revenues. 
The  three  exceptions  are  All  Souls,  Christ  Church,  and 
Eeble.  At  All  Souls  there  are  no  Scholars:  at  Christ 
Church,  which  is  a  cathedral  establishment  as  well  as  an 
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academical  institution,  there  is,  besides  the  Dean,  a  ca- 
pitular body  of  Canons,  while  those  who  answer  in  some 
respects  to  Fellows  and  Scholars  are  called  Senior  and  Junior 
Students :  at  Keble  there  are  neither  Fellows  nor  Scholars. 
At  Merton  the  Scholars  are  called  Postmasters,  at  Magdalen 
Demies  (in  Latin  Semi-Socii), 

The  Heads  of  Colleges  have  not  all  the  same  title.  The 
title  is  ^^  Master'^  at  University,  Balliol,  and  Pembroke 
Colleges ;  "  Warden "  at  Merton,  New  College,  All  Souls, 
Wadham,  and  Keble ;  "  Rector'^  at  Exeter  and  Lincoln ; 
*'  Provod*^  at  Oriel,  Queen's,  and  Worcester ;  "  Presi- 
dent*^ at  Magdalen,  Corpus  Christi,  Trinity,  and  St  John's  ; 
"  Principal"  at  Brasenose  and  Jesus ;  and  '*  DearC^  at  Christ 
Church. 

In  Christ  Church  the  Dean  and  Canons  and  the  Senior 
Students  are  the  goveming  body,  in  Keble  the  Warden  and 
Council,  in  every  other  College  the  Head  and  Fellows.  Dis- 
cipline over  the  Junior  Members  of  each  Society  is  exercised 
by  the  Head,  his  Vicegerent,  and  certain  Officers  of  the 
College,  who  are  commonly  appointed  from  the  Fellows. 

In  almost  every  College  the  Head  is  elected  by  the  Fellows. 
But  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church  is  appointed  by  the  Crown, 
the  Provost  of  Worcester  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  the  Warden  of  Keble  by  the  Council  of  that 
College.    Headships  are  tenable  for  life. 

Fellows  and  Scholars  are  mostly  elected  by  the  Head  and 
Fellows,  or  by  the  Head  and  certain  Fellows,  after  a  com- 
petitive examination.  Fellowships,  with  very  few  exceptions, 
are  vacated  by  marriage  and  by  ecclesiastical  preferment  or 
accession  to  property  of  a  certain  amount.  Otherwise  they 
are  tenable  for  life.  Scholarships,  since  the  Oxford  Uni- 
versity Act  of  1854  (17  and  18  Vict.,  c.  81),  are  generally 
tenable  for  five  years  only. 

In  the  following  pa^es  the  several  Colleges  are  placed  in 
the  reputed  order  of  their  foundation. 


UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE. 

This  College  waa  founded  b;  William  of  Durham  *,  said 
to  have  been  &n:hdeacon  of  Durham  ;  but  respectiog  irhom 
little  authentic  information  hae  been  preaerted,  except  that 
he  woB  Rector  of  We&nuouth,  in  that  county,  and  that  he 
died  in  134!),  bequeathing  a  sum  of  money  to  provide  a  par- 
mauent  endowment  for  the  maintenance  of  a  certain  num- 
ber of  "  Masters." 

The  first  purchase  with  this  bequest  was  made  in  1253, 
and  the  first  Stiitutes  are  dated  12S0. 

The  chief  Benefactors  siooe  that  period  are  King  Henry  IT. ; 
Walter  Skirlaw,  Bishop  of  Durham  ;  Henry  Percy,  E^rl  of 
Korthumberland ;  Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester ;  John 
Freestone,  Esq.  ;  Sir  Simon  Bennet,  Bart. ;  ReT.  Charles 
Greenwood;  Dr.  John  Radcliffe  ;  and  Dr.  John  Browne. 

The  present  Foimdation  consists  of  a  Master,  twelve 
Fellow*,  with  one  Bye  Fellow,  and  twelve  Scholars,  with 
certain  Eihibiti oners.  Of  the  fellowships  two  were  fotmdcd 
by  WDIiam  of  Durham.  Three  were  founded  in  1403,  l>y 
King  Hearj  IV.,  at  the  request  of  Walter  Skirlaw,  Bishop 
of  Durham.  Three  were  founded  in  1442,  by  Henry  Percy, 
Ear!  of  Northuroberlani.  And  four  were  added  in  1631, 
by  Sir  Simon  Bennet.  In  1K37,  a  Civil  Law  Fellowship 
was  founded  in  this  College  by  Mary  Anne,  Viscountess 
Sidmouth,  in  honour  of  her  father,  the  kte  Lord  Stowel], 
sometinie  Fellow  of  this  Society. 

0(  tha  Scholarthipi,  one  was  founded  in  1586,  by  the  Ret. 
Thomas  Browne  ;   one  in  1590,  by  tlie  Rev.  Otho  Hunt  ; 

•  Thfro  ii  a  tradition  that  ths  ColleRE  was  founded  in  812  by  King 
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four  in  1631,  by  Sir  Simon  Bennet ;  two  in  1764,  by  Dr. 
John  Browne,  sometime  Master  of  the  College ;  one  in  1849, 
by  Dr.  George  Shepherd,  sometime  Fellow ;  and  three  have 
been  established  by  the  College,  two  of  which,  called  the 
Badcliffe  Scholarships,  are  for  proficiency  in  Mathematics. 

Of  the  ExhibitioTis,  Three  of  the  value  of  £50  a-year, 
during  residence,  were  founded  in  1595,  by  John  Freeston, 
Esq.,  for  persons  educated  in  the  Grammar-schools  of 
Wakefield,  Pontefract,  and  Normanton  in  the  county  of 
York.  Four,  of  £45  a-year  during  residence,  founded  in 
1618,  by  the  Bey.  Robert  Gunsley,  are  limited  to  persons 
educated  in  the  Grammar-schools  of  Rochester  and  Maid- 
stone, two  to  be  elected  from  each.  There  are  also  other 
small  Exhibitions.  One,  founded  in  1580,  by  Mr.  Heron. 
Two,  founded  in  1587,  by  Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester, 
the  nomination  to  which  is  vested  in  his  heirs.  Two, 
founded  by  Lady  Holford,  in  augmentation  of  Exhibitions 
from  the  Charterhouse.  Two,  on  the  foundation  of  Mr.  Lodge, 
are  for  deserving  persons  who  are  in  need  of  assistance  at 
the  University.

IL  BALLIOL  OOLLEOE. 

FouHSED  by  John  Balliol,  of  Barnard  Castle  in  the  county 
of  Durham,  and  Derrorgilla  his  wife  (parents  of  John 
Balliol,  King  of  Scotland,)  some  time  between  the  years  1S63 
and  1266,  the  exact  date  not  being  known.  Ita  revenues 
were  augmented  by  the  muniScence  of  succeeding  Bene- 
fftctora,  particularly  of  Sir  William  Felton  and  Sir  Philip 
Somerryle. 

There  are  now  eleven  Felhmehipt,  and  ten  Scholar- 
ship/, on  the  old  foundation;  also  five  SchalarshipB  (of 
£60  a-year),  for  persons  educated  at  Blundell's  School, 
Tiverton,  on  the  foundation  of  Mr.  Peter  Blundell ;  one  of 
which  is  to  be  filled  up  annually  by  examination  at  the 
School.  And  three  Scholarships,  of  £70  a-year  for  three 
years,  "for  the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  l*w  and 
"  History,  and  of  the  study  of  Natural  Science,  in  order  to 
"quali^  Students  for  the  professions  of  Law  and  Medicine 
"respectively,"  founded  by  Hannah,  daughter  of  the  late 
Francis  Brakenbury,  as  a  grateful  memorial  of  her  deceased 
brothers,  James  E.  Brakenbury  and  Ralph  Brakenbury,  and 
in  recognition  of  an  ancient  connection  between  the  families 
of  Balliol  and  Brakenbury. 

This  College  has  also  an  Exhibition  for  natives,  or  those 
whose  fathers  were  natives,  of  Scotland  ;  founded  in  1667 
by  John  Warner,  Bishop  of  Rochester. 

Other  Exhibitions  (ten  in  number  at  present)  were  sub- 
sequently added  in  1677  by  John  Snell,  Esq.  ;  the  nomina- 
tion to  which  is  vested  in  the  Principal  and  Professors  of 
Qlssgow  University,  and  the  election  in  the  Master  and 
Fellows  of  this  CoUege. 

Two  Exhibitions  (of  ;filOO  a-^ear),  tenable  for  four  years, 
have  been  founded  under  the  will  of  Richard  Jenkyns,  D.D., 
who  died  Master  of  the  College  in  1854 ;  to  he  filled  up 
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by  competition  among  those  members  of  the  College  who 
haye  not  exceeded  sixteen  terms  of  academical  standmg. 

Two  Exhibitions  (of  £60  a-year  during  residence,  tenable 
for  five  years)  are  annually  offered  by  the  College  ifor  open 
competition  among  all  Candidates  who  have  not  completed 
the  eighth  term  from  their  matriculation.  And  others  are 
offered  from  time  to  time  according  to  circumstances. 

There  are  also  Exhibitions  connected  (Kewte)  with  Tiyer- 
ton  and  (Greaves)  Ludlow  Schools.

III.  MEBTON  COLLEaE. 

This  College  vaa  first  founded  at  MaMon  in  Surrej,  in 
1264,  and  remoTed  to  Oxford  before  1274,  b<r  Walter  de 
Merton,  Bishop  of  Rocheeter,  and  Lord  High  Chancellor  of 
England. 

The  earliest  statutes  extant  with  royal  charter  are  dated 
1264.  In  1270  a  second  body  of  Statutes  were  giTGn,  and 
the  whole  ratified  in  1274,  after  the  settlement  in  Oxford. 
The  founder  died  in  1277,  after  having  left,  by  a  codicit 
to  his  will,  the  residue  of  his  propertj  to  the  College. 

In  1380,  John  Wyllyott,  D.D.  Chancellor  of  Eieter,  in- 
Tested  his  Estates  in  the  College  for  'the  maintenance  of 
Portioniitce,  since  called  Postr-Maatera.  In  1604,  John 
Chamber,  Fellow  of  Eton,  Canon  of  Windsor,  left  monies 
for  the  maintenance  of  two  FoBt-Masters  and  one  Fellow,  to 
be  elected  from  Foundationers  of  Eton.  In  1 7S3,  Henry  Jack- 
son, sometime  M.A.  of  this  College,  and  afterwards  Minor 
Canon  of  St.  Paul's,  founded  four  ExhibitioTu,  with  a  prefer- 
ence for  Natives  of  the  City  or  Count;  of  Oxford  educated 
at  the  Schoob  of  Eton,  Westminster,  and  Winchester. 

Under  the  Ordinance  framed  by  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed for  the  purposes  of  the  Statute  17th  and  ISth  Tick 
c.  81,  the  following  changes  have  been  made ; — All  the 
Fellowships  are  now  open,  without  any  preference  in  re- 
spect of  place  of  birth  or  education.  In  default  of  any 
Foundationer  of  Eton  approved  ibr  admission  by  the  Warden 
and  fellows,  the  two  Post-Masterships  of  the  foundation  of 
John  Chamber  are  thrown  open  for  that  turn  to  all  personi 
educated  for  not  less  than  two  years  at  Eton  College,  and 
ultimately  to  general  competition.  The  Scholarships  of  Hia 
Foundation  of  Henry  Jackson  are  now  open,  without  pre- 
ference in  respect  of  plAce  nt  birth  or  education. 
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The  Foundation  consists  of  a  Warden,  twenty-four  Fellows, 
sixteen  Post-Masters,  four  Scholars,  and  two  Chaplains.

lY.  EXETER  COLLEGE. 

Tuts  College  was  originall;  founded  in  1314,  bj  Walter 
de  StapledoD,  Biehop  of  Exeter,  Boinetime  Lord  High  Trea- 
surer of  EDgland,  and  was  then  called  Stapledon  Hall.  The 
Bishop  removed  hither  hiB  Scholara  from  Hart  Hall,  and 
made  a  foundation  for  a  Bector  and  twelve  FeUows.  Of 
these  thirteen,  he  directed  that  eight  should  be  elected  from 
tbe  Archdeaiwuries  of  Exeter,  Totnesa,  and  Barnstaple ;  four 
from  the  Archdeaconry  of  Cormrall:  and  that  one,  in  Priest's 
Orders,  should  be  nominated  hj  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Exeter. 

In  1404,  Edmund  Stafford,  Bishop  of  Eieter,  added  two 
Fellowships  for  the  diocese  of  Salisbury,  and  obtained  leave 
to  give  the  College  its  present  name. 

In  1565,  Sir  William  Petre,  Knight,  Secretary  of  State, 
and  Privy  Counsellor  to  Henrj  Till.,  Edward  VI.,  Queen 
Mary,  aad  Queen  Elizabeth,  added  eight  Fellowships  For  the 
counties  of  Devon,  Somerset,  Dorset,  Oxford,  Essex,  Surrey, 
and  any  others  in  England  in  which  he  or  his  heirs  might 
have  lands  or  possessions. 

Charles  I.  in  1636  annexed  one  Fellowship  for  the  islands 
of  Jersey  and  Guernsey. 

Lastly,  Mrs-Shiers,  who  died  in  1770,  left  certain  rents, 
out  of  which  two  Fellowships  were  founded,  for  the  counties 
of  Hertford  and  Surrey. 

These  arrangements  were  amended  in  the  year  1S55, 
under  powers  granted  by  the  Act  17  and  13  Tict.,  c.  SI. 
The  Fellowshipi  are  reduced  from  twenty-five  to  fi^en, 
and  are  now  open  without  any  preference  in  respect  of  birth. 
Candidates  must  be  members  of  the  Church  of  EngUnd,  or 
of  some  Church  in  communion  with  it,  and  must  have  passed 
all  the  ezuninationi  required  by  the  University  for  the  d&- 
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gree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  have  been  admitted  ixd  eundem 
gradum  of  the  University,  or  have  become  in  any  way  mem- 
Ders  of  Convocation.  The  day  of  election  is  the  30th  of  June, 
or  such  olii^  day  in  the  month  of  June  as  may  appear 
to  the  College  convenient.  The  nomination  to  the  Chaplain 
Fellowship  remains  with  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Exeter. 

From  the  revenues  of  eight  suppressed  Fellowships,  twenty- 
two  Scholarships  are  founded.  Of  these,  ten  are  open,  ten 
(called  Stapledon  Scholarships)  are  limited  to  persons  bom 
or  educated  in  the  Diocese  of  Exeter,  and  two  to  persons 
bom  in  any  of  the  Channel  Islands,  or  educated  at  Victoria 
College,  Jersey,  or  Elizabeth  College,  Guemsey.  The  funds 
are  occasionally  sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  a  third 
Channel  Islands  Scholarship. 

If  no  duly  qualified  candidates  present  themselves  for  any 
of  the  limited  Scholarships,  these  also  may  for  the  time  be 
thrown  open. 

The  following  Exhihiiions  are  attached  to  the  College. 

1.  The  Michell  Exhibition,  open  to  all  members  of  the 
College,  being  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  ap- 
plying themselves  to  the  study  of  Divinity. 

2.  The  Symes  Exhibition,  open  to  persons  bom  or  edu- 
cated in  the  counties  of  Somerset  or  Dorset,  and  intending 
to  take  Holy  Orders. 

3.  4.  The  How  Exhibitions,  founded  for  sons  of  Clergymen 
resident  in  the  counties  of  Devon  and  Somerset,  with  pre- 
ference to  the  kindred  of  the  Founder,  the  Rev.  Thomas 
How ;  and  on  fskilure  of  such  candidates,  open  to  all  sons  of 
Clergymen. 

6,  6.  The  Gifford  Exhibitions,  founded  by  W.  Gifford, 
Esq.,  M.A..,  in  the  first  instance  for  candidates  from  Ash- 
burton  School,  and  on  failure  of  such,  open  to  all  persons 
bom  or  educated  in  the  county  of  Devon,  if  duly  qualified. 

7,  The  Richards  Exhibition,  founded  by  subscription  in 
1854,  in  memory  of  the  late  Rector,  Dr.  J.  L.  Richards,  and 
open  without  preference  in  respect  of  place  of  birth  or 
education. 

The  Candidates  for  these  Exhibitions  must  produce  sa- 
tis&ctory  certificates  of  their  need  of  assistance  at  the 
University. 

8,  9.  Open,  supported  by  the  College. 

The  following  Exhibitions  are  also  attached  to  the  Col" 
lege,  though  not  in  its  immediate  gift. 

10.  The  Darrell  Exhibition,  in  the  gift  of  the  Archdeacon 
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of  Nottingham  and  Master  of  Retford  Hospital,  for  persons 
within  the  Archdeaconries  of  Nottingham  and  Lincohi  al- 
ternately. 

11,  12.  13.  The  Reynolds  Exhibitions,  to  be  held  by  Eton 
Collegers,  appointed  by  the  Provost  and  Fellows  of  Eton. 

14,  15,  16.  The  Reynolds  Exhibitions,  to  be  held  by 
Scholars  of  Exeter  School,  appointed  alternately  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  and  Chamber  of  Exeter. 

17.  The  Acland  Exhibition  to  be  held  by  Scholars  of 
Exeter  School. 

18,  19.  The  Eliot  Exhibitions,  to  be  held  by  Scholars  of 
Truro  School,  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  School.

T.  ORIEL  COLLEGE. 

Tht8  College  was  founded  by  Edward  II,  in  1326,  on  the 
BUgeestion  of  Adam  do  Brome,  bis  almoneT,  for  a  Provost  and 
tenPellowa.  The  number  of  Fellowehipa  has  been  eince  in- 
creased to  eighteen  b;  various  beuebctionB.  Four  were 
founded,  for  the  counties  of  Someiset,  Dorset,  Wilts,  and 
Devon,  b;  John  Frank,  Master  of  the  Bolls,  who  died  a.d. 
1441  ;  one,  for  the  Old  diocese  of  Worcester,  by  John  Car- 
penter, Bishop  of  Worcester,  about  the  year  1476  ;  one,  for 
the  old  diocese  of  Lincoln,  by  William  Smyth,  Bishop  of  Lin- 
coln, 1507  ;  and  two  by  Richard  Dudley,  Chancellor  of  the 
Church  of  Salisbury,  1529.  Queen  Anne  annexed  n  Canonry 
of  Rochester  to  the  Provostship  for  ever. 

Several  Eihihitiona  and  Scholarihipt  have  been  founded 
in  this  CoUege  by  different  Benefactors  ;  viz.  six,  of  incon- 
siderable value,  by  Richard  Dudley,  above  mentioned  ;  three 
by  Dr.  Robinson,  Bishop  of  London,  1718  (tenable  for  three 
yean),  and  of  the  value  of  about  £38  a-jear) ;  four  under  the 
Will  of  Henry,  Duie  of  Beaufort,  1744  (tenable  for  seven 
years,  of  the  annual  value  of  £25) ;  two  under  that  of  Mrs. 
Ludwell,  1761  (also  tenable  for  seven  years,  value  £40 
a-year) ;  one,  (the  Rutland  Exhibition,)  by  the  Rev.  Richard 
Twopeny,  1838  (of  the  annual  value  of  £21)  ;  two  under 
the  Will  of  Dr.  Ireland,  Dean  of  Westminster,  1842  (of  the 
annual  value  of  ;£30)  ;  and  eight  open  Scholarships  were 
established  by  the  Society  in  1838,  1839,  1840,  and  1853. 

By  an  Ordinance  framed  by  the  Commisaionors  under  the 
Statute  17  and  18  Victoria,  c.  81,  the  Scholars  are  placed  on 
the  Foundation  of  the  College  ;  the  preferences  above  men- 
tioned in  the  case  of  certain  Fellowships  are  removed  ;  and 
the  election  to  two  Fellowships  is  at  present  suspended,  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  four  Exhibitions  within  the 
College,  and  of  augmenting  the  salary  of  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Modem  History. 
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Under  this  Ordinance  there  are  ten  Scholarships,  te- 
nable for  five  years ;  and  four  Exhibitions,  called  the  Ex- 
hibitions of  Adam  de  Brome,  tenable  till  the  end  of  the 
twentieth  Term  from  Matriculation ;  the  value  of  each  of 
these  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  (during  residence)  being 
£80  per  annum.  Candidates  for  these  Exhibitions  must  be 
deserving  persons  in  need  of  support  at  the  University ;  to 
a  Scholarship  no  one  is  eligible  Who  has  attained  the  age  of 
twenty  years,  or  who,  being  a  member  of  the  University, 
has  exceeded  two  years  from  his  matriculation. 

Two  Fellowships  being  now  suspended,  the  Foundation 
at  present  consists  of  a  Provost,  sixteen  Fellows,  (besides 
the  present  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History,)  and  ten 
Scholars.  There  are  also  twenty-two  Exhibitioners  and 
three  Bible  Clerks.

VI.  THE  QUEEN'S  COLLEGE. 

FocNSED  in  1340,  hj  Robert  Eglesfield,  Chapltun  to 
Philippe,  Queen  of  Edw&rd  UL,  from  wliom  it  is  called 
the  Queen's  CoUege. 

Under  the  New  Statutes  (1668)  the  faundation  of  Robert 
Kgleafield,  that  of  John  Michel,  and  those  of  Sir  Fisncia 
Bridgman,  and  Lady  Margaret  Hungerford,  are  conBoli- 
dated.  The  College  now  coneiata  of  a  Frovoat,  nineteen 
Fellows,  fifteen  Scholars,  two  Bible-Clerks,  and  four  %lea- 
field  Exhibitionen.  The  election  of  fellowa  and  Scholais 
is  without  regard  to  place  of  birth,  and  takea  place  after 
an  open  competitive  Eaaminatioa.  The  Sedleian  Profes- 
Borshjp  of  Natural  Philosophy  is  partly  endowed  from  the 
funda  of  the  College  ;  and  the  Profeasoi  ia  bound  to  act  as 
assessor  in  eaami  nations  for  Fellowabipa  and  Scholarships, 
if  called  on  to  do  so. 

The  Sckolarthipt  are  tenable  for  fiye  years  from  the  day  of 
election,  and  are  of  the  annual  value  of  not  less  than  75/. 

The  Bible -Cierkthipt  are  in  the  appointment  of  the 
Provost,  are  tenable  for  the  same  period,  and  are  of  the 
same  annual  value  as  the  Scholarships. 

The  Egleafield  Exhitntiont  are  tenable  for  four  years, 
and  are  of  the  same  annual  value  aa  the  Scholarships  and 
Biblo-aerkships. 

In  1866  a  Scholarship  was  founded  by  the  Eev.  Sir  E.  R. 
Jodrell,  Bart.,  M.A.,  of  this  College,  in  memoir  of  his  father, 
Sir  R.  P.  Jodrell,  Bart,  U.A.,  of  Magdalen  College,  of  the 
yearly  value  (at  present)  of  £100,  tenable  for  four  years. 

The  following  ExhS}itian*  are  also  attached  to  the 
College. 

1  to  15.  Fifteen  Exhibitions,  of  the  yearly  value  of  90/., 
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founded  by  Lady  Elizabeth  Hastings,  open  to  persons 
educated  at  the  Schools  of  Carlisle,  Penrith  or  St.  Bees  in 
Cumberland,  Appleby  or  Heversham  in  Westmoreland, 
Bradford,  Doncaster,  Giggleswick,  Hipperhoime,  Leeds, 
Pontefiract,  Richmond,  Sedbergh,  Wakefield  or  York  in 
Yorkshire.  One  Candidate  may  be  sent  £rom  each  School 
for  each  yacancy. 

16.  One  of  about  65^.  per  annum,  founded  by  Keane 
Fitzgerald,  Esq.,  M.A.  of  this  College,  and  a  Bencher  of  the 
Inner  Temple,  for  natives  of  Middlesex.

Two  of  about  65/.  per  annum,  founded  by  Dr.  John 
Thomas,  Bishop  of  Rochester,  for  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the 
diocese  of  Carlisle,  educated  at  the  Schools  of  Carlisle  or 
St.  Bees,  or  in  default  thereof,  for  sons  of  Clergymen  who 
shall  have  been  three  years  resident  in  the  diocese  of 
Carlisle.  These  Exhibitions  are  in  the  appointment  of  the 
Bishop  of  Carlisle,  the  Dean  of  Carlisle,  and  the  Provost 
of  the  College.

TIL  NEW  COLLEGE. 

Tbis  College  ^aa  founded,  in  1386,  bjWilliam  of  Wykeham, 
Bishop  of  Winchester,  and  sometime  Lord  High  Cbabcellor 
of  England,  for  a  Warden,  aeventj  Fellows  and  Scholars, 
ten  Chaplains,  three  Clerks,  and  Sixteen  Choristers. 

By  Ordinances  made  in  1857,  and  amended  in  1866,  the 
FdloiBships  nill  hereafter  be  in  number  forty,  and  the 
Scholarihipi  thirty.  But  the  College  has  poner  to  suspend 
not  more  than  fire  Fellowships,  for  the  purpose  of  endowing 
ten  additional  Scholarships. 

Twenty  of  the  Fellonahips  are  onen  to  Buch  candidates 
only  as  have  received  education  at  tne  school  of  Winchester 
College  for  at  least  two  years,  or  hare  been  for  at  least 
twelve  temu  members  of  New  College. 

The  other  twenty  Ifellowships  are  without  any  such  limit- 
ation. The  suspended  Fellowships  must  be  taken  out  of 
thJ3  class,  and  the  ten  additional  Scholarships  must  likewise 
be  open. 

Six  of  the  thirty  original  Scholarships  axz  filled  up  an- 
nually, at  an  Election  held  at  Winchester  College,  of  boys 
receiving  education  in  the  School  of  that  College.  Any  Scho- 
larship for  which  there  ia  no  duly  quahSed  candidate,  is 
thrown  open  for  that  turn  to  general  competition. 

All  the  Scholarships  are  tenable  for  five  years,  and  are  at 
present  £100  a-year  in  value. 

By  a  Statute  passed  in  1864,  the  Choir  will  henceforth 
consist  of  not  less  than  1.  Three  Chaplains ;  2.  Eight  Lay- 
Clerks  ;  and  3.  Sixteen  Choristets.

FoUNrED  by  Richard  Fleming,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  in  1427, 
for  a  Rector  &nd  seren  FeliowB ;  and  greatly  augmented  by 
Thomas  Rotherham,  Biahop  of  Lincoln,  and  afterwards  Arch- 
bishop of  York,  and  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England,  who 
added  five  Fellowships,. a,-aA  gave  a  new  body  of  Statutes  in 
1479,  in  -which  he  limited  the  election  of  the  Fellovs  to  the 
(old)  dioceses  of  Lincoln  and  York,  with  the  eiception  of  one 
to  the  diocese  of  Wells. 

The  above  limitations  were  aboliahed  by  authority  of  Par- 
liament (17  and  18  Vict.) 

The  SeAclarikipi  have  been  g^ven  by  different  Benefactore, 
the  chief  of  whom  were  Lord  Crewe,  Bishop  of  Durham, 
Richard  Sutchins,  D.D.,  and  John  Radford,  D.D.,  Rectors. 

One  Scholarship  for  persons  bom  or  educated  in  the 
county  of  Buckiognam  was  founded  in  1847  by  Mrs.  Tatham, 
widow  of  Edward  Tathftin,D.D.,Rector;  and  in  1857  the  Rev. 
Heniy  Usher  Matthews,  M.A.,  left  by  will  certain  monies  for 
the  foundation  of  an  open  Scholarship,  and  also  of  an  Exhi- 
bition from  Shrewsbury  School,  each  tenable  for  three  years. 

The  Foundation  at  present  consists  of  a  Rector,  twelve 
Feliowfl,  and  eighteen  Scholars.

Founded  in  1437,  bj  Henry  Chioliele,  aometima  Fellow  of 
New  College,  and  succeasisdy  Bishop  of  St.  David's  and 
Atchbiahop  of  Canterbury,  for  a  Warden,  forty  FellowB,  two 
Chaplains,  and  Clerkg. 

TlDder  the  Ordinance,  framed  bj  the  CommisaioDers  ap- 
pointed for  Che  purpoaes  of  the  Statute  17th  and  ISth  of 
Victoria,  cap.  81,  ihe  following  changee  have  been  made  : — 

I.  Tea  Fellowships  have  been  suppressed  for  the  endow- 
ment  of  two  Professorships,  to  ba  called  respectively  "The 
Chichele  Professorship  of  International  Law  and  Diplomacy," 
and  "  The  Chichele  Professorship  of  Modern  History." 

II.  All  preferences  and  disqualifications  in  election  to 
Foliowehipa  connected  with  kinship  to  the  Founder,  place 
and  legitimacy  of  birth,  amount  of  property,  age,  &culty, 
and  profesaiun  have  been  abolished  :  and  it  is  provided  that 
"no  person  ahall  be  eligible,  who  aball  not  have  paased  all 
"  the  Eiaminations  required  by  the  UniTeraity  for  the  de- 
"gree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  shall  not  eiClier  have  been 
"  placed  in  (he  First  Class  in  ooe  at  least  of  the  Public  Ez- 
"aminationa  of  the  University,  or  have  obtained  some  Prize 
"or  Scholarship  within  the  tTuiveraity  unattached  to  any 
"  College  or  Hall  and  open  to  genend  competition  among 
"  the  Membera  of  the  University." 

III.  Candidates  for  FeUowships  are  to  be  examined  "in 
"  such  subjects  recognised  in  the  School  of  Jurisprudence 
"  and  Modern  History  within  the  University  as  (he  Wardeo 
"  and  Fellows  shall  determine."

This  College  was  founded  in  1458,  by  William  of  Wftyn- 
flete,  succesaively  Head  Maater  of  Wincheslwr  and  Eton  Col- 
leges, and  ProiOBt  of  Eton,  Eisliop  of  WlcclieBteT,  and  at  the 
same  time  Lord  HigK  Chancellor  of  England,  for  a  Presi- 
dent, forty  Fellows,  thirty  Scholars  called  Demies,  a  Sohool- 
maater,  an  TJeher,  four  Cbaplaiiu,  a  Steward,  an  ^Organist, 
ei^t  Clerks,  and  sixteen  Choriatera. 

By  an  ordinance  framed  for  the  College  under  powers 
granted  by  the  Act  ITtb  and  leth  Vict.  c.  81,  the  statutable 
restriction  of  Fellowships  to  certain  counties  and  dioceses  ie 
abolished,  and  ten  FdlowMpt  are  to  be  suspended,  and  (en 
J}emy»hip$  to  be  added  to  the  statutable  number.  Demy- 
ships  hereafter  to  be  filled  up,  are  to  be  tenable  without 
reference  to  place  of  birth,  for  five  years  and  no  longer. 
Twenty  BxhV>itions  are  to  be  established  for  deserving  per- 
sons in  need  of  support  at  the  University:  and  four  Pro- 
fttsoniipi  (to  be  called  Waynflete  Professorships)  are  to  be 
founded  and  maintained  within  the  College  in  lieu  of  the 
Lectureships  mentioned  in  the  existing  statutes.

XL  THE  KING'S  HALL  AND  COLLEGE  OP 


Founded  in  1609,  by  the  ioii 
Smith,  Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  Sir  Richiird  Sutton,  Rnt.  of 
Prestbury,  in  Cheshire,  for  a  Principal  and  twelve  Fellowa, 
natives  of  the  old  diocese  of  Lichfield  and  CoventTy,  lo  that 
thev  who  are  born  in  the  county  of  Cheater,  and  such  parts 
of  Lancashire  as  were  then  in  that  diocese,  and  particularly 
in  the  parishes  of  Prescot  and  Prestbury  in  the  said  counties, 
be  preferred.  If  it  should  happen  that  none  of  the  said 
counties  or  dioceae  be  eligible,  then,  in  defect  of  auch,  the 
Society  is  to  choose  out  of  the  diocese  of  Lincoln  ;  and  if 
none  there  bom  be  eligible,  then  the  most  fit  and  learned 
that  can  be  found  in  the  University  of  Oxford. 

Eight  Fellowihips  were  afterwards  added ;  viz.  two  bv  the 
Will  of  John  Williamaon,  Hector  of  St.  George's,  Canterhurj, 
in  1532,  which  lue  confined  to  the  kindred  of  the  said  Jolm 
Williamaon,  or  of  John  Port,  Serjeant-at-Law,  bom  in  tba 
city  or  county  pahitine  of  Chester.  One  by  John  Ellon, 
alias  Baker,  l^on  of  Salisbury,  in  1528,  with  a  preference 
to  his  kindred,  bom  in  the  diocese  of  Herefoixt  or  Wor- 
cester \  in  defect  of  which,  the  Society  ia  to  elect  from  the 
diocese  of  Salisbury ;  and  in  defect  of  such  again,  the  most 
doaervii^  person  bom  in  any  other  place.  One  by  William 
Porter,  Clerk,  in  1541,  for  the  county  or  diocese  of  Hereford, 
or  in  defect  of  a  person  so  qualified,  then  for  one  bom  in  any 
diocese  next  adjacent  towards  Oxford.  One,  in  1638,  1^ 
Edward  D&rbie,  Archdeacon  of  Stow,  in  the  county  of  Lin- 
coln, for  a  graduate  bom  in  the  said  Arcbdeaconi; ;  or  if 
there  be  no  such  person,  then  one  horn  in  the  county  of 
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Leicester ;  or  in  defect  of  such,  one  bom  in  the  county  of 
Northampton ;  or  in  defect  of  such,  one  bom  in  Oxfordshire ; 
or  in  defect  of  such,  one  bom  in  the  diocese  of  Lincoln ;  and 
if  no  such  graduate  be  found,  then  an  undergraduate,  sub- 
ject to  the  same  limitation,  is  to  be  elected.  One,  in  1538, 
by  William  Cljf ton,  Sub-Dean  of  York,  for  a  priest  and  gra- 
duate of  Yorkshire  and  Lincolnshire  alternately  ;  or  in  de* 
feet  of  such  person,  of  the  county  of  Nottingham ;  or  in 
defect  thereof,  any  proper  priest  of  the  University  of  Oxford. 
One,  in  1549,  by  Brian  Higden,  Dean  of  York,  for  Yorkshire 
and  Lincolnshire,  alternately.  One,  in  1586,  by  Joyce 
Erankland,  of  London,  widow,  for  her  own  kindred,  espe- 
cially the  kindred  of  the  Trapps  and  Saxies ;  or  in  defect 
of  such,  for  any  county  in  England. 

By  an  Ordinance  of  the  Commissioners  under  the  Act 
17  and  18  Vict.,  cap.  81,  all  the  Fellowships  are  now 
open. 

Schdarships  and  Exhibitions  w^e  added  at  different 
times  by  various  Benefactors  ;  the  chief  of  whom  are,  John 
Claymond,  D.D.,  President  of  Corpus  Christi  College ;  John, 
Lord  Mordaunt ;  Alexander  Nowell,  Dean  of  St.  Paul's ; 
Samuel  BAdcliffe,  D.D.  Principal  of  the  College ;  Thomas 
Yate,  D.D.  Principal  of  the  College;  William  Grimbald- 
son,  M.D. ;  and  Sarah,  Duchess  Dowager  of  Somerset,  whose 
Scholarships  are  six  of  the  annual  value  of  £62  each,  for 
the  Schools  of  Manchester,  Marlborough,  and  Hereford ; 
four  of  ^36  8s.  each,  for  Manchester  School ;  and  twelve, 
of  similar  value,  for  the  above-mentioned  Schools,  all  tenable 
for  five  years,  imless  vacated  by  other  preferment.  In 
failuie  of  candidates  properly  qualified  from  the  above 
Schools,  these  Scholarships  are  now  opened  to  general  com- 
petition. Some  open  Scholarships  of  the  value  of  at  least 
£60  per  annum,  and  tenable  for  five  years,  have  recently 
been  established. 

William  Hulme,  Esq.,  of  Kearsley,  in  the  county  of  Lan- 
caster, founded,  in  1691,  four  Exhibitions,  now  increased  to 
seventeen,  to  which  Members  of  Brasenose  College  who  have 
entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their  matriculation 
are  capable  of  being  nominated.  The  nominators  are  the 
Dean  of  Manchester  and  the  Hectors  of  Prestwich  and  Bury 
in  the  county  of  Lancaster.  The  Exhibitions  can  be  held, 
by  residence  only,  for  four  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the 
commencement  of  the  thirteenth  term. 

In  1842,  three  Exhibitions,  to  be  called  the  Colquitt

These  Exhibitions  are  intended  to  assist  in  the  education 
for  the  Ministry  in  the  Church  of  England,  according  to  its 
Articles  and  Liturgy,  of  the  sons  of  indigent  or  deceased 
Clergymen,  or  of  such  Laymen  as  cannot,  unaided,  support 
the  expenses  of  a  College  education.

FocSDKD  in  the  year  1616,  by  Richard  Pox,  Bishop  of 
Winchester,  and  Lord  Privy  Seal,  for  a  President,  twenty 
Fellotre,  and  tnenty  Scholars,  all  to  be  elected  from  natives  of 
certain  specified  Dioceses  and  Counties,  and  two  Chaplains. 

By  the  present  Statutes,  which  have  been  amended  under 
the  powers  given  hy  Parliament,  it  is  provided  that  both 
Felio-wt  and  Scholars,  which  latter  are  increased  to  twenty- 
four  by  the  addition  of  the  four  formerly  called  Sxhibi- 
tioners,  shall  be  elected  without  any  leatriction  as  to  place 
of  birth.  Two  of  the  fellowships  are  permanently  ajuexed 
to  two  Professoisbips,  the  Professors  occupying  the  position 
of  Honorary  Fellows,  and  being  elected  by  boarda  appointed 
by  University  Statute.

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XIII.  CHRIST  CHURCH. 

This  Society,  founded  originally  by  Cardinal  Wolsey, 
Cardinal  of  St.  Cecilia,  and  Archbishop  of  York,  on  the  site 
of  the  Priory  of  St.  Frideswide,  was  to  have  consisted  of  a 
Dean,  Sub-Dean,  one  hundred  Canons,  ten  Public  Readers, 
thirteen  Chaplains,  an  Organist,  twelye  Clerks,  and  thirteen 
Choristers. 

This  imperfect  Foundation  continued  only  from  1526  to 
1529,  when,  before  its  completion,  the  Cardinal  having 
fallen  into  disgrace,  King  Henry  YIII.  suspended  the 
Foundation,  which  he  re-established  in  1532,  imder  the 
name  of  Henry  the  Eighth's  College,  for  a  Dean  and  twelve 
Canons.  This  was  again  suppressed  in  1545  ;  and  in  the 
year  following  the  Episcopal  See  was  removed  from  Osney 
to  this  College,  and  the  Church  of  St.  Frideswide  was  con- 
stituted  a  Cathedral,  by  the  name  of  the  Cathedral  Church 
of  Christ  in  Oxford,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  Dean,  eight 
Canons,  eight  Chaplains,  a  Schoolmaster,  an  Organist,  eight 
Clerks,  and  eight  Choristers;  together  with  one  hundred 
Students  ;  to  which  number  one  more  was  added  in  1664,  in 
consequence  of  a  Benefaction  from  William  Thurstone,  Esq. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  30  and  31  Yiet.  cap.  76, 
the  number  of  Canons  is  reduced  to  six,  of  Students  to 
eighty,  of  which  number  twenty-eight  are  Senior  Students 
(with  permanent  tenure),  and  fifty-two  Junior  Students. 
Of  these  fifty-two,  twenty-one  are  to  be  elected  from 
Westminster  School  (three  each  year  on  the  Wednesday 
before  Ascension-Day),  and  hold  their  places  for  seven 
years.  The  election  to  the  remaining  thirty-one  open  Junior 
Studentships,  which  are  tenable  for  five  years,  is  held  on 
the  second  Saturday  in  Lent.  The  subjects  of  examination 
for  at  least  one  in  every  three  are  alternately  Mathematics 
and  Physical  Science.

XIV.  TRINITY  COLLEQE. 

This  College  was  originsillj  founded  and  endowed  hy 
Edward  tte  Third,  Richard  the  Second,  and  the  !^ors  aud 
Bishops  of  Durham.  As  it  waa  under  the  patronage  of  the 
latter,  it  obtained  the  name  of  Durham  College;  though 
dedicated  from  the  beginning  to  the  Holy  Triuitj,  St.  Marj, 
and  St.  Cuthbert. 

Being  merged  with  Religious  Houses  at  the  Reformation, 
it  was  suppressed ;  and  Sir  Thomas  Pope,  Eat.,  of  Titten- 
hanger  in  Hertfordshire,  having  purchased  the  site  and 
buildings,  began  and  eudowed  a  new  Foundation,  in  1554, 
for  a  President,  tweke  Fellows,  and  twelve  Scholars.  The 
Fellowshipi  and  Scholarihipi  are  now  entirely  open. 

There  is  also  a  Scholarship,  nearly  coeval  with  Sir  l^homas 
Pope's  foundation,  founded  b;  Bichard  Blount,  Esq.,  of  the 
city  of  London,  who  was  connected  by  marriage  with  the 
Founder,  The  Hennilier  Scholarship  was  founded  in  the 
year  1867,  by  Aldborough  Henniker,  Esq.,  of  Calcote, 
Somerset. 

An  Exhibition,  called  the  Unton  Pension,  was  given  by 
Thomas  Unton,  Clerk,  of  Drayton,  in  Shropshire,  in  1 693 ;  a 
second,  called  the  Tylney  Exhibition,  by  Frederick  Tylney, 
Esq.,  of  the  county  of  Hants,  in  the  year  1 7SU ;  and  a  third 
by  the  Bev.  Edwiid  Cobden,  D.D.,  Archdeacon  of  London, 
in  1784,  This  Exhibition  has  been  augmented  irom  time 
to  time  by  the  liberality  of  the  Warden  and  fellows  of 
Winchester  College,  and  is  in  their  gift.

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XV.  ST.  JOHN'S  COLLEGE. 

This  College  was  founded  in  1555,  by  Sir  Thomas  White, 
Ent.,  Alderman  of  London.  The  original  foundation  con- 
sisted of  a  President,  fifty  Fellows  and  Scholars,  one  Chap- 
lain, an  Organist,  six  Smging  Men,  eight  Choristers,  ai^d 
two  Sextons. 

Under  an  Ordinance  of  the  University  Commissioners, 
amended  by  a  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  the  founda- 
tion is  hereafter  to  consist  of  eighteen  open  Fellowshim 
tenable  for  life,  five  open  Scholarships  and  twenty-eignt 
appropriated  Scholarships  tenable  for  seven  or  five  years, 
by  persons  elected  from  Merchant  Taylors'  School  who  shall 
not  have  attained  the  age  of  nineteen,  and  from  the  other 
schools  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty  at 
the  time  of  their  election,  viz.  twenty-one  to  Merchant 
Taylors'  School,  two  to  Coventry,  two  to  Bristol,  two  to 
Readings  and  one  to  Tunbridge.  There  is  also  one  open 
Scholarship,  called  the  Holmes  Scholarship,  tenable  for  four 
years. 

In  1854,  four  Fellowships  were  established  in  this  College 
in  pursuance  of  the  will  of  Dudley  Fereday,  Esq.  of  Ettings- 
hall  Park,  Staffordshire.  They  are  open,  with  certain  limit- 
ations and  under  certain  conditions  in  respect  of  literary 
proficiency,  first,  to  the  kindred  of  the  Founder ;  secondly, 
to  natives  of  Staffordshire ;  and  in  case  of  a  Founder's  kin 
or  Staffordshire  candidate  not  satisfying  the  conditions,  then 
to  any  other  person  whatsoever,  being  a  member  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  tenure  of  the  Fellowships  is  for 
fourteen  years. 

Under  the  will  of  the  Rev.  John  Thomas  Casberd,  D.C.L., 
Prebendary  of  Llandaff,  four  Scholarships  have  been  founded, 
each  of  the  value  of  £90  per  annum,  tenable  for,  four  years. 
Candidates  to  be  Undergraduates  not  on  any  foundatioD,  of 
at  least  one  year's  standing  in  the  College.

XTI.  JESUS  COLLEGE. 

PouHDEB  by  Que«n  Elizabeth,  in  1571,  on  the  petition  of 
Hugh  Price,  LL.D.,  Treasurer  of  8t.  David's,  who  left  l&ndB 
for  the  maintenaace  of  a.  Principal,  eight  Fellows,  anil  eight 
Scholars :  it  was  increased  by  different  Benefactors,  so  that 
the  Society  consisted  of  a  P)^iicipal,  nineteen  Fellowa,  and 
eighteen  Scholars. 

But  by  the  Ordinance  of  the  UnJTersi^  Commissioners, 
the  number  of  the  FeUow»hip»  is  reduced  to  thirteen,  divided 
into  two  moieties,  one  of  which  is  to  be  filled  up  by  persons 
bom  in  Wales  or  Monmouthshire.  For  the  other  moiety,  no 
person  shall  be  either  entitled  to  preference,  or  ineligible,  bj 
teason  of  his  place  of  birth. 

The  Fellowship  founded  by  King  Chwlea  I.  will  on  its 
next  avoidance  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  Scholars, 
natives  of  Guernsey  or  Jersey,  or  of  one  of  the  islands  ad- 
jacent to  them  J  or  educated,  for  the  two  years  last  pre- 
ceding their  election  or  matriculation,  at  Elizabeth  College, 
Ouemsey,  or  at  Victoria  College,  Jersey. 

One  Fellowship  is  devoted  to  the  purposes  of  the  Profes- 
soriate of  the  Umversity ;  and  the  emoluments  of  four  other 
■appressed  Fellowships  are  applied  to  augment  the  number 
and  the  value  of  the  Sckolarshipa,  Twenty  of  these  are 
to.be  termed  Welsh  Scholarships,  and  to  be  filled  by  persons 
bom  in  Wales  or  Monmouthahu-e  ;  or  educated,  for  the  four 
years  last  preceding  tbeir  election  or  matriculation,  at  one 
of  the  Free  Grammar  Schools  of  Abergavenny,  Bangor,  Beau- 
maris, Bottwnnog,  and  Cowbtidge.  Two  continue  to  be 
Open  Scholarships. 

There  are  nearly  thirty  Exhibitions  of  £40  per  annum, 
tenable  for  five  years  from  matriculation ;  the  final  number 
IB  not  yet  fixed.

XVII.  WADHAM  COLLEGE. 

FoDBDED  b;  Nicholas  Wadbam,  of  Merifield,  in  Somer- 
setshire, Esq.,  and  Dorothy  his  wife,  in  1613,  for  a  Warden, 
fifteen  Fellows,  fifteen  Scholars,  two  Chaplains,  and  two 
Clerks. 

The  Fellowships  and  Scholanhips  are  open,  without  any 
preference  as  to  kindred  or  place  of  birth,  and  vacancies 
are  filled  up  after  a  competitive  examination.  Candidates 
for  a  Fellowship  must  be  members  of  the  Church  of  En<!land, 
and  have  pass^  all  the  examinations  required  bj  the  Uni- 
versity for  the  degree  of  B.A.  The  Scholarships  are  open  to 
Candidates  who  have  not  exceeded  their  twentieth  year,  and 
are  tenable  for  five  years. 

One  Fellowship  has  been  suspended,  and  a  sum  in  lieu 
of  it  is  paid,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  of  the 
University  Commissioners,  to  the  Professor  of  Experimental 
Philosophy. 

There  are  ten  Ewhihitiont  founded  by  Dr.  Hody  ;  four  for 
the  study  of  Hebrew,  and  six  for  the  study  of  Greek.  The 
present  value  of  each  is  il45  per  annum.  The  Exhibitioners 
are  examined  once  in  every  Term  by  the  Begins  Professors  of 
those  languages.  There  are  also  other  small  Exhibitions 
given  by  Bishop  Lisle,  and  Mr.  Ooodridge,  together  with 
one  for  the  study  of  Botany,  bequeathed  by  Kichard  Warner, 
Ksq.  But  the  greatest  Benefactor  to  the  College  was  the 
Hev.  John  Wills,  D.D.  Waiden,  who  died  in  1806,  and  left 
bv  his  Will,  ^90  a-yoar  for  a  Law  Eiliibition  to  a  Fellow  ; 
^18  a-year  for  a  Law  Exhibition  to  a  Scholar ;  i£90  a-year 
for  a  Medical  Exhibition  to  a  Fellow  ;  il8  a-year  for  a 
Medical  Exhibition  to  a  Scholar  ;  besides  bequests  to  a  fund 
for  the  purchase  of  livings.

XTIII.  PEMBROKE  COLLEGE. 

This  College,  origimillj  Broadgates  Hall,  waa  founded  in 
the  year  1624,  b;  King  Jamea  the  First,  at  the  costs  and 
changes  of  Thomaa  Tesdoie,  Esquire,  of  Gljiapton  in  Oxford- 
shire, and  Richard  Wightwick,  B.D.  Rector  of  Ilsley,  Berks., 
for  a  Master,  ten  Felloirs,  and  ten  Scholars,  or  more  or  fewer ; 
and  obtained  its  name  irom  William  Herbert,  Earl  of  Pem- 
broke,  who  iras  Chancellor  of  the  UniTersitj  when  it  was 
founded. 

Ten  Feihwshipt  and  six  Schelarthipt  have  been  since 
ingrafted  b;  different  Benefikctora ;  namely,  King  Charles  I., 
Sir  John  Benet,  afterwards  Lord  Ossulstone,  Sir  Jdin  Phillips, 
Bart.,  Francis  Wight  wick,  Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Sophia  Sbeppard. 

Several  unincorporalcd  Scholarships  or  Exhihitiona  have 
been  added  b;  other  Benefactors ;  namely.  Dame  Juliana 
Stafford,  the  Reverend  Wm.  Oades,  Cleorge  Townsend,  Esq., 
the  Right  Reverend  Qeorge  Morlej',  sometime  Lord  Bishop 
of  Winchester,  Tranois  Rous,  Esq.,  sometime  Provost  of  Eton 
College,  Edmund  Boulter,  Esq.,  Dame  Elizabeth  Holford, 
Dr.  lUdcliffe,  sometime  Master  of  the  College,  and  one  by 
subscription  in  1861,  in  grateful  commemoration  of  the 
Rev.  Thomaa  P.  Henney,  M.A.,  for  many  years  Vice-Qerent 
ftod  Tutor  of  the  College.  In  the  year  1763  the  Rev.  William 
Fhipps,  MA.,  sometime  Scholar  of  the  College,  bequeathed 
land  and  stock  for  the  parchaee  of  advoirsous  and  other 
purposes.  In  the  year  1863  the  Rev.  Christopher  Cleoburej, 
sometime  Fellow,  left  a  reversionary  interest  to  the  College 
Id  certain  sums  of  Bank  Stock  for  the  foundation  of  a 
Scholarship  and  other  objects. 

The  constitution  of  the  College,  as  altered  hj  an  ordinance 
of  the  ComnuBsioners  acting  under  the  Statute  IT  and  18 
Vict.  c.  81,  is  now  as  follows  ■■— 

The  College  is  to  consist  of  a  Master,  of  not  less  than  ten 
Fellows,  and  of  not  less  than  twelve  Scholars. 
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The  Master  must  be  a  Master  of  Arts,  or  a  Graduate  in 
one  0^  the  superior  Faculties,  thirty  years  of  age,  and  a 
Member  of  the  Church  of  England.  In  other  respects  the 
choice  of  the  Fellows  is  unrestricted. 

The  Fellowships  are  to  be  open  to  all  who  shall  have 
passed  the  Examinations  required  by  the  University  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  are  not  disqualified  by  the 
possession  of  property  to  the  amount  of  £600  per  annum,  or 
of  an  ecclesiastical  benefice  of  £300  per  annum  net.  The 
Fellowships  are  also  to  be  vacated  by  the  possessor  of  property 
of  the  amount  above  specified,  or  by  institution  to  a  benefice 
with  cure  of  souls  yielding  £300  per  annum  clear  of  de- 
ductions. 

If  there  are  not  four  Fellows  in  Holy  Orders,  the  whole 
number  being  ten ;  or  five,  the  whole  number  being  above  ten, 
but  below  twelve ;  or  six,  the  whole  number  being  above 
eleven,  but  below  fifteen — no  person  shall  be  capable  of 
being  elected  to  a  Fellowship  who  shall  not  then  be  in  Holy 
Orders. 

Two  of  the  Fellows  are  to  be  called  Sheppard  Fellows. 
Of  these,  one  is  to  be  called  to  the  Bar,  and  the  other  is  to 
proceed  to  the  degree  of  D.M. 

Of  the  incorporated  Scholarships,  five  at  least  are  to  be 
called  Abingdon  Scholarships,  to  be  filled  up  by  persons 
educated  at  Abingdon  School  for  the  two  years  last  preceding 
the  day  of  election ;  two  are  to  be  called  King  Charles  the 
First's  Scholarships,  and  are  to  be  filled  by  persons  bom  in 
Jersey,  Guernsey,  or  the  adjacent  islands,  or  educated  for 
the  two  years  last  preceding  the  election  in  Victoria  College 
or  Elizabeth  College.  The  other  incorporated  Scholarships 
are  to  be  perfectly  open. 

The  incorporated  Scholars  are  to  receive  not  less  than 
£50  a-year,  and  to  enjoy  rooms  rent  free — the  junior  King 
Charles'  Scholar  excepted,  who  has  to  pay  room-rent. 

The  unincorporated  Scholarships  are  as  follows : — 

One  to  be  called  Bishop  Morley's  Scholarship,  limited  like 
King  Charles's  Scholarships,  of  the  value  of  £60  a-year, 
with  rooms  rent  free. 

One  to  be  called  the  Holford  Scholarship,  to  be  filled  from 
candidates  on  the  foundation  of  Sutton  at  the  Charterhouse  ; 
or  if  two  candidates  are  not  sent  up,  then  out  of  the  whole 
school. 

Two  to  be  called  the  Boulter  and  Radolifie  Scholarships, 
of  the  value  of  £52  a-year  each,  perfectly  open. 
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One  to  be  called  the  Rous  Scholarship,  limited  to  scholars 
educated  in  Eton  College  for  the  two  years  last  preceding 
the  election,  and  nominated  by  the  Head  Master. 

Four  to  be  called  the  Townsend  Scholarships,  limited  to 
persons  brought  up  for  the  two  years  last  preceding  the 
election  in  the  schools  of  Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  North- 
leach,  and  Ghipping-Campden  respectively.  These  will  be 
not  less  than  £70  a-year  in  value. 

One  to  be  called  the  Henney  Scholarship,  of  the  value  of 
about  £90  a-year,  perfectly  open. 

Two  Exhibitions  endowed  by  Mr.  Cades  and  Mrs.  Juliana 
Stafford,  for  Students  requiring  assistance,  but  otherwise 
perfectly  open. 

All  the  Scholarships  are  to  be  tenable  for  five  years,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Townsend  Scholarships,  which  are  to 
be  tenable  for  eight  years ;  the  holders,  however,  sharing  in 
the  emoluments  during  four  years  only. 

Queen  Anne  annexed  a  Canonry  of  Gloucester  to  the 
Mastership  for  ever.

XIS.  WORCESTEB  COLLEGE. 

This  College,  originally  Gloucester  Hall*,  waa  founded  in 
1714,  by  Sir  Thomw  Cookes,  of  Bentley,  in  WorceBtershire, 
But.,  for  »  Provost,  aii  Fellowa,  and  six  Scholars.  Fellow- 
ships and  Scholarships  were  sabsequeDtly  added  by  James 
Finney,  D.D.,  Prebendary  of  Durham;  by  Sarah  Eaton, 
daughter  of  Byrom  Eaton,  D.D.,  formerly  Principal  of  Glou- 
cester HaU  ;  by  George  Clarke,  D.C.L.,  lellow  of  All  SouU 
College,  and  one  of  the  Bepresentatives  in  Parliament  for 
the  UniTersity ;  and  by  Robert  Barnes,  Esq. 

Under  powers  granted  by  the  Act  17  and  18  Tict.  c.  81, 
the  F^iowskipi  will  be  ultimately  reduced  to  the  number  of 
thirteen,  and  will  be  open  Trithout  any  preference,  except  that 
candidates  for  Fellowships  on  the  Foundation  of  Mrs.  Sarah 
Eaton  must  not  be  possessed  of  any  property,  or  income,  ex- 
ceeding ^160  per  annum,  and  must  be  sons  of  Clergymen  of 
the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland. 

There  are  sixteen  S^oSaTiliipt  of  the  value  of  about 
£76,  tenable  for  five  years  from  matriculation  :  six  on  the 
Foundation  of  Sir  Thomas  Cookes,  for  persons  educated  at 
Bromsgrove  School ;  one  on  the  Foundation  of  Dr.  Finney, 
for  DatiTes  of  Staffordshire  ;  fire  on  the  Foundation  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Eaton,  for  sons  of  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land, who  want  assistance  to  aupporC  them  in  the  Uiuversity ; 
three  on  the  Foundation  of  Dt.  Clarke,  which  are  entirely 
open ;  and  one  on  the  foundation  of  Bobert  Barnes,  Esq.,  of

Was  first  called  Hert  Hall,  from  Elias  de  Hertford,  who 
lived  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  In  the 
vear  1312  it  came,  together  with  another  messuage  adjoin- 
ing, into  the  possession  of  Walter  Stapledon,  Bishop  of 
Bxeter,  who,  proceeding  in  an  intention  which  he  previously 
entertained  of  founding  a  house  for  students  in  Oxford, 
obtained  the  King's  Licence  May  10,  1314,  to  grant  the 
said  two  messuages  to  twelve  scholars  studying  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Oxford;  but  about  a  year  after,  the  founder, 
having  purchased  other  lands  and  tenements,  transferred 
the  scholars  to  St.  Stephen's  Hall,  upon  the  site  of  which 
Exeter  College  now  stands. 

In  1739  Kichard  Newton,  D.D.,  sometime  Principal  of 
this  Hall,  having  made  an  endowment  to  the  College,  and 
having  also  erected  a  chapel  and  other  buildings,  and  com- 
piled rules  and  statutes,  obtained,  August  27,  1740,  from 
King  George  II.  a  Royal  Charter  for  raising  this  Hall  into 
a  perpetual  College,  consisting  of  a  Principal,  and  four  Senior 
Fellows  or  Tutors,  and  eight  Junior  Fellows  or  Assistants, 
by  the  name  of  Hertford  College,  the  said  Richard  Newton 
being  the  first  Principal. 

In  1805,  upon  the  death  of  Bernard  Hodgson  the  then 
Principal,  the  College  was  dissolved.

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KEBLE  COLLEGE. 

The  College  was  built  by  subscription  as  a  memorial  to 
the  late  Rev.  John  Keble,  Vicar  of  Hursley,  near  Winches- 
ter, sometime  Fellow  and  Tutor  of  Oriel  College,  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Poetry  in  the  University  of  Oxford.  The  College 
was  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter  bearing  date  June  6, 
1870,  and  by  this  Charter  it  is  declared  to  be  ''founded  and 
constituted  with  the  especial  object  and  intent  of  providing 
persons  desirous  of  academical  education,  and  willing  to  live 
economically,  with  a  College  wherein  sober  living  and  high 
culture  of  the  mind  may  be  combined  with  Christian  train- 
ing based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Church  of  England.'* 
The  College  is  governed  by  a  Warden  and  a  Council  of  not 
less  than  nine,  nor  more  than  twelve,  members.  The  whole 
charge  and  superintendence  of  the  discipline  and  internal 
administration  is  lodged  by  the  Charter  in  the  hands  of  the 
Warden. 

By  a  decree  of  Convocation  passed  June  16,  1870,  the 
Yice-Ohancellor  was  empowered  to  matriculate  Students 
from  Keble  College  pending  the  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion under  what,  if  any,  statutory  provisions  new  Founda- 
tions should  be  recognised  within  the  University  ^.

HALLS. 

The  Academical  Halls  now  existing  in  Oxford  are  man- 
sions for  the  reception  of  students,  who  live  in  them  under 
discipline  and  instruction,  and  pass  through  the  course  of 
study  to  their  several  degrees,  precisely  in  the  same  way 
as  other  students  who  reside  in  Colleges.  But  the  term 
''  Hall "  implies  also  the  society  of  students  belonging  to 
each  ;  and  in  this  sense  there  is  a  very  important  difference 
between  Halls  and  Colleges,  inasmuch  as  Halls  are  not 
corporate  bodies,  and  have  no  endowments  for  Fellows,  and 
all  the  property  which  they  own  is  held  in  trust  for  them 
by  the  University.  In  two  Halls  some  provision  for  the 
I^incipals  has  been  made  by  Benefactors ;  and  there  are 
three  in  which  a  few  Exhibitions  or  Scholarships  have  been 
founded. 

In  early  times  students  resorting  to  Oxford  took  up  their 
abode  in  lodging-houses,  generally  called  Halls,  under  the 
charge  of  a  Master  or  Principal  chosen  by  themselves  ;  and 
they  removed  from  one  Hall  to  another  at  their  pleasure. 
The  number  of  such  Halls  on  record  is  so  great,  that  we 
must  suppose  that  very  many  of  them  were  very  small. 
Brian  Twyne,  at  the  end  of  his  Apologia,  has  given  the 
names  of  more  than  180 ;  and  Sir  John  Peshall,  from  Wood's 
MSS.,  enumerates  as  many  as  200.  But  Colleges  gradually 
took  the  place  of  all  the  smallest,  partly  by  the  actual  occu- 
pation of  their  sites,  principally  by  offering  better  instruc- 
tion and  other  advantages  to  students ;  so  that  when  the 
Earl  of  Leicester  was  Chancellor,  in  the  reign  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  there  were  but  eight  remaining  open ;  and  three 
of  these  were  subsequently  converted  into  Colleges. 

Among  the  many  steps  taken  by  Lord  Leicester  for"  the 
restoration  of  good  order  and  discipline  in  the  University 
there  are  two  which  have  tended  to  assimilate  Halls  to 
Colleges  in  most  things  concerning  the  residence  of  students 
within  them.  He  secured  for  himself  and  his  successors 
the  right  of  appointing  Principals  to  all  Halls,  except  one 
in  the  gift  of  Queen's  College ;  and  he  caused  an  ancient 
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Statute  to  be  put  in  force,  which  required  that  every  student 
should  belong  to,  and  should  reside  within  the  walls  of, 
some  College  or  Hall.  The  modification  of  that  Statute  in 
1855  by  the  institution  of  Private  Halls,  and  the  removal 
of  its  restrictions  in  1868,  have  been  already  mentioned 
at  page  50,  and  will  be  further  spoken  of  at  page  104. 

The  Heads  of  Halls  are  styled  "  Principals."  In  four  of 
the  five  which  still  remain  the  Principal  is  appointed  by 
the  Chancellor  of  the  University ;  in  the  fifth,  St.  Edmund 
Hall,  the  appointment  is  made  by  the  Provost  and  Fellows 
of  Queen's  College.  The  Chancellor  is  the  Visitor  of  all. 
Halls  are  governed  by  the  StattUa  Aularia,  a  code  of  regu- 
lations printed  in  the  Statute  Book,  which  were  made  ori- 
ginally by  the  University,  and  have  been  amended  from 
time  to  time  by  Convocation.  The  Principal  of  each  Hall  is 
assisted  in  the  exercise  of  discipline  and  in  his  other  duties 
by  a  Vice-Principal  and  other  Oflicers  (when  necessary),  who 
are  appointed  by  himself.

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ST.  MARY  HALL. 

This  Hall  was  originally  a  tenement  on  the  present  site, 
given  by  Henry  Eelpe,  a  citizen  of  Oxford,  in  1239,  to  the 
Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Church,  and  his  successors.  It  continued 
to  be  the  Parsonage-house  of  the  Rectors,  till  Edward  II.,  in 
1325,  gave  the  Church  with  all  its  appurtenances  to  Oriel 
College.  It  was  converted  by  that  Society,  in  1333,  into 
a  separate  place  of  education,  and  subsequently  became  an 
independent  Academical  Hall,  receiving  successive  enlarge- 
ment and  improvements  in  its  buildings,  principally  at 
the  expense  of  the  late  Principals,  King,  Nowell,  and  Dean, 
and  the  late  Bishop  of  Hereford.  It  enjoys  the  following 
Benefactions : 

Thomas  Dyke,  M.D.  granted  by  deed,  in  1667,  a  moiety  of 
the  great  tythes  of  the  Parsonages  of  King's  Brompton  and 
Winsford,  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  towards  the  support  of 
four  Scholars  at  this  Hall,  bom  and  resident  in  that  county. 
The  original*  foundation  having  been  found  inconvenient, 
a  new  scheme  was  sanctioned  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  in 
1840,  according  to  which,  aided  by  the  liberality  of  Sir 
Thomas  Dyke  Acland,  Bart.,  the  foundation  was  to  extend 
to  six  Scholarships.  That  scheme  has  in  turn  been  super- 
seded by  regulations  framed  by  the  University  Commissioners 
in  1858. 

The  Scholarships  are  now  four  in  number,  tenable  for  four 
years  from  the  day  of  appointment.  The  stipend  of  each  is 
at  present  £50  per  annum  (with  a  prospect  of  gradual  in- 
crease to  £75),  Sir  T.  D.  Acland's  benefaction  being  con- 
tinued. The  preference  to  Candidates  of  the  name  or  kin- 
dred of  the  Founder  is  abolished. 

Thomas  Nowell,  D.D.,  formerly  Principal  of  the  Hall,  left, 
by  Will,  certain  shares  in  the  Oxford  Canal  Navigation,  for 
founding  an  Exhibition  at  tiie  Hall,  and  for  other  purposes 
therein  mentioned.  The  Exhibition  is  now  of  the  value  of 
£30  per  annum,  and  tenable  for  four  years  from  Matricula- 
tion ;  preference  being  given  first  to  kin  of  the  Founder  or 
of  his  Wife,  then  to  the  lawful  descendants  of  the  Rev. 
John  Rawbone  (sometime  Vice-Principal  of  St.  Mary  Hall) 
by  Jane  Mary  his  wife.

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ST.  MARY  MAGDALEN  HALL. 

The  School  with  the  Refectory  and  Chambers,  erected  bj 
Bishop  Waynflete  for  Students  previous  to  admission  into  his 
College,  obtained  the  appellation  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen  Hall 
as  early  as  1487,  and  was  governed  by  one  of  the  Fellows  till 
1602,  when  it  became  an  independent  HaU.  The  President 
and  Fellows  of  Magdalen  College,  desirous  of  recovering  this 
site,  obtained  in  1816  an  Act  of  Parliament,  which  authorized 
them  to  prepare,  for  the  reception  of  this  Society,  Hertford 
College,  which  had  lapsed  to  the  Crown  ;  and  the  Principal 
and  other  Members  removed  there  on  its  completion  in 
1822. 

This  Hall  is  possessed  of  the  following  Scholarships  and 
Exhibitions, 

Four  Scholarships  (present  value  £40  per  annum  each) 
of  the  foundation  of  the  Rev.  John  Meeke,  for  persons 
educated  at  the  Worcester  Cathedral  School ;  three  open 
Scholarships  (present  value  £50  per  annum  each)  founded 
by  Henry  Lusby,  Esq.  ;  one  open  Scholarship  (present 
value  £50  per  annum)  founded  in  honour  of  Br.  Mac- 
bride  ;  two  Exhibitions  founded  by  the  Rev.  William  Lucy, 
for  persons  educated  at  the  Hampton  Lucy  School ;  and  two 
Exhibitions,  founded  by  Dr.  Thomas  White  and  Dr.  Henry 
Brunsell  respectively,  in  the  appointment  of  the  Principal. 
If  the  Candidates  from  the  above-mentioned  Schools  shall 
not,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Principal,  be  of  sufficient  merit, 
the  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are  to  be  thrown  open  to 
general  competition. 

All  the  Scholarships  and  Exhibitions  are  tenable  for  three 
years.

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NEW  INN  HALL. 

This  Hall,  situate  on  the  west  side  of  the  North  Bailey, 
was  formerly  known  by  the  name  of  Trilleck's  Inn,  from  the 
eiicamstance  of  its  belonging  to  John  Trilleck,  Bishop  of 
Hereford.  Trilleck  dying  intestate  in  1360,  it  became,  toge- 
ther with  two  other  tenements  adjoining,  the  property  of  his 
brotber  Thomas,  who  six  years  after  (he  l>eing  then  Bishop  of 
Rochester)  conveyed  them  to  Mr.  Hugh  Pembridge,  Mr. 
Roger  Otterey,  and  Walter  Brown,  Rector  of  the  Church  of 
St.  Magnus,  in  London  ;  and  they  to  William  of  Wykeham, 
Bishop  of  Winchester.  William  of  .Wykeham  gave  them, 
with  three  gardens,  adjoining  on  the  west  side,  also  a  mes- 
suage called  Hose  Hall,  and  a  garden  adjoining,  to  the  War- 
den and  Fellows  of  New  College,  in  1392.  The  first  Principal 
on  record  occurs  in  1438. 

In  the  time  of  the  civil  war,  from  1642  to  1646,  this  Hall 
was  used  as  a  mint  for  Charles  I.,  to  which  the  different 
Collesres  and  Halls  sent  their  plate  to  be  melted  down  for 
His  Majesty^s  use. 

It  was  restored  to  the  purposes  of  Academical  instruction 
by  the  late  Principal,  Dr.  Cramer,  afterwards  Dean  of  Carlisle; 
who  erected,  at  his  own  expense,  a  handsome  building,  with 
suitable  offices,  for  the  reception  of  students.

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ST.  ALBAN  HALL. 

This  Tlall  took  its  name  from  Robert  de  St.  Alban,  a 
citizen  of  Oxford,  who  conveyed  the  tenement  to  the  nuns 
at  Littlemore,  near  Oxford,  in  1230.  On  the  dissolution  of 
Littlemore  nunnery,  it  was  given  by  Henry  VIII.  to  George 
Owen,  D.M.  Physician  to  the  King,  and  Fellow  of  Merton 
College,  who  conveyed  it  to  Sir  John  Williams,  (afterwards 
Lord  Williams  of  Thame,)  and  Sir  John  Gresham.  By 
permission  of  Edward  VI.  they  assigned  it  over  to  John 
Pollard,  and  Robert  Perrot,  Esqrs.  in  1547,  by  whom  it  was 
finally  transferred  to  the  Warden  and  Fellows  of  Merton 
College,  and  was  some  time  after  established  as  an  Aca- 
demical Hall.

St.  Edmund  Hall  is  sometimes  said  to  derive  its  name 
from  St.  Edmund,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  IIL 

It  appears  to  have  been  purchased  in  the  year  1269  by  the 
Canons  of  Osney,  and  soon  afterwards  devoted  by  them  to 
the  purposes  of  academical  instruction.  The  earliest  Princi- 
pals on  record  are  William  Boys  and  John  de  Comubia ;  the 
latter  of  whom  was  Principal  in  the  year  1317.  After  the 
dissolution  of  religious  houses,  it  was  granted  by  Henry  YIIL 
to  two  citizens  of  Oxford,  through  whom  it  came,  by  pur- 
chase, into  the  possession  of  William  Denyse,  (sometimes 
written  Devenysh,  or  Dennyson,)  Provost  of  Queen^s  College. 
It  was  by  him  devised,  in  1557,  to  Queen's  College ;  which 
Society  procured,  a.d.  1559,  an  Act  of  Congregation,  con- 
firmed by  the  Chancellor,  which  vested  in  them  the  perpetual 
right  of  nominating  the  Principal. 

In  1763,  George  Holme,  D.D.  sometime  Fellow  of  Queen's 
College,  and  Rector  of  Hedleigh,  Hants,  bequeathed  the  sum 
of  £1,000  to  the  University,  in  trust  to  apply  it,  with  accumu- 
lated interest,  to  the  purchase  of  the  Advowson  of  a  Living, 
to  which  the  Principal  of  St.  Edmund  Hall  should  be  pre- 
sented. In  1821,  the  Advowson  of  Gatcombe  was  purchased, 
to  which  the  University  first  presented  in  1844.

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PRIVATE   HALLS. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Oxford  University  Act  of  the  year 
1854, 17  and  18  Vict.,  c.  81,  §§  25—27,  a  Statute  was  mad© 
in  1865,  (Tit.  xviii.,  Sect,  ii,  Be  Avlis  Privatis,)  which  enacts, 
that  any  Member  of  Convocation,  above  the  age  of  28,  may, 
under  certain  conditions,  obtain  from  the  Vice-Ohancellor  a 
licence  to  open  a  suitable  building  as  a  Private  Hall  for  the 
reception  of  academical  students  with  the  title  of  **  Licensed 
Master,"  and  makes  provision  for  the  proper  government  of 
the  students  under  his  charge.  They  are  of  course  subject 
to  all  other  Statutes  of  the  University ;  and  they  partake  in 
its  privileges,  and  are  admissible  to  its  degrees,  in  the  same 
way  as  other  students. 


STUDENTS  NOT  ATTACHE^  TO  ANY  COLLEGE 

OR  HALL. 

In  the  year  1868  the  restrictions  of  an  ancient  Statute, 
which  has  been  already  mentioned,  were  removed  ;  and  per- 
sons are  now  permitted,  under  certain  conditions  prescribed 
in  Statt.  Tit.  III.  Sect.  I.,  to  become  Students  and  Members 
of  the  University  without  being  attached  to  any  College  or 
Hall.  Such  persons  keep  their  statutable  residence  in  houses 
or  lodgings  in  the  town,  with  the  same  rights  of  profiting  by 
Professors'  lectures,  of  competing  for  University  Prizes,  of 
attaining  distinction  in  the  Public  Examinations,  and  of 
being  admitted  to  degrees  and  to  all  the  consequent  privi- 
leges, as  are  enjoyed  by  other  students. 

The  reception  of  students  into  the  University  under  the 
prescribed  conditions,  and  the  general  direction  and  super- 
intendence of  them  during  their  residence  in  Oxford,  are 
committed  to  a  Board  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor 
and  four  Members  of  Convocation  nominated  by  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Proctors,  two  of  whom  are  styled  Censors, 
under  the  title  of  '^  Delegates  of  Students  not  attached  to 
any  College  or  Hall." 

The  Students  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Censors, 
who  are  charged  with  the  care  of  their  conduct  and  studies. 


PROFESSORS. 


REQiirs  Professorships  op  Divinity,  Civil  Law, 
Medicine,  Hebrew,  and  Greek. 

These  five  Professorships,  founded  by  King  Henry  VIIL, 
were  settled  and  confirmed  by  him  in  1546.  To  each  of 
them  he  assigned  a  yearly  stipend  of  ^40,  to  be  paid  by  the 
Dean  and  Chapter  of  Westminster,  then  newly  founded  ; 
but  they  relieved  themselves  of  the  charge  by  making  over 
to  the  King  certain  estates  with  which  he  had  partly  en- 
dowed them ;  and  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Christ  Church 
were  then  charged  by  the  King  with  the  payment  of  the 
stipends  of  the  Professors  of  Divinity,  Hebrew,  and  Greek, 
the  Professors  of  Civil  Law  and  Medicine  receiving  theirs 
from  the  Royal  Exchequer.  King  James  I.  augmented  the 
endowment  of  three  of  these  Professorships,  by  annexing  to 
the  Chair  of  Divinity  in  1605  a  Canonry  of  Christ  Church 
and  the  Rectory  of  Ewelme  in  Oxfordshire,  to  the  Chair  of 
Law  in  1617  a  Lay  Prebend  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Salisbury,  since  commuted  for  an  annual  payment,  and  to 
the  Chair  of  Medicine  in  1617  the  Mastership  of  the  Hospital 
at  Ewelme ;  and  in  1630  King  Charles  I.  annexed  a  Canonry 
of  Christ  Church  to  the  Professorship  of  Hebrew.  To  the 
Professorship  of  Medicine  was  also  annexed  in  1624  the 
I'oralins  Praelectorship  of  Anatomy,  and  in  1803  the  Aldri- 
chian  Professorship  of  Anatomy ;  but  these  were  severed 
from  it  in  1868  by  a  new  Statute  then  approved  by  the 
Queen  in  Council,  and  the  Aldrichian  Professorship  of  the 
Practice  of  Medicine  was  annexed  to  this  Chair.  In  1865 
the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Christ  Church  increased  the  stipend 
of  the  Professor  of  Greek  to  the  sum  of  £500.

Maboabst  Pbofsssobship  or  Divinity. 

This  Professorship,  the  oldest  existing  in  the  UniTersity, 
was  founded  in  1502  by  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond, 
mother  of  Henry  YII,  and  endowed  with  an  annual  pen- 
sion of  twenty  marks.  In  1627  King  Charles  I  annexed 
to  it  a  Prebend  in  Worcester  Cathedral,  which  was  com- 
mut-ed  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1840  for  a  Canonry  of  Christ 
Church.  Originally  the  election  was  vested  in  the  Graduates 
in  Divinity,  and  the  office  became  vacant  every  two  years, 
but  was  continued  by  re-election  for  life.  Now,  from  1868, 
not  only  the  Graduates  in  Divinity,  but  all  those  Members 
of  the  Congregation  of  the  University  who  are  at  least  in 
Deacon's  Ordei's,  are  electors,  and  the  election  is  for  life. 
The  Professor  must  be  either  a  Graduate  in  Divinity  or 
a  Master  of  Arts  of  seven  years'  standing  and  io  Priest's 
Orders.

Savilian  Pbovessorships  or  Geometry  and  Astbomomt. 

In  the  year  1619  Sir  Henry  Savile,  Knight,  Warden  of 
Morton  College,  founded  and  endowed  two  Professorships, 
one  in  Geometry,  and  the  other  in  Astronomy.  The  Pro- 
fessors may  he  chosen  from  any  part  of  Christendom,  pro- 
vided they  are  persons  of  good  character  and  repute,  well 
skilled  in  mathematics,  and  twenty-six  years  of  age:  if 
Englishmen,  they  must  he  M.A.  at  the  least.  The  electors  are 
the  Archhishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  the  Bishop  of 
London,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Department^ 
the  two  Chief  Justices,  the  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer, 
the  Dean  of  the  Arches,  and  the  Warden  of  New  College, 
taking  into  their  counsel  the  yice-Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity. The  endowment  of  each  Chair  amounts  now  to  about 
£300  a-year,  and  is*  to  be  augmented  hereafter  by  the  like 
sum  from  the  revenues  of  New  College  under  an  ordinance 
of  the  University  Commissioners.  For  the  present  the  endow- 
ment of  each  Professorship  is  increased  to  £400  a-year  from 
the  University  Chest.

SfiDLElAN    PkOFESSOBSHIP   OF   NaTUBAL   PhILOSOPHT. 

This  Professorship  was  founded  by  Sir  William  Sedley,  of 
Aylesford  in  Kent,  Bart.,  who  by  his  will,  dated  October  29, 
1618,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  £2,000  to  the  University,  to  be 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  for  its  endowment ;  and 
his  bequest  took  effect  in  1621.  The  stipend  arising  from 
the  original  endowment  is  augmented  to  £300  from  the 
University  Chest,  and  further   by  an  annual  payment  of 
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£270  from  the  revenues  of  Queen's  College  under  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  University  Commissioners.  The  electors  are 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College,  the 
President  of  the  Royal  Society  of  London,  the  Astronomer 
Royal,  and  alternately  the  President  of  Magdalen  and  the 
Warden  of  All  Souls.

Whytb's  PaopESSORSHip  OP  Moral  Philosophy. 

This  Professorship  was  founded  in  the  year  1621  by 
Thomas  Whyte,  D.D.,  Canon  of  Christ  Church,  who  charged 
an  estate  in  Essex,  which  he  then  conveyed  to  the  Uni- 
versity, with  an  annual  stipend  of  £100  for  the  Professor 
and  with  other  payments.  He  made  the  Chair  tenable  for 
five  years  only,  or  at  the  most  for  ten,  and  appointed  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Presidents 
of  Magdalen  and  St.  John's,  and  the  two  Proctors,  to  be  the 
electors. 

In  1 673  a  practice  began  of  electing  one  of  the  Proctors, 
usually  the  Senior,  to  the  office ;  in  course  of  time  the 
Lectures  were  entirely  dropped ;  and  at  length  the  Pro- 
fessorship was  so  forgotten,  that  it  was  never  mentioned  in 
the  Oxford  Calendar  before  the  year  1831,  the  abuse  having 
continued,  with  one  exception  only,  till  February  1829. 

Under  a  new  Statute,  which  was  approved  by  the  Queen 
in  Council  in  1858,  the  Professor  is  now  elected  for  life,  and 
the  electors  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  the 
Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Presidents  of  Magdalen  and 
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St.  John's,  the  Margaret  Professor,  the  Yinerian  Professor, 
and  the  Professors  of  Modern  History  and  of  Logic.  The 
stipend  is  augmented  to  £400  out  of  the  University  Chest.

ToMLiNS  Pbofessobship  or  Anatomy. 

A  Lecture  in  Anatomy  was  founded  in  1624  by  Richard 
Tomlins,  Esq.,  of  Westminster,  who  assigned  it  to  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Medicine  for  the  time  being ;  and  to  this  was 
annexed  in  1803  the  Professorship  of  Anatomy  founded  by 
Dr.  Aldrich.  By  a  new  Statute,  approved  by  the  Queen  in 
Council  in  1858,  both  are  now  annexed  to  the  Linacre 
Professorship  of  Physiology. 


Protessobship  of  Music,  with  Offices  of  Chobagus 

AND   PbjECENTOB. 

William  Heather,  Doctor  in  Music,  founded  this  Pro- 
fessorship in  the  year  1626,  making  the  office  annual,  and 
vesting  the  appointment  in  the  Proctors.  He  also*  made 
provision  for  a  Choragus,  or  Master  of  Musical  Praxis,  to  l)e 
elected  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church, 
the  Warden  of  New  College,  and  the  Presidents  of  Magdalen 
and  St.  John*s.  He  assigned  to  his  Professor  a  stipend  of  £3, 
to  which  the  University  at  once  added  £2  5s.  (a  sum  pre- 
viously received  by  the  ancient  Reader  in  Moral  Philo- 
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sophj),  and  to  which  Nathaniel,  Lord  Crewe,  Bishop  of 
Durham,  afterwards  added  £30.  The  stipend  of  the  Cho- 
ragus  was  £13  6s.  8d. 

By  a  new  Statute,  approved  hj  the  Queen  in  Council  in 
1857,  the  Profesaor  is  elected  for  life  by  the  Vice-Chancel  lor, 
the  Warden  of  New  College,  the  President  of  Magdalen, 
the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  President  of  St.  John's,  the 
two  Proctors,  the  two  Savilian  Professors,  and  the  Professor 
of  Poetry  ;  and  the  Choragus  is  elected  by  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor,  the  two  Proctors,  the  Professor  of  Music,  and  the 
Public  Orator ;  each  election  being  subject  to  the  approval 
of  Convocation.  And  it  was  enacted  that  there  shall  be  a 
Prcecentor  or  Chryphceus,  nominated  by  the  Professor  of 
Music,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation,  who  is  to 
assist  the  Choragus.  The  stipend  of  the  Professor  is  aug- 
mented to  £100  out  of  the  University  Chest,  besides  the 
benefaction  of  Lord  Crewe.  The  stipend  of  the  Choragus 
is  the  same  as  Dr.  Heather  left  it,  but  he  shares  with  the 
Prsecentor  in  the  fees  paid  by  Students.

Professorship  op  Botany. 

In  compliance  with  the  Will  of  Henry  Danvers,  Earl  of 
Danby,  by  whose  munificence  during  the  period  1622 — 1633 
the  Botanic  Garden  was  founded,  the  impropriate  Rectory 
of  Kirkdale  in  Yorkshire  was  conveyed  to  the  University 
for  the  purpose,  1.  of  paying  £40  a-year  to  a  Gardener ; 
2.  of  building  a  house  for  the  Gardener ;  3.  of  defraying  the 
necessary  expences  of  the  Garden,  and  then  (if  possible) 
establishing  a  Professor.  This  bequest  took  effect  in  1659  ; 
and  in  1669,  although  the  revenue  was  very  small,  the 
University  then  elected  a  Professor,  assigning  him  a  stipend 
of  £40  a-year.  But  that  Professor,  Dr.  Morison,  stands 
alone ;  no  immediate  successor  was  elected  by  Ck>nvocation. 
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In  1728  William  Shorard,  D.C.L.,  sometime  Fellow  of 
St.  John's  College,  bequeathed  to  the  University  his  library 
and  very  valuable  Herbarium,  and  £3,000  for  the  endow- 
ment of  a  Professorship,  vesting  the  nomination  in  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians.  Dr.  Sherard's  bequest  took  effect  in 
1734,  and,  in  compliance  with  a  condition  in  his  Will,  the 
University  then  charged  its  rents  and  revenues  with  an 
annual  payment  of  £150  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Garden. 

In  3793  King  George  III.  granted  the  sum  of  £200  yearly, 
which  was  reduced  by  fees  of  office  to  £182,  half  to  augment 
the  stipend  of  the  Professor,  and  half  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Garden ;  which  sum,  since  the  remission  of 
certain  stamp  duties  in  1855,  is  paid  from  the  University 
Chest. 

To  this  foundation  the  late  Dr.  Sibthorp  attached  a  Pro- 
fjpssorship  of  Rural  Economy,  with  a  stipend  of  £200  a-year, 
which  commenced  in  the  year  1840,  upon  the  completion  of 
the  Flora  Orceca.

Founded  by  Henry  Birkhead,  sometime  of  Trinity,  after- 
wards Fellow  of  All  Souls,  a  Barrister  of  the  Inner  Temple, 
and  D.C.L.,  who  bequeathed  for  the  endowment  an  estate 
which  he  held  by  lease  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Durham.  His  bequest  took  effect  in  1708.  The  fee-simple 
of  the  estate  has  since  been  purchased  by  the  University. 
The  yearly  stipend  of  the  Pro^ssorship  consists  of  £80  from 
the  rent  of  the  estate,  and  is  increased  by  £20  from  the  bene- 
faction of  Nathaniel  Lord  Crewe,  Bishop  of  Durham.  The 
Professor  is  elected  by  the  Members  of  Convocation  for  five 
years,  on  the  expiration  of  which  he  may  be  re-elected  for 
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five  years  more.    He  must  be  at  the  least  a  M&ster  of 
Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law.

The  Lord  Almoner's  Professorship  of  Arabic. 

The  origin  of  this  Professorship  cannot  be  ascertained,  for 
the  records  of  the  Almonry  Office  anterior  to  the  year  1724 
perished  in  a  fire  which  took  place  many  years  ago  in 
St.  James's  Palace.  But  it  is  probable  that  the  first  appoint- 
ment was  made  in  the  reign  of  George  I.,  and  that  no  person 
held  it  before  the  eminent  Orientalist,  John  Gkignier,  whose 
name  is  now  the  first  on  record,  and  who  in  1717  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Vice-chancellor  to  give  public  Lectures  in 
Arabic  in  the  absence  of  the  Laudian  Professor. 
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The  Professor  is  appointed  by  the  Lord  High  Almoner. 
The  yearly  stipend,  which  at  first  was  only  £25,  was  raised 
to  £50  in  1770 ;  but  this  sum  is  considerably  reduced  by 
fees  of  office  in  the  Exchequer.

Regius  Professouship  op  Modern  History. 

This  Professorship  was  founded  by  King  George  I.  in 
1724  with  an  annual  stipend  of  £400,  reduced  by  fees  of 
office  to  £371,  to  be  paid  from  the  Exchequer.  This  stipend, 
since  the  remission  of  certain  stamp  duties  in  1855,  is  paid 
from  the  University  Chest.  Under  an  ordinance  of  the  Uni- 
yersity  Commissioners  the  endowment  has  been  augmented 
by  the  annual  sum  of  £250  from  the  revenues  of  Oriel 
College. 

Kegulations  concerning  the  duties  of  the  Professor  were 
made  by  Letters  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  in  1859.  The 
original  Regulations  comprised  a  scheme  for  instruction  in 
modern  languages,  which  is  now  provided  by  Sir  Robert 
Taylor's  bequest.

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Proffssorship  op  Experimental  Philosophy. 

This  Professorship  is  due  to  the  bounty  of  Nathaniel  Lord 
Crewe,  Bishop  of  Durham  1674 — 1722,  vho  desired  that 
£30  out  of  the  annual  benefaction  of  £200  which  he  be- 
queathed to  the  University  should  be  paid  to  "  a  Reader  of 
Experimental  Philosophy."  It  began  in  1749,  when  his 
bequest  was  first  received ;  but  Public  Lectures  on  the  sub- 
ject were  previously  given.  To  this  small  stipend  King 
George  IV.,  while  Prince  Regent,  added  a  grant  of  £100 
a-year  from  the  revenues  of  the  Crown  ;  which  sum,  since 
the  remission  of  certain  stamp  duties  in  1855,  is  paid  from 
the  University  Chest.  The  University  has  further  augmented 
the  stipend  to  £300  a-year  ;  nnd,  under  an  ordinance  of 
the  University  Commissioners,  the  Professor  also  receives 
the  annual  sum  of  £200  from  the  revenues  of  Wadham 
College.  The  Professor  was  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chah- 
cellor  alone  until  the  year  1863,  but  is  now  elected  by 
a  board  consisting  of  the  V ice-Chancellor,  the  Warden  of 
Wadham,  the  Savilian  Professor  of  Astronomy,  the  Sed- 
leian  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy,  and  the  Waynflete 
Professor  of  Chemistry.

Charles  Viner,  Esq.,  by  his  will,  dated  December  20, 1755, 
left  about  £12,000  to  the  University,  to  establish  a  Pro- 
fessorship, and  to  endow  such  Fellowships  and  Scholarships 
of  the  Common  Law  as  the  produce  of  his  legacy  might  be 
thought  capable  of  supporting.  His  bequest  took  effect  in 
1758,  and  the  stipend  of  the  Professorship  was  then  fixed 
at  £200  a-year,  and  the  Professor  was  to  be  elected  by 
Convocation. 
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By  a  Bew  Statute,  approved  by  the  Queen  in  Council  in 
1867,  the  Professor  is  to  be  elected  by  a  board  consisting  of 
the  Yice-Chancellor,  the  Principal  of  Jesus  College,  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Law,  the  Chichele  Professor  of 
Internatioual  Law,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modem  History, 
and  Whyte's  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy,  together  with 
the  holder  of  any  other  Professorship  of  Law  which  may 
hereafter  be  founded.  The  yearly  stipend,  increased  by  an 
annual  payment  of  £250  out  of  the  revenues  of  Jesus  Col- 
lege under  an  ordinance  of  the  University  Commissioners,  is 
to  be  augmented  to  £600  from  the  University  Chest.  The 
Professor,  at  the  time  of  his  admission,  is  to  be  at  the 
least  a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law. 

By  the  same  Statute,  until  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in 
iihe  Professorship,  a  Reader  is  to  be  appointed  from  time  to 
time  for  three  years,  who  is  to  give  instruction  in  Civil  Law 
as  well  as  English  Law,  and  is  to  receive  the  £250  paid 
by  Jesus  College  together  with  the  overplus  of  the  Vinerian 
Fund.    The  first  Reader  was  appointed  February  25,  1868.

Clinical  Pbotessobship. 

This  Professorship,  founded  for  the  reading  of  Clinical 
Lectures  in  the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  to  the  Students  in  Medi- 
cine of  the  University,  is  due  to  the  bounty  of  George 
Henry  Lee,  third  £arl  of  Lichfield  of  that  name,  Chancellor 
of  the  University ;  who  bequeathed  for  its  endowment  some 
property  in  London,  which  in  1780,  when  his  bequest  took 
effect,  produced  a  capital  sum  exceeding  £7,000  in  £3  per 
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cent.  Consolidated  Annuities.  The  Professor  is  chosen  by 
Convocation.  He  must  be  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  of  five 
years'  standing.

Rawlinsonia-n  Pbopessorship  op  Anglo-Saxon. 

Founded  by  Richard  Eawlinson,  D.C.L.,  of  St.  John's 
College,  who  endowed  it  with  some  annual  or  fee-farm  rents, 
payable  out  of  certain  lands  in  Lancashire.  He  directed 
that  the  Professorship  should  be  tenable  for  five  years  only, 
that  the  several  Colleges  in  the  University  should  enjoy  it 
one  after  another,  but  that  St.  John^s  College  should  have 
every  fifth  turn.  The  endowment  took  effect  in  1795,  forty 
years  after  his  death,  according  to  his  desire. 

By  a  new  Statute,  sanctioned  by  the  Queen  in  Council  in 
1858,  the  Professorship  is  tenable  for  life,  any  Member  of 
Convocation  is  eligible,  and  the  range  of  the  Professor's 
lectures  is  no  longer  confined  to  the  language  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxons,  but  takes  in  also  the  history  of  that  people,  the  old 
Low-German  dialects,  and  the  antiquities  of  Northern  Europe. 
The  election  is  made  by  the  Congregation  of  the  University. 
The  stipend  is  augmented  to  £300  a-year  from  the  Univer- 
sity  Chest.

Aldeichian  Professorships  op  Anatomy,  the  Practice 
OF  Medicine,  and  Chemistry. 

These  three  Professorships  were  founded  by  George  Aldrich, 
D.M.,  sometime  of  Merton  College,  who  by  his  will,  proved 
Jan.  26,  1798,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  property  for 
their  endowment  in  equal  portions.  This  fund  in  1808, 
when  his  bequest  took  effect,  amounted  to  £12,950  in  £3 
per  cent.  Government  Annuities. 

The  Professorship  of  Anatomy,  which  was  annexed  by  the 
founder  himself  to  the  Tomlins  Preelectorship,  and  so  to  the 
Regius  Professorship  of  Medicine,  is  ngw  annexed,  under 
a  Statute  sanctioned  by  the  Queen  in  Council  in  1858,  to 
the  Linacre  Professorship  of  Physiology. 

The  Professorship  of  the  Practice  of  Medicine,  which  at 
first  was  in  the  gift  of  Convocation,  and  was  held  from  1803 
to  1824  by  Dr.  Bourne,  afterwards  Clinical  Professor,  and 
from  1824  to  1867  by  Dr.  Ogle,  Clinical  Professor,  is  now 
annexed,  under  a  similar  Statute,  to  the  Regius  Professor- 
ship of  Medicine. 

The  Professorship  of  Chemistry  was  in  the  gift  of  Con- 
vocation. The  stipend  was  augmented  by  King  George  IV., 
while  Prince  Regent,  by  a  grant  of  £100  from  the  revenues 
of  the  Crown ;  which  sum,  after  the  remission  of  certain 
stamp  duties  in  1855,  was  paid  from  the  University  Chest : 
and  the  whole  is  now,  since  the  suppression  of  the  Pro- 
fessorship in  1866,  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  salary 
of  a  Demonstrator  and  to  the  purchase  of  chemical  appa- 
ratus or  other  means  towards  the  promotion, of  the  study 
of  Chemistry  in  the  University.

Lectures  in  Mineralogy  and  in  Geology  having  been  de- 
livered before  the  University  by  permission  of  the  Yic^- 
Chancellor,  King  George  lY.,  while  Prince  Regent,  was 
pleased  to  endow  two  Chairs  for  those  subjects  by  a  grant 
of  £100  a-year  for  each  from  the  revenues  of  the  Crown,  the 
former  in  1813,  the  latter  in  1818.  These  stipends,  since 
the  remission  of  certain  stamp  duties  in  1855,  are  paid  from 
the  University  Chest.  And  the  University  has  augmented 
them  by  the  further  annual  payment  of  £150  to  the  Professor 
of  Mineralogy  and  of  £300  to  the  Professor  of  Geology,  sub- 
ject to  certain  conditions,  whereof  residence  is  one.  The 
Professors  are  appointed  by  the  Yice-Ghancellor.

Founded  in  the  year  1 825  by  Henry  Drummond,  Esq.,  of 
Albury  Park,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  and  formerly  of  Christ 
Church,  who  charged  his  estate  with  a  yearly  rent  of  £100 
for  the  endowment.  The  Professor  is  elected  by  Convocation. 
He  must  be  at  the  least  a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of 
Civil  Law,  and  must  have  graduated  regularly  in  this  Uni- 
versity. The  Professorship  is  not  tenable  for  more  than  five 
years  together,  and  at  first  no  one  could  be  re-elected  to  it 
until  after  an  interval  of  two  years,  but  this  latter  restric- 
tion has  been  abolished  by  a  Statute  made  in  December, 
1867.

Bod  EN  PRorEssoBSHiP  of  Sanskrit. 

The  late  John  Boden,  Esq.,  Colonel  in  the  East  India 
Company's  service,  bequeathed  the  whole  of  his  property  to 
the  University,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  study  of 
Sanskrit  literature,  ^  being  of  opinion  that  a  more  general 
"and  critical  knowledge  of  the  Sanskrit  language  will  be 
"sk  means  of  enabling  his  Countrymen  to  proceed  in  the 
"conversion  of  the  Natives  of  India  to  the  Christian  Beli- 
"  gion,  by  disseminating  a  knowledge  of  the  Sacred  Scrip- 
''  tures  amongst  them,  more  effectually  than  all  other  means 
"  whatsoever."  Begulations  for  carrying  his  purpose  into 
effect  by  establishing  a  Professorship  and  Scholarships  have 
been  made  by  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  1830 
and  1860. 

The  Professor  is  elected  by  Convocation.  He  must  be 
twenty-five  years  of  age  ;  and  at  the  time  of  his  admission 
to  the  office  he  must  be,  and  must  continue  to  be,  a  member 
of  some  College  or  Hall.  The  yearly  stipend,  which  now  is 
not  much  less  than  £900,  may  be  increased  by  accumula- 
tions of  the  fund  to  £1,000,  which  sum  it  is  never  to 
exceed.

Professorship  of  Loaio. 

Anciently  it  was  the  duty  of  every  Regent  M.A.  to  give 
instruction  in  the  Arts  in  which  he  had  graduated ;  after- 
wards the  University  provided  that  in  four  of  them,  for  which 
no  Chair  had  been  endowed,  namely,  Grammar,  Rhetoric, 
Logic,  and  Metaphysics,  Lectures  should  be  regularly  given 
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by  Readers'  appointed  for  the  purpose,  who  received  stipends 
from  a  small  tax  levied  upon  the  Inceptors  of  each  year 
and  upon  the  Students  who  were  bound  to  attend  the  Lec- 
tures. After  the  introduction  of  the  Procuratorial  Cycle  in 
1629,  these  Readers  were  chosen  according  to  that  Cycle, 
and  held  office  for  two  years.  At  length  these  Lectures, 
like  the  Lectures  on  Moral  Philosophy,  fell  into  disuse,  and 
even  the  form  of  electing  Readers  was  dropped,  although 
the  tax  for  their  maintenance  was  still  collected.  This  con- 
tinued till  the  year  1839,  when  a  Statute  was  passed,  which, 
omitting  the  subjects  of  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  and  Metaphysics, 
directed  that  there  should  be  a  regular  Prselector  of  Logic, 
elected  by  Convocation  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  but  capable 
of  re-election,  who  should  receive  as  his  stipend  the  produce 
of  a  small  tax  levied  upon  all  Members  of  the  University 
below  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.  By  subsequent  Statutes 
the  stipend  has  been  raised  to  £400  a-year,  and  the  Pro- 
fessorship is  tenable  for  life.  The  Professor  must  be  a  Master 
of  Arts  or  a  Doctor  in  one  of  the  three  superior  faculties.

Founded  in  1861  hy  the  Rev.  Frederick  William  Hope, 
M.A.  and  Hon.  B.C.L.,  formerly  of  Ch.  Ch.,  to  whose  mu- 
nificence the  University  is  also  indehted  for  a  large  En- 
tomological Collection,  a  Lihrary  of  Natural  History,  and

with  a  capital  sum  of  £10,000  New  £3  per  cent.  Annuities. 
Mr.  Hope  died  in  the  early  part  of  1862 ;  and  shortly  after- 
wards his  widow,  in  fulfilment  of  his  intentions,  trans- 
ferred to  the  University  a  second  sum  of  £10,000  in  the 
same  stock,  and  assigned  one-third  of  the  dividends  to  the 
Professor  in  augmentation  of  his  stipend '.  The  Founder 
himself  nominated  the  first  Professor ;  but  the  election  is 
now  vested  in  the  Curators  of  the  Hope  Collections  and  the 
Linacre  Professor  of  Physiology.  At  the  time  of  his  ad- 
mission he  must  be  at  least  a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor 
of  Civil  Law  or  Medicine.  He  is  required  to  superintend 
and  arrange  the  Hope  Collection  of  Annulose  Animals,  and 
to  take  cmirge  of  the  Natural  History  portion  of  the  Hope 
Library.

Readership  of  Ancient  History.

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Ford's  Pbofessokship  of  English  History. 

In  1870  the  University  accepted  a  bequest  of  £2,000  in 
£3  per  cent.  Reduced  Aiinuities,  which  was  contained  in 
the  Will  of  the  Rev.  James  Ford,  B.D.,  Vicar  of  Navestock 
in  the  County  of  Essex.  The  amount  of  the  bequest  is  to 
be  allowed  to  accumulate  until  it  produces  the  clear  annual 
sum  of  £100,  which  annual  sum  is  to  be  applied  for  the 
founding  and  endowing  of  a  Professor,  to  be  called  Ford's 
Professor  of  English  History. 

Biit  as  some  years  must  elapse  befoi>e  the  annual  interest 
of  the  bequest  is  raised  by  accumulation  to  £100,  no  Statute 
has  yet  been  fiamed  to  regulate  the  mode  of  appointment 
to,  or  the  duties  of,  the  Chair. 


GRINFIELD  LECTURE 
On  the  LXX  Version  op  the  Hebrew  Scriptures. 

Founded  in  1859  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Grinfield,  M.A., 
formerly  of  Lincoln  College,  who  gave  £1,000  in  £3  per 
cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  for  the  endowment.  Shortly 
before  Mr.  Grinfield's  death,  which  occurred  in  July,  1864, 
the  endowment  was  augmented  by  a  further  gift  of  £500. 
The  Lecturer,  who  must  be  in  Holy  Orders  and  at  least 
a  Master  of  Arts,  is  elected  by  the  Hebdomadal  Council  for 
two  years.  He  is  not  to  be  considered  as  a  Public  Univer- 
sity Professdr  or  Reader.

TEACHERS  OF  HINDUSTANI  AND  OF  INDIAN  LAW. 

In  order  to  provide  necessary  instruction  for  Undergra- 
duates who  have  been  selected,  after  competitive  examination 
in  London,  for  the  Civil  Service  of  the  Crown  in  India,  the 
University  in  1859  appointed  a  Teacher  of  the  Hindustani 
Language,  assigning  him  an  annual  stipend  of  XI 50  from 
the  University  Chest,  and  allowing  him  to  receive  certain 
Fees  from  Students.  And  in  October,  1861,  Convocation 
agreed  to  appoint  a  Teacher  of  ^'  the  General  Principles  of 
Jurisprudence  and  the  Elements  of  Hindu  and  Moham- 
medan Law,"  with  a  stipend  of  £300  from  the  University 
Chest.  Both  appointments  were  made  by  way  of  experi- 
ment, the  former  for  five  years,  the  latter  for  one ;  and 
both  have  since  been  continued  by  statute,  the  Teacher 
of  Indian  Law  being  required  to  teach  Indian  History  also. 
The  Teacher  of  Hindustani  is  elected  by  Convocation  for 
a  period  of  five  years :  the  Teacher  of  Indian  Law  and 
History  is  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proctors 
for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  former  receives  £225,  the 
latter  £250,  as  an  annual  stipend.  Each  is  allowed  to  re- 
ceive certain  fees  from  Students.

In  the  year  1480  tbe  room  over  the  Divinity  School,  which 
is  now  the  central  limb  of  the  public  portion  of  the  Bodleian 
Library,  and  which  was  then  just  finished,  became  the  reposi- 
tory of  the  books  which  the  University  had  acquired  by  gift 
from  various  benefactors,  especially  from  Humphrey  "the 
good  Duke  of  Gloucester,"  who  also  contributed  liberally  to 
the  building.  But  before  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Edward  Y I., 
partly  through  careless  management,  and  partly  through 
extravagant  zeal,  it  had  been  so  entirely  rifled  of  its  contents 
that  not  one  volume  remained  ;  and  in  1556  the  University, 
hopeless  of  its  restoration,  sold  the  benches  and  fittings,  and 
left  the  walls  bare.  In  this  state  it  remained  above  forty 
years,  till  in  1598  Thomas  Bodley,  Esq.,  sometime  Fellow  of 
Merton  College,  resolved  to  restore  the  room  to  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  built,  and  to  secure  it  by  an  endowment  in 
land ;  and  he  not  only  contributed  largely  in  money  and 
books  himself,  but  procured  also  similar  contributions  from 
so  many  of  his  friends  and  other  persons,  that  in  November, 
1602,  the  Library  was  again  opened  for  use  with  upwards  of 
2,000  volumes. 

Books  were  given  during  the  next  few  years  beyond  whAt 
the  room  could  hold,  and  in  1610  the  Founder,  who  had 
now  been  knighted  by  King  James  I.,  proceeded  to  build  an 
addition  to  it  towards  the  East  with  a  Proscholium  to  the 
Divinity  School  below,  but  he  died  in  January,  1613,  before 
this  enlargement  was  quite  finished.  By  his  will  he  made 
provision  for  adding  a  third  floor  round  the  intended  Quad- 
rangle of  the  Schools,  which  at  first  was  to  have  had  two 
floors  only,  and  for  connecting  this  (now  the  Picture  Gallery) 
with  his  Library,  and  shewed  that  he  contemplated  that 
other  extension  towards  the  West,  the  want  of  which  was  felt 
in  less  than  twenty  years  after  his  death,  and  which,  with  the 
Convocation  House  below,  was  begun  in  1634  and  finished 
in  about  four  years. 

The  collection  has  been  continually  increasing,  by  dona- 
tions, some  of  which  have  been  of  great  extent  and  value. 
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by  the  right  to  a  copy  of  every  work  printed  in  this  country, 
a  right  to  which  Sir  Thomas  Bodley  himself  gave  the  origin 
in  a  grant  which  he  obtained  in  1610  from  the  Stationers' 
Company,  and  by  purchases  made  with  moneys  arising  partly 
from  the  estates  given  by  the  Founder,  partly  from  other 
bene&ctions,  and  partly  from  dues  paid  annually  by  Mem- 
bers of  the  University ;  so  that  now  the  Library  comprises 
more  than  300,000  volumes,  and  not  only  fills  the  great  room 
which  students  use  and  extends  into  the  Picture  Gallery,  but 
also  occupies  every  room  on  the  middle  floor  of  the  Quadrangle 
of  the  Schools. 

The  Library  is  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Curators, 
consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  the  five 
Regius  Professors  of  Divinity,  Civil  Law,  Medicine,  Hebrew, 
and  Greek,  and  five  Members  of  the  Congregation  of  the 
University  elected  for  ten  years  by  that  House. 

The  administration  of  the  Library  is  committed  to  the 
care  of  a  Librarian,  elected  by  Convocation^  with  an  annual 
stipend  of  £700.  He  is  assisted  by  two  Under-Librarians, 
whom  he  nominates  himself,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Curators  and  of  Convocation,  and  who  receive  a  yearly 
stipend  of  £300  each.  There  are  also  several  Assistants, 
whom  the  Librarian  appoints,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Curators. 

The  Library  is  open  between  9  a.m.  and  4  p.m.  from 
Lady-Day  to  Michaelmas,  between  9  a.m.  and  3  p.m.  from 
Michaelmas  to  Lady-Day.  But  it  is  closed  entirely  for 
a  period  at  Christmas  beginning  with  Christmas  Eve  and 
ending  with  the  Feast  of  Circumcision,  on  the  Feast  of  the 
Epiphany,  on  Good  Friday,  Easter  Eve,  and  the  whole  of 
Easter  Week,  on  Ascension  Day,  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
in  Whitsun  Week,  on  the  Commemoration  Day,  on  the  first 
seven  days  in  October,  on  the  day  preceding  the  Visitation  of 
the  Library,  and  on  the  Visitation  day  itself,  which  is  the 
8th  of  November,  or  the  7th  when  the  8th  falls  on  a  Sunday. 
And  on  other  Festivals,  when  there  is  a  Sermon  before  the 
University,  it  is  not  opened  until  the  Sermon  is  over. 

All  Graduate  Members  of  the  University,  and  all  Students 
of  Civil  Law  or  Medicine,  have  the  right  to  use  the  Library. 
Other  persons  are  admitted  to  study  in  it  on  presenting 
a  satisfactory  recommendation. 

The  Picture  Gallery,  which  has  been  already  mentioned 
as  appurtenant  to  the  Library,  contains  portraits  of  many 
eminent  persons,  who  have  been  Benefactors  or  Members  of 
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the  University,  models  of  many  edifices  both  ancient  and 
modem,  and  many  other  objects  of  interest.  Each  portrait 
has  its  name  attached. 

The  building  known  till  lately  as  ''  the  Radcliffe  Library" 
is  now  used  as  a  Reading  Room  in  connection  with  the 
Bodleian  Library,  under  the  name  of  **  Camera  Bodleiana," 
and  is  open  from  10  a.m.  till  10  p.m.  on  every  day  on 
which  the  Library  itself  is  open.  It  contains  on  its  own 
shelves  and  tables  all  the  newest  works,  and  is  available 
for  the  use  of  other  books,  whether  printed  or  manuscript^ 
on  a  suitable  demand  being  made  for  them.  In  the  Gallery 
is  deposited  the  Hope  Collection  of  Engravings,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Joseph  S.  Treacher,  M.A.,  of  Merton  College,  has 
been  appointed  the  Keeper :  see  p.  130.

Clabendon  Press. 

In  January,  1586,  Delegates  "de  impressione  librorum" 
were  appointed  by  Convocation ;  and  about  that  time  Joseph 
Barnes,  having  set  up  a  press  in  Oxford  under  the  authority 
and  patronage  of  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  then  Chancellor, 
and  with  the  help  of  a  loan  of  £100  from  the  University 
Chest ',  is  styled  *'  Printer  to  the  University*'  on  the  title-

Others  after  him  were  styled  so  like- 
wise ;  but  nothing  jseems  to  have  been  done  for  establishing 
a  University  Press  on  a  firm  footing,  until  Archbishop  Laud 
in  1633  procured  Letters  Patent  from  King  Charles  L, 
granting  a  very  large  licence  of  printing  to  the  University, 
his  chief  object  being  the  publication  of  manuscripts  from 
the  Bodleian  Library,  to  which  he  himself  gave  more  than 
thirteen  hundred. 

The  work  was  carried  on  at  first  in  hired  premises ;  then 
from  1669  in  the  Sheldonian  Theatre,  the  Founder  of  that 
noble  building  having  appointed  it  for  this  use  as  well  as 
for  great  assemblies  of  the  University,  and  having  directed 
that  the  surplus  of  the  fund  which  he  gave  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  fabric  should  be  "  employed  for  the  best  ad- 
vantage and  encouragement  of  the  Learned  Press  there  de- 
signed and  already  set  at  work  8^;"  next  from  1713  in  the 
Clarendon  edifice,  which  was  built  expressly  for  this  pur- 
pose ;  until  in  1830,  when  the  business  had  quite  outgrown 
such  narrow  limits,  it  was  moved  to  the  present  spacious 
Printing  Office,  which  was  begun  in  1825  from  a  design 
made  by  Mr.  Daniel  Kobertson,  and  was  finished  under  the 
superintendence  of  Mr.  Blore. 

The  management  of  the  Printing  Office  is  committed  to 
a  Delegacy  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  ten  other 
Members  of  Convocation,  who  are  nominated,  as  vacancies 
occur,  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proctors.  Five  of  the 
ten  are  Perpetual  Delegates :  each  new  nomination  is  made 
for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

The  South  side  of  the  building  is  appropriated,  as  was 
the  East  side  of  the  Clarendon,  to  the  printing  of  BiMes 
and  Prayer  Books,  in  which  department  the  University  from 
the  year  1780  has  received  into  partnership  two  or  more 
skilled  persons,  who  have  then  superintended  the  concern. 

The  North  or  "Learned"  (called  also  the  "Classical") 
side  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  gentlemen  who  are 
partners  on  the  other  side.  Besides  University  documents, 
and  books  imdertoken  by  the  Delegates,  printing  is  done 
here  for  private  authors  or  publishers,  on  the  understanding

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that  DO  work  is  to  be  begun  until  the  greatest  part,  if  not 
the  whole,  is  delivered  ready  for  the  press,  and  that  no- 
thing is  to  interrupt  the  progress  of  works  printed  for  the 
Delegates. 

Books  printed  for  the  Delegates,  and  those  only,  have  the 
words  E  Typographeo  Clarendoniano^  or  At  the  Clarendon 
PresSj  in  the  imprint**.  An  Author  or  Editor,  who  has 
taken  the  degree  of  M.A.  or  B.C.L.,  printing  a  work  here 
with  his  name  in  the  title-page,  may  use  the  form,  Excude- 
bant  T.  Z,,  AcademicB  Ti/poqrapht,  impensis  Auctoris  or 
Editoris,  or,  for  English  works.  Printed  hy  Y.  Z.^  Printers 
to  the  University,  for  the  AtUhor  or  Editor ;  and  a  pub- 
lisher, printing  at  his  own  charge  a  work  of  such  an  Author 
or  Editor,  may  use  the  same  forms  with  his  own  name  in 
the  room  of  Atictoris  or  the  Avthor,  In  other  cases  the 
imprint  is  simply,  Oxonii  Excudehant  F.  Z.,  or  Oxford, 
Printed  by  Y,  Z.,  with  the  date  of  the  year. 


Theatre. 

The  Theatre  was  erected  by  Gilbert  Sheldon,  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  and  Chancellor  of  the  University,  to  provide 
a  room  for  kirge  and  solemn  assemblies  of  the  University, 
and  a  place  for  the  operations  of  the  University  Press,  which 
were  carried  on  in  it  until  their  removal  to  the  Clarendon 
edifice  in  1713.  The  Architect  was  Sir  Christopher  Wren. 
The  first  stone  was  laid  July  26,  1664,  and  the  building  was 
opened  with  a  solemn  ceremony  on  July  9,  1669.  The  cost, 
it  is  said,  was  £15,000 ;  and  the  munificent  Founder  gave 
£2,000  more  for  the  purchase  of  land,  the  rent  of  which 
might  maintain  the  fabric  in  repair  and  give  a  surplus  for 
the  advantage  "  of  the  Learned  Press."  John  Wills,  I).D., 
Warden  of  Wadham  College,  who  died  in  1806,  left  £1,000 
to  keep  it  in  repair.  The  care  of  the  Theatre  and  of  its 
funds  is  committed  to  two  Curators,  who  are  appointed  by 
Convocation  from  such  Doctors  as  are  Delegates  of  Accounts.

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ASHMOLEAN   MuSEUM. 

The  building  known  by  this  name  was  erected  at  the 
charge  of  the  University,  partly  for  the  reception  of  the 
collection  of  natural  and  artificial  curiosities,  which  Elias 
Ashmole,  Esq.,  gave  on  that  condition,  and  to  which  addi- 
tions have  since  been  made  by  many  donors,  and  partly  for 
the  promotion  of  the  study  of  Chemistry  and  all  Natural 
Science.  Over  the  north  door  (now  closed)  is  an  inscription, 
now  almost  illegible,  Museum  Ashmcleanum,  Scholia  Natu- 
ralis  HistoricB,  Officina  Chymica.  It  was  begun  in  1679, 
and  finished  in  1683,  and  was  built  by  Mr.  Wood,  a  '^  stone- 
cutter" or  mason,  of  Oxford  *.  Dr.  Plot,  the  first  Keeper, 
was  immediately  appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Keeper  of  the  Museum  used  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Visitors  appointed  by  Ashmole's  will,  namely,  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Principal  of 
Erasenose,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Medicine,  and  the  two 
Proctors  ;  and  Dr.  Rawlinson  endowed  the  office  with  a 
stipend  of  about  £75  a-year  on  certain  stringent  conditions. 
These  original  regulations  were  superseded  by  others  made 
in  1858  :  and  these  again  were  abrogated  by  a  Statute 
which  received  the  sanction  of  the  Queen  in  Council,  1870. 
By  this  Statute  the  Vice- Chancellor,  the  Camden  Professor 
of  Ancient  History,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  His- 
tory, and  two  other  Members  of  Convocation  to  be  elected 
for  five  years  by  the  Congregation  of  the  University,  were 
constituted  Visitors  of  the  Museum.  By  the  same  Statute 
Mr.  John  Henry  Parker,  Hon.  M.A.,  who  had  made  a  muni- 
ficent benefaction  in  augmentation  of  the  Keeper's  salary, 
was  nominated  to  succeed  to  the  Keepership  on  the  first 
vacancy :  afterwards,  the  Keeper  is  to  be  nominated  by  the 
Visitors,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation. 

The  second  object  for  which  the  building  was  provided  is 
now  attained  by  the  University  Museum,  and  the  zoological 
part  of  the  collection  has  been  removed  to  that  Institution. 
The  MSS.  of  Anthony  Wood  and  others,  which  were  deposited 
here,  have  been  transferred  to  the  Bodleian  Library.    The

The  Clakbndon. 

It  has  been  stated  already  that  the  Clarendon  Building 
was  erected  for  a  Printing  House,  and  w&s  so  used  from 
1713  until  the  removal  of  the  University  Press  to  the  present 
Office  in  1830.  It  was  begun  February  22,  1712.  The 
architect  and  builder  was  Mr.  Nicholas  Hawksmoor ',  who 
built  also  the  south  quadrangle  ef  Queen^s  College  and 
the  north  quadrangle  of  All  Souls  College.  The  name  of 
the  building  is  derived  from  the  Lord  Chancellor  Clarendon, 
and  the  cost  of  ^it  was  defrayed  partly  from  the  profits  of 
the  sale  of  his  History  of  the  Bebelliorif  the  copyright  of 
which  was  given  to  the  University. 

It  is  now  used  for  various  public  purposes  of  the  Univer- 
sity, containing  the  '^  Delegates'  Bx)om,"  in  which  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Hebdomadal  Council  and  of  Delegacies  take

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place,  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Justice  Room,  the  Registrar's 
Office,  Lecture  Rooms,  and,  on  the  basement  story,  a  Police 
Room  with  other  apartments  connected  with  it. 


Radgliffe's  Library. 

The  munificent  founder  of  this  Library  was  the  celebrated 
physician  John  RadclifPe,  M.I).,  first  of  University  College, 
afterwards  Fellow  of  Lincoln,  who  died  in  1714.  He  be- 
queathed the  bulk  of  his  large  property  to  Trustees  to  be 
applied  at  their  discretion  to  charitable  purposes ;  but  he 
directed  them  in  the  first  instance  to  accumulate  £40,000, 
and  to  lay  out  that  sum  on  the  purchase  of  the  site  for  his 
Library  and  on  the  building,  and  he  appropriated  £100 
a-year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fabric,  £100  a-year  for  the 
purchase  of  books,  and  £150  a-year  as  a  stipend  for  the 
Librarian.  James  Gibbs,  Esq.,  a  native  of  Aberdeen,  was 
the  architect.  The  foundation-stone  was  laid"  June  16, 1737, 
and  the  building  was  completed  in  1747.  The  Library  was 
opened  April  13, 1749,  in  a  public  ceremony,  by  the  Trustees. 

Many  years  ago  the  Trustees  resolved  to  confine  their 
purchases  to  works  on  Medicine  and  Natural  History ;  and 
upon  the  completion  of  the  University  Museum  they  per- 
mitted the  books  concerning  Natural  Science  to  be  removed 
to  the  Library  of  that  Institution,  which  may  now  be  regarded 
as  "Radcliffe's  Library,"  and  they  allowed  the  remaining 
volumes  and  the  building  itself  to  be  used  in  connection  with 
the  Bodleian  Library.  It  has  been  opened  as  a  Reading 
Room. 

The  present  Trustees  are,  the  Duke  of  Marlborough, 
William  S.  Dugdale,  Esq.,  the  Right  Hon.  W.  E.  Gladstone, 
and  the  Right  Hon.  T.  H.  Sotheron-Estcourt. 

Radcliffe's  Librarian,  who  must  be  at  least  a  Master  of 
Arts,  is  elected  by  the  following  personages :  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury,  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  Great  Britain, 
the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  the  Bishops  of  London  and 
Winchester,  the  two  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  the  two 
Chief  Justices,  and  the  Master  of  the  Rolls.  He  has  charge 
of  the  Library  at  the  Museum.

Badcliffe  Obseryatort. 

This  building  was  erected  out  of  the  funds  of  Dr.  Badcliffe 
by  the  Trustees  to  his  will.  It  comprises  a  dwelling-house 
for  the  Observer,  and  apartments  for  obseryation,  for  lectures, 
for  a  Library,  and  for  an  assistant  Observer :  and  it  is  amply 
supplied  with  astronomical  instruments.  The  foundation- 
stone  was  laid  June  27,  1772.  The  original  architect  was 
Mr.  A.  Keene.  The  building  was  altered  and  completed 
by  Mr.  James  Wyatt.  The  Observer  is  appointed  by  the 
Badcliffe  Trustees:  he  appoints  his  own  Assistant. 

Astronomical  Observations  are  made  daily  when  the  weather 
permits,  and  are  regularly  recorded.  A  fair  copy  of  these 
Begisters  used  to  be  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  Boyal 
Society  in  London,  in  the  Badcliffe  Library,  and  in  the  Ob- 
servatory itself;  but  from  the  year  1840  they  have  been 
printed,  by  order  of  the  Trustees,  under  the  superintendence 
of  the  Observer,  in  a  handsome  octavo  volume,  which  is  con- 
tinued annually.

Taylor  Institution. 

Sir  Bobert  Taylor,  an  Architect  of  eminence  in  the  last 
century,  bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  property,  a  very  con- 
siderable sum,  to  "  the  Chancellor  and  Scholars  of  the  Uui- 
^*  versity  of  Oxford  and  their  successors,  for  the  purpose  of 


\ 
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'*  applying  the  interest  and  produce  thereof  in  purchase  of 
'*  freehold  land  within,  or  if  possible  to  be  made  within,  the 
*^  jurisdiction  of  the  said  University,  for  the  erecting  a  proper 
*'  edifice  therein,  and  for  establishing  a  foundation,  for  the 
*^  teaching  and  improving  the  European  languages  in  such 
'^  manner  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  approved  by  the 
*^  said  Chancellor  and  Scholars  in  Convocation  assembled." 
He  died  in  1788,  but  his  bequest,  being  subject  to  certain 
contingencies,  did  not  take  effect  till  1835,  and  it  was  not 
until  1848  that  the  ''proper  edifice"  which  was  to  be  erected 
could  be  made  fully  ready  for  use.  This  handsome  building, 
of  which  C.  R  Cockerel!,  Esq.,  D.C.L.,  was  the  architect, 
comprises  a  spacious  Library,  several  Lecture  Booms,  and 
apartments  for  the  residence  of  a  Librarian. 

The  Institution  is  under  the  direction  of  nine  Curators,  of 
whom  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modern 
History,  and  the  Professor  of  Comparatiye  Philology,  are 
ex  officio  three ;  of  the  other  six,  who  must  all  be  Members 
of  Conyocation,  four  are  appointed  for  a  period  of  five 
years,  and  two  for  ten,  after  which  they  may  be  nominated 
again. 

There  are  four  Teacherships  of  Modern  European  Lan- 
guages, a  Scholarship,  and  an  Exhibition,  which  are  de- 
scribed in  separate  articles.  The  Curators  are  also  charged 
with  the  application  of  the  proceeds  of  a  fund  arising  from 
the  bequest  of  William  Thomas  Homer,  Earl  of  Ilchester,  for 
the  encouragement  of  the  study  of  the  Polish  and  other  Sla- 
vonic Languages,  Literature,  and  History.  By  a  Statute 
passed  in  1870,  they  are  authorized  to  apply  the  interest  of 
the  fund  to  one  or  both  of  the  following  purposes,  at  their 
discretion  and  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  they 
may  judge  most  expedient:  (1.)  The  delivery  of  Lectures 
on  subjects  connected  with  the  Slavonic  Languages  or  Litera- 
ture, or  the  History  of  the  Slavonic  Nations :  (2.)  The  be- 
stowal of  Prizes  or  Exhibitions  for  encouraging  the  study 
of  those  subjects.  Before  proceeding  to  any  application  of 
the  interest  of  the  Fund,  the  Curators  may,  if  they  shall 
judge  it  advisable,  accumulate  such  interest  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  two  years  from  the  end  of  Trinity  Term,  1870 ; 
and  such  accumulation,  together  with  aiiy  interest  accrued 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this  Statute  and  uninvested, 
shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Curators  for  the  purposes 
before  mentioned.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Statute, 
Lectures  were  delivered  during  Michaelmas  Term,  1870, 
by  Mr.  William  Robert  Morfifi,  M.A.,  Oriel  College,   on 
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the  Ethnology,  Early  History,  and  Popular  Traditions  of 
the  Slavonic  Nations. 

The  Library  is  open  between  the  hours  of  eleven  and  ^ve^ 
except  during  one  month  from  Aug.  16  to  Sept.  14 ;  and 
from  Christmas-Eve  to  Jan.  2,  when  it  is  closed  entirely. 
All  Members  of  the  University  have  free  admission  to  it, 
and  resident  Members  are  allowed  to  take  books  out  of  the 
Library,  subject  to  its  regulations.  Literary  persons  not 
members  of  the  University  are  also  admissible  by  special 
permission.  The  leading  Newspapers  and  Periodicals  of 
France,  Germany,  Italy,  and  Spain  are  taken  in,  and  lie 
upon  the  table.  The  Librarian  is  appointed  by  the  Cura- 
tors, with  a  statutable  stipend  of  £150  a-year.  The  present 
Librarian  is  Mii.  John  Macbat  ^, 

University  Galleries. 

The  University  Galleries  form  the  Central  and  Western 
portions  of  the  building  of  which  the  Taylor  Institution  is 
the  Eastern,  and  were  designed  by  the  same  Architect. 
Francis  Randolph,  D.D.,  Principal  of  St.  Alban  Hall,  who 
died  in  1796,  bequeathed  £1,000  towards  the  erection  of 
a  suitable  building  for  the  reception  of  the  Pomfret  Statues 
and  other  works  of  art ;  and  that  sum  together  with  accumu- 
lated interest  was  laid  out  upon  the  building,  the  remainder 
of  the  cost  being  defrayed  from  moneys  belonging  to  the 
University.  The  Galleries  were  opened  in  1845.  They  con- 
tain specimens  of  ancient  and  modem  Sculpture,  including 
the  original  models  for  the  principal  works  of  the  late  eminent 
English  artist.  Sir  Francis  Chantrey,  presented  by  his  widow: 
a  large  number  of  original  drawings  of  M.  Angelo  and 
Raffaele,  purchased  by  a  subscription,  towards  which  the 
second  Earl  of  Eldon  contributed  the  munificent  sum  of 
£4,000;  and  there  is  one  large  and  lofty  Gallery  for  Paint- 
ings. Many  works  of  art  of  various  kinds  have  been  given 
to  the  University  since  the  Galleries  were  erected. 

The  Galleries  are  under  the  superintendence  of  four 
Curators,  who  must  be  at  least  Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors 
of  Civil  Law  or  Medicine,  and  who  are  nominated  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  the  four  Pro-Vice-Chancellors,  and  the  two 
Proctors,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation ;  and  they 
are  in  the  charge  of  a  resident  Keeper,  appointed  by  the 
Curators,  with  a  stipend  of  £100  a-year.  They  are  open 
some  hours  daily,  except  during  a  few  weeks  in  the  Long 

k  Since  resigned. 
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Vacation  for  cleaning.  They  are  open  without  fee.  One 
room  has  heen  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  Oxford  School 
of  Art.    The  present  Keeper  is  Mb.  Joseph  Fisheb. 


Univebsitt  Museum. 

This  edifice,  intended  for  the  promotion  of  the  study  of 
Natural  Science,  was  erected  at  the  charge  of  the  University 
from  the  designs  and  under  the  direction  of  Messrs.  Deane 
and  Woodward  of  Dublin.  The  first  stone  was  solemnly 
laid  June  20,  1855,  by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  Chancellor  of  the 
University,  and  the  building  was  so  nearly  finished  when  the 
British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  met  in 
Oxford  at  the  end  of  June,  I860,  that  every  part  of  it  was 
then  used.  The  iron-work  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Skidmore  of 
Coventry.  The  decorative  Sculpture  both  without  and  within 
is  due  to  the  liberality  of  individual  donors :  in  particular 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen  was  pleased  to  present  five  of  the 
statues  of  eminent  philosophers  which  adorn  the  Area ;  and 
Woolner's  statue  of  the  late  Prince  Consort,  which  faces 
the  entrance,  was  placed  here  by  gentlemen  of  the  City  of 
Oxford,  who  subscribed  to  have  it  erected  in  memorial  of 
the  Prince. 

The  Museum  contains  Lecture-rooms,  with  Work-rooms 
and  Laboratories  where  these  are  required,  for  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Medicine,  and  the  Professors  of  Geometry,  As- 
tronomy, Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  Mineralogy,  Ge- 
ology, Physiology,  and  Zoology,  a  Dissecting  room  at  the 
North-eastern  angle,  a  large  Laboratory  for  Students  in 
Chemistry  at  the  South-western,  and  along  the  front  up- 
stairs a  spacious  Library  and  Reading  Room  ;  and  at  the 
back  is  a  small  Observatory  for  the  instruction  of  Stu- 
dents. Various  Collections  illustrative  of  subjects  studied 
in  the  Museum  have  been  brought  together  within  its  walls, 
and  a  large  part  of  them  is  open  to  the  view  of  Students  in 
the  Area  and  Corridors  ;  a  Pathological  Series  in  the  Medical 
department ;  Models  and  Instruments  for  Experimental  Phy- 
sics ;  Minerals,  including  some  of  singular  rarity  given  by 
the  late  Richard  Simmonds,  M.D.,  of  Christ  Church ;  Fossils, 
comprising  the  large  collection  given  by  the  late  Professor 
Buckland,  and  Mr.  Pengelly's  Devonian  Series  presented  in 
1 860  by  Miss  Burdett-Coutts ;  the  Physiological  Series  mdVed 
from  the  Anatomy  School  at  Christ  Church  by  permission  of 
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the  Dean  and  Chapter,  who,  however,  as  Trustees  under  the 
will  of  the  Founder,  Matthew  Lee,  M.D.,  physician  to  King 
George  II.,  reserve  the  right  to  recall  the  loan ;  Zoological 
specimens  transferred  from  the  Ashmolean  Museum  ;  a  large 
collection  of  Shells  presented  by  Lady  and  Miss  Harvey  ; 
two  large  collections  of  British  Shells,  one  given  by  Sir 
Walter  C.  Trevelyan,  Bart.,  M.A.  of  University  College,  the 
other  bequeathed  by  George  Barlee,  Esq.,  of  Exmouth,  who 
died  in  1861 ;  and  a  large  collection  of  Invertebrate  Animals 
given  by  the  Rev.  P.  W.  Hope,  the  Founder  of  the  Pro- 
fessorship of  Zoology.  And,  to  make  these  Collections  more 
useful  to  Students,  the  Trustees  under  Dr.  Radcliffe's  will 
have  allowed  the  large  Scientific  portion  of  his  Library  to 
be  brought  here,  and  intend  to  maintain  it  themselves  in  the 
Museum  under  the  charge  of  Radcliffe's  Librarian,  reserving 
however  the  right  to  reclaim  it  if  they  think  fit. 

By  the  liberality  of  the  Clarendon  Trustees  an  additional 
Wing  has  recently  been  added  to  the  Museum,  containing  the 
lecture-rooms  and  laboratories  of  the  department  of  Experi- 
mental Philosophy.  This  new  wing  contains  a  large  lecture- 
theatre,  a  large  room  for  the  Physical  Cabinet,  laboratories 
for  each  of  the  branches  of  weighing  and  measuring  heat, 
light,  electricity,  magnetism,  and  acoustics,  together  with 
smaller  rooms  for  the  preparation  of  special  experiments. 

The  Museum  is  under  the  superintendence  of  a  Delegacy 
consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  and  six 
other  persons  chosen  by  the  Congregation  of  the  University. 
None  of  the  Professors  who  teach  in  the  Museum  can  be 
Delegates,  but  all  of  them  are  summoned  to  the  meetings 
of  the  Delegacy  and  consulted  on  the  questions  that  arise. 
It  is  in  the  charge  of  a  Keeper,  who  is  appointed  by  the 
Delegates,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation,  and  who 
has  an  official  residence  adjoining  on  the  South-east,  and 
receives  a  stipend  of  £80  a-year. 

The  Museum  is  open  to  Members  of  the  University  from 
10  a.m.  till  4  p.m.  Visitors  are  admitted  after  2  p.m.  It 
is  open  without  fee.  The  Library  is  open  from  10  a. m.  till 
4  p.m.  daily,  and  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays  during  Term 
from  7  p.m.  till  9  p.m.

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Sermons  are  preached  before  the  University  throughout 
the  year,  except  the  Long  Vacation  and  part  of  the  Christmas 
Vacation,  two  on  each  Sunday  (except  the  morning  of  Easter 
Day,  when  there  is  a  Sermon  in  each  of  the  College  Chapels), 
and  one  on  each  Holy-Day.  There  is  also  a  Sermon  at  the 
several  Assizes,  and  one  in  Latin  with  the  Litany  and  Holy 
Communion  before  the  beginning  of  each  Term. 

With  certain  exceptions  specified  below,  the  order  of 
preaching  is  as  follows. 

1.  The  morning  Sermons  on  Sundays  in  Term  fall  to  the 
Heads  of  Colleges,  the  Dean  and  Canons  of  Christ  Church, 
the  five  Divinity  Professors,  and  the  Professor  of  Hebrew, 
in  the  following  order,  which  however  the  preachers  are 
at  liberty  to  vary  by  exchanging  turns  among  them-

2.  The  other  Sermons  fall  to  Graduates  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  admitted  to  Regency  as  Masters  of  Arts  or 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law. 

To  these  two  rules  the  exceptions  are  as  follow. 

1.  The  morning  Sermons  on  Sundays  in  Lent  belong  to 
the  second  order  above  stated,  not  to  the  first ;  the  Bampton 
Lecture  Sermons,  mentioned  below,  are  delivered  in  the 
morning  ;  the  preachers  on  the  mornings  of  Quinquagesima 
Sunday  and  the  last  Sunday  in  June,  (on  each  of  which  days 
by  a  special  benefaction  a  Sermon  is  preached  from  a  limited 
number  of  texts  upon  Humility  or  upon  Pride,)  of  Whit- 
Sunday,  and  of  Act  Sunday  (the  next  before  the  first  Tuesday 
in  July),  are  appointed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  ;  the  morning 
Sermon  on  Trinity  Sunday  is  preached  by  a  Fellow  of  New 
College  ;  and,  if  any  of  the  festivals  mentioned  in  the  next 
sentence  or  an  Assize  Sermon  falls  on  a  Sunday,  the  exception 
in  that'  case  applies  to  the  morning  Sermon.

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2.  The  Vice-Chancellor  appoints  the  preacher  for  the 
afternoon  of  every  Sunday  in  Lent*,  of  Easter  Day,  of 
Whit-Sunday,  of  Trinity  Sunday  (when  hy  a  special  bene- 
faction a  Sermon  is  preached  '^  upon  Church  Extension  over 
"  the  Colonies  and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Empire"), 
and  of  Act  Sunday,  for  the  Queen's  Accession,  and  for  the 
Assizes ;  the  Sermons  on  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  and 
Ascension  Day  fall  to  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church ;  the 
Sermon  on  Lady  Day  is  preached  by  a  Fellow  of  New 
College,  the  Sermons  on  the  festivals  of  St.  Mark  and  of 
St.  John  Baptist  by  Fellows  of  Magdalen,  and  the  Sermon 
on  the  festival  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James  by  a  Fellow 
of  Merton". 

Each  person  receives  notice  of  his  turn  two  months  be- 
fore. If  the  turn  happens  during  Vacation  or  on  any  day 
except  Sunday  during  Term,  any  other  person  statutably 
qualified  may  supply  his  place ;  on  a  Sunday  in  Term  no 
one  but  a  Select  Preacher  (see  next  page)  can  be  his  sub- 
stitute. No  Master  of  Arts  is  qualified  to  preach  before  the 
University  until  two  years,  no  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  until 
three  years,  have  passed  since  his  admission  to  his  degree ; 
and  no  person  at  all  is  at  liberty  to  preach  without  the 
approbation  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

All  University  Sermons  are  preached  at  St.  Mary's  Church, 
except  those  of  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  and  of  Fellows 
of  New  College,  Magdalen,  and  Merton,  mentioned  above, 
which  are  delivered  or  may  be  in  the  Cathedral,  and  in 
the  Chapels  of  those  Colleges  respectively. 

In  the  form  of  Bidding  Prayer  before  the  Latin  Sermon 
at  the  beginning  of  each  Term,  and  before  the  Sermons  on

Select  Freaghebb. 

By  a  Statute  passed  in  1803,  it  was  provided  that  ten 
persons,  to  be  called  "Select  Preachers,"  should  be  ap- 
pointed to  supply  the  place  of  those  who  decline  to  preach 
in  their  own  turns  on  Sundays  in  Term.  Five  are  nominated 
yearly  in  November  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  and 
the  Margaret  Professors  of  Divinity,  and  the  two  Proctors. 
Three  members  of  this  Board,  of  whom  the  Vice-Chancellor 
is  to  be  one,  must  concur  in  each  nomination  ;  and  the  names 
are  then  submitted  to  Convocation  for  approval.  Ko  one 
can  be  appointed  until  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from 
his  admission  to  Regency  as  a  Master  of  Arts,  or  of  three 
years  from  his  admission  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil 
Law.  The  office  is  tenable  for  two  years,  which  run  from 
Michaelmas  Term  ;  and  no  one  can  be  appointed  again  until 
after  the  interval  of  a  year.  The  Statute  took  effect  in  1804.

Bamptoit  Lectures. 


In  pursuance  of  the  will  of  the  Rev.  John  Bampton,  M.A., 
sometime  of  Trinity  College,  Canon  of  Salisbury,  ''Eight 
**  Divinity  Lecture  Sermons''  are  preached  on  as  many  Sunday 
mornings  in  Term,  '*  between  the  commencement  of  the  last 
'^  month  in  Lent  Term  and  the  end  of  the  third  week  in  Act 
<^  Term,  upon  either  of  the  following  subjects :  to  confirm 
"  and  estaolish  the  Christian  Faith,  and  to  confute  all  heretics 
"  and  schismatics — ^upon  the  divine  authority  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures— upon  the  authority  of  the  writings  of  the  primi- 
tive Fathers,  as  to  the  Faith  and  Practice  of  the  primitive 
Church — ^upon  the  Divinity  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ — ^upon  the  Divinity  of  the  Holy  Ghost — upon  the 
Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith,  as  comprehended  in  the 
Apostles'  and  Nicene  Creeds." 
The  Lecturer,  who  must  be  at  least  a  Master  of  Arts 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  is  chosen  yearly  by  the  Heads  of 
Colleges  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  Easter  Term.  No  one  can 
be  chosen  a  second  time. 

Thirty  copies  of  the  Sermons  are  to  be  always  printed 
within  two  months  after  they  are  preached,  and  one  copy  is 
to  be  given  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  University,  one  to  the 
Head  of  every  College,  and  one  to  the  Mayor  of  Oxford,  and 
one  is  to  be  put  into  the  Bodleian  Library ;  and  the  Preacher 
is  not  entitled  to  the  revenue  of  the  endowment,  before  they 
are  printed. 

The  Founder  died  in  1751,  but  his  bequest  did  not  take 
effect  until  1779^  in  which  year  the  first  Lecturer  was  chosen. 
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The  estate  provided  for  the  endowment  now  produces  £200 
to  each  Lecturer.

The  adTOwsons  of  South  Petherwyn,  Holme  Ctdtram,  and 
Sjston  were  given  to  the  University  by  Queen  Mary  in  1554. 
The  patronage  of  Kirkdale  oame  by  the  benefaction  of 
Heniy,  Earl  of  Danby,  the  Founder  of  the  Botanic  Garden 
and  of  the  Profesgorship  of  Botany.  The  right  of  appoint- 
ing a  Lecturer  to  preach  in  St.  Giles's  Church  every  Sunday 
afternoon  was  given  by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
in  1662  in  pursuance  of  the  will  of  Richard  Brathwaite 
made  in  1643. 

The  Act  of  Parliament,  3  James  I.,  o.  5,  by  which  Roman 
Catholics  are  disabled  from  presenting  to  any  ecclesiastical 
benefice  and  from  nominatiug  to  any  free  school,  hospital, 
or  donative,  makes  over  to  the  University  of  Oxford  their 
rights  of  presentation  and  nomination  within  the  follow. 
ing  counties,  Berkshire,  Buckinghamshire,  Cornwall,  Devon- 
shire, Dorsetshire,  Gloucestershire,  Hampshire,  Herefordshire, 
Kent,  Middlesex,  Monmouthshire,  Northamptonshire,  Ox- 
fordshire, Somersetshire,  Staffordshire,  Surrey,  Sussex,  War- 
wickshire, Wiltshire,  Worcestershire,  Brecknockshire,  Caer- 
marthenshire,  Cardiganshire,  Montgomeryshire,  Pembroke- 
shire, allotting  the  other  twenty-seven  counties  of  England 
and  Wales  to  the  University  of  Cambridge. 

Besides  this  patronage,  which  really  is  its  own,  the  Uni- 
versity also  presents  to  the  Rectory  of  South  Moreton,  in 
Berkshire,  as  in  trust  for  Magdalen  Hall,  and  to  the  Rectory 
of  Great  Gatcooibe  in  the  Isle  of  Wight,  as  in  trust  for  the 
Principal  of  St.  Edmund  Hall. 

M 
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Craven  Scholarships. 

John  Lord  Craven  of  Ryton,  by  his  will  dated  May  28, 
1 647,  directed  that  "  out  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits"  of 
an  estate  purchased  by  him  in  Sussex  £100  per  annum 
should  ''be  raised  towards  the  maintenance  of  four  poor 
''  Scholars/'  two  at  Oxford,  and  two  at  Cambridge,  and  that 
the  surplus  revenue  of  the  estate  should  '^  be  employed  and 
*'  bestowed  for  and  towards  the  redemption  of  English 
*^  Christian  captives,  prisoners  in  Algiers  or  in  any  other 
"  places  under  the  dominion  of  the  Turk."  He  died  a  few 
months  afterwards,  his  Executor  declined  to  act,  and  in 
December,  1 648,  his  elder  brother  William  Lord  Craven  of 
Hampsted-Marshall,  (afterwards  created  Earl  of  Craven,) 
having  been  appointed  Administrator,  drew  up  certain  regu- 
lations for  the  election  of  the  Scholars,  which  were  approved 
by  Convocation  in  October,  1649.  Those  regulations,  agree- 
ably to  the  Founder's  desire,  allowed  a  preference  in  all 
cases  to  persons  of  his  **  kindred  or  name,"  but  otherwise 
the  Scholarships  were  awarded  after  an  examination  in 
classical  learning,  in  which  no  Graduate  could  be  a  Can- 
didate, nor  any  Fellow  or  Scholar  of  a  College.  Each  Scho- 
larship was  tenable  for  fourteen  years  from  matriculation, 
or  until  the  Scholar  attained  to  some  *^  preferment  of  a 
double  value."  The  electors  were  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Regius  Professors,  and  the  Public  Orator. 

In  1664,  William  Lord  Craven,  with  the  consent  of  both 
Universities,  transferred  the  estate,  subject  to  the  trusts 
created  by  his  brother's  will,  to  a  body  of  Trustees,  whose 
successors  now  hold  it. 

In  March,  1819,  it  was  determined  by  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery that  the  second  part  of  the  trust  had  come  to  an  end 
from  want  of  objects,  and  a  Decree  was  made  increasing  the 
number  of  Scholars  from  four  to  ten,  five  for  each  University, 
and  assigning  to  each  Scholar  an  annual  stipend  of  £50  for 
seven  years  from  his  election.  Subsequently,  the  rents  of 
the  estate  having  improved,  the  stipends  were  increased 
to  £75,  And  by  a  Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to- 
gether with  a  Statute  of  the  University  approved  by  the 
Queen  in  Council  in  1858,  the  Foundation  for  Oxford,  and 
the  regulations  concerning  it,  are  now  as  follow. 
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The  Scholarships  are  six  in  number,  tei^able  for  three 
years,  with  stipends  of  £80  a-jear  each.  Two  Scholars  are 
elected  every  year  in  Act  Term.  Candidates  must  have 
passed  the  Second  Public  Examination  in  one  School  at 
least,  and  must  not  have  exceeded  the  twenty-fourth  'i  erm 
from  their  matriculation.  The  election  is  made,  after  an 
examination  in  Greek  and  Latin  scholarship,  by  three 
Examiners,  whom  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Kegius  Pro- 
fessors, the  Professors  of  Ancient  History  and  of  Latin,  and 
the  Public  Orator  are  to  appoint,  either  from  among  them- 
selves, or  from  others  who  are  at  least  Masters  of  Arts  or 
Bachelors  of  Civil  Law  or  Medicine.

Radcliffb's  TRAVELLiira  Fellowships. 

Dr.  Badclifie,  the  Founder  of  the  Library  which  bears  his 
name,  bequeathed  to  University  College  an  estate  in  York- 
shire charged  with  the  payment  of  £600  per  annum  to  "  two 
persons,  to  be  chosen  out  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  when 
they  are  Masters  of  Arts  and  entered  on  the  Physic  line, 
'*  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  two  persons  for  the  space 
"  of  ten  years,  and  no  longer,  the  half  of  which  time  at  least 
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*'  they  are  to  travel  in  parts  beyond  sea  for  their  better  im- 
'^  provement;"  and  he  provided  them  with  chambers  in  that 
College.  The  first  two  Fellows  were  elected  in  July,  1715, 
less  than  nine  months  after  the  death  of  the  Founder. 

By  an  Ordinance  of  the  University  Commissioners  under 
the  Act  of  1854»  instead  of  two  Fellowships  with  stipends  of 
£300  a-year  each  for  ten  years,  there  are  now  three  Fellow- 
ships, each  of  the  annual  value  of  £200,  and  tenable  for  three 
years  only.  Candidates  need  not  be  Masters  of  Arts  or 
entered  on  the  Physic  line,  but  they  must  have  passed  all 
the  Examinations  required  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  and  must  either  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class 
in  one  at  least  of  the  Public  Examinations  of  the  Univer- 
sity, or  have  obtained  some  University  Prize  or  Scholar- 
ship open  to  general  competition.  Each  Candidate  must 
declare  that  he  intends  to  graduate  in  Medicine  in  the  Uni. 
versity  of  Oxford  with  the  view  of  engaging  in  the  practice 
of  Medicine,  and  to  travel  abroad  with  a  view  to  his  improve- 
ment in  that  study ;  and  no  one  is  to  be  elected  who  is 
legally  authorized  to  practise  as  a  Physician.  But  in  case 
no  person  willing  to  make  such  a  declaration  shall  offer 
himself  as  a  Candidate,  or  no  person  of  sufficient  merit  for 
election,  the  Fellowship  then  vacant  is  to  be  thrown  open 
to  all  persons  who  have  been  placed  in  the  First  Class 
in  the  School  of  Natural  Science,  whether  authorized  to 
practise  or  not,  and  the  person  then  elected  is  not  to  be 
required  to  make  such  declaration. 

Candidates  are  to  be  exan^ned  in  such  subjects  connected 
with  Medical  Science,  and  by  such  official  persons  in  Oxford^ 
as  the  Electors  shall  appoint. 

The  Electors  are  the  same  as  for  Badcliffe's  Librarian. 

A  Fellow  forfeits  his  Fellowship  by  spending  more  than 
eighteen  months  within  the  United  Eongdom.

These  have  their  endowment  from  the  same  Founder 
as  the  Professorship  of  Common  Law.  Their  number,  and 
the  amount  of  the  stipends  assigned  to  them,  have  been 
changed  from  time  to  time  by  Convocation  according  to  the 
state  of  the  Yinerian  fund,  which  now  amounts  bj  accumu- 
lations to  £18,500  in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities. 
For  many  years  before  1854  there  were  two  Fellows  and 
five  Scholars,  each  elected  for  ten  years,  and  receiving 
stipends,  the  former  of  £50,  the  latter  of  £30,  a-year.  By 
a  Statute  made  in  1853  it  was  enacted  that  in  future  there 
shall  be  only  one  Fellow,  elected  at  first  for  ^Ye  years,  but 
capable  of  being  continued  for  ^ve  more,  with  an  annual 
stipend  of  £100,  and  five  Scholars,  each  elected  for  five 
years,  with  an  annual  stipend  of  £35. 

A  new  Statute,  approved  by  the  Queen  in  Council  in 
IS 67,  suppressed  the  Fellowship,  and  ordained  that  hence- 
forth there  shall  be  three  Scholars,  each  elected  for  three 
years,  with  an  annual  stipend  of  £80.  One  Scholar,  and 
one  only,  is  to  be  elected  every  year  in  Lent  Term.  Candi- 
dates must  be  Members  of  the  University  who  have  com- 
pleted two  years  and  have  not  exceeded  six  years  from  their 
matriculation. 

The  election  is  vested  in  a  board  consisting  of  the  Yice- 
Chancellor,  all  the  Professors  of  Law,  and  the  Public  Ex- 
aminers in  the  School  of  Law  and  Modern  History  ;  who 
are  to  appoint  for  each  election  three  examiners,  in- 
cluding one  at  least  of  themselves.  The  subjects  of  ex- 
amination are  the  Civil  Law,  International  Law,  General 
Jurisprudence,  and  especially  the  Law  of  England  both 
public  and  private. 

Each  Scholar  is  to  satisfy  the  Yice-Chancellor  every  year 
that  he  belongs  to  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court,  or  at  least  that 
he  is  hondfid^  studying  English  Law.

Dean  Ireland's  Soholakships. 

Four  Scholarships  "  for  the  promotion  of  Classical  leamiDg 
"  and  taste'"  were  founded  in  the  year  1825  by  John  Ireland, 
D.D.,  of  Oriel  College,  Dean  of  Westminster,  the  same  mu- 
nificent person  who  became  afterwards  by  his  Will  the 
Founder  of  the  Professorship  of  Exegesis.  He  gave  £4,000  in 
£3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  for  their  endowment. 

One  Scholar,  and  one  only,  is  elected  every  year  in  Lent 
Term.  Candidates  must  be  Undergraduate  Members  of  the 
University  who  have  not  exceeded  the  sixteenth  Term  from 
their  matriculation. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  four  years,  provided  the 
Scholar  keeps  by  residence  two  Terms  in  each  year. 

The  Examiners,  three  in  number,  who  must  be  at  least 
Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors  of  Civil  Law,  are  appointed  for 
each  election  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Foundation,  namely, 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  the  Provost  of  Oriel, 
and  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church.

Elbon  Law  Soholarship. 

In  the  year  1830  the  Subscribers  to  a  Testimonial  in 
honour  of  John,  first  Earl  of  Eldon,  Lord  High  Chancello 
of  Great  Britain  for  twenty-five  years  (1801—1806  and  180^ 
— 1827),  resolved  to  establish  a  Law  Scholarship  with  the 
moneys  contributed,  for  the  purpose  of  *' recording  Lore' 
"  Eldon's  connection  with  the  Profession  of  the  Law,  and

'^  with  the  IJniyersitj  of  which  he  was  so  distinguished  an 
'^ornament,  and,  at  the  same  time,  of  conferring  a  real 
'^benefit,  as  well  as  a  distinction,  upon  meritorious  indi- 
^'viduals,  who  may  have  to  struggle  with  difficulties  in 
^  the  early  part  of  their  professionsJ  career.'* 

The  management  of  the  fund,  including  the  election  of 
the  Scholar,  is  vested  in  fifteen  Trustees,  who  must  be  Sub- 
scribers, or  descendants  of  Subscribers,  and  Protestants. 

Candidates  must  be  ^  Protestants  of  the  Church  of  Eng^- 
"land,  and  Members  of  the  University  of  Oxford,  who, 
having  passed  their  Examination  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts,  have  been  rated  in  the  First  Class  in  one 
"branch  at  least  of  examination*,  or  have  gained  one  of 
"the  Chancellor's  Prizes,  and  who  intend  to  follow  the 
"  Profession  of  the  Law."  In  Bye-Laws  passed  in  1830, 
it  is  ordered  that  all  applications  be  addressed  to  the  Secre- 
tary, and  that  no  application  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  a 
Candidate  to  any  individual  Trustee  be  entertained. 

The  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  three  years,  running  from 
June  4,  Lord  Eldon's  birthday,  provided  the  Scholar  keep 
his  Terms  regularly  at  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court.  By  a  Bye- 
Law  passed  in  1854,  it  is  provided  that  if  the  Scholar  be 
called  to  the  Bar,  or  commence  practice  under  the  Bar,  he 
shall  thereby  vacate  his  Scholarship. 

Should  the  fund  increase  sufficiently  by  accumulations  or 
otherwise,  a  second  Scholarship  is  to  be  established  on  simi- 
lar conditions.

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BoBEN  Scholarships. 

Four  Scholarships  ^  for  proficiency  in  tho  Sanskrit  Lan- 
guage and  Literature"  were  established  by  Decrees  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery  in  1830  and  1860,  in  order  to  carry  into 
effect  the  purpose  of  the  late  Colonel  Boden,  stated  in  the 
article  on  the  Boden  Professorship  of  Sanskrit. 

One  Scholar  is  elected  every  year  in  Lent  Term.  Can- 
didates must  be  Members  of  some  College  or  Hall,  who  have 
not  exceeded  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  their  age. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  four  years  with  an  annual 
stipend  of  £50  payable  half-yearly,  provided  the  Scholar 
retains  his  name  on  the  books  of  some  College  or  Hall,  keeps 
by  statutable  residence  three  Terms  in  each  year,  attends 
Lectures  of  the  Professor,  and  makes  sufficient  proficicDcy  in 
Sanskrit.  Default  in  these  conditions  entails  forfeiture  of  the 
Scholarship,  or  at  the  least  of  some  portion  of  the  stipend. 

The  Electors  are  the  Boden  Professor  of  Sanskrit,  the 
Regius  Professors  of  Divinity,  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  the 
Laudian  and  Lord  Almoner's  Professors  of  Arabic,  and  the 
Professor  of  Latin,  or  any  three  of  them ;  but  they  may 
appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies  to  act  in  their  stead. 

At  first,  until  the  expiration  of  an  annuity  of  £100  given 
by  the  Founder's  will,  there  were  but  two  Scholars.

Mathematical  Scholakshifs. 

Scholarships  *'  for  the  promotion  of  Mathematical  studies" 
were  founded  in  the  year  1831,  a  fund  for  their  endowment 
having  been  raised  by  contributions  from  many  of  the  Col- 
leges and  many  individual  Members  of  the  University. 

At  first  there  were  three,  each  tenable  for  three  years  with 
an  annual  stipend  of  £50,  and  the  Candidates  were  Members 
of  the  University  who  had  passed  the  Examination  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  had  not  exceeded  the  twenty- 
sixth  Term  from  their  matriculation  inclusively,  one  such 
Scholar  being  elected  every  year. 

In  1844  a  change  was  made,  and  a  further  change  in 
1864  ;  and  there  are  now  four  Scholarships,  two  Senior,  and 
two  Junior,  with  stipends  of  £30  a-year  each. 

One  Scholar,  and  one  only,  in  each  of  the  two  classes  is 
elected  every  year  in  Lent  Term.  Candidates  for  the  Senior 
Scholarships  must  be  such  persons  as  were  required  at  first : 
Candidates  for  the  Junior  Scholarships  must  be  Members  of 
the  University  who  have  not  exceeded  eight  Terms  from 
their  matriculation  inclusively. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  two  years,  provided  the 
Scholar  has  his  name  on  the  books  of  some  College  or  Hall, 
and,  in  the  case  of  a  Junior  Scholar,  that  he  continues  to 
attend  to  Mathematical  studies.  The  Senior  Scholar  elected 
each  year  is  to  receive,  for  one  year  only,  over  and  above  his 
proper  stipend,  the  dividends  of  that  moiety  of  Dr.  John- 
son's fund  which  has  hitherto  been  assigned  to  his  Mathe- 
matical Scholar,  and  is  to  be  called  the  ''  Johnson  University 
"  Scholar."    These  dividends  amount  to  about  £20  a-year. 

The  Examiners,  three  in  number,  who  must  be  at  least 
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Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors  of  Medicine  or  Giyil  Law, 
are  appointed  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Foundation,  namely, 
the  Vice-chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  and  the  Professors 
of  Geometry,  Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Experi- 
mental Philosophy.

Kennicott  Scholarships. 

Two  Scholarships  for  the  promotion  of  the  study  of  He- 
brew were  founded  by  the  will  of  Anne  Kennicott,  widow  of 
the  celebrated  Hebraist,  Benjamin  Kennicott,  D.D.,  Canon 
of  Christ  Church.  The  Foundress  died  in  1830,  and  the 
property  which  she  bequeathed  for  the  endowment  produced 
in  1831  the  sum  of  £4,800  in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated 
Annuities.     Begulations  were  made  by  Convocation  in  1831, 
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according  to  which  only  one  Scholar  was  to  be  elected  in  a 
year ;  candidates  were  to  be  Bachelors  of  Arts  of  some  College 
or  Hall  in  the  University,  who,  at  the  time  when  a  vacancy 
occurred,  had  not  exceeded  one  year  from  the  taking  of  that 
degree;  and  each  Scholarship  was  tenable  for  four  years 
under  certain  conditions  of  residence  and  exercises. 

But,  by  a  Statute  which  the  University  was  specially 
empowered  to  make  in  1863,  there  is  now  but  one  Scholar- 
ship ;  and  this  is  tenable  for  one  year  only,  during  which 
the  Scholar  is  to  reside  for  seven  weeks  in  Michaelmas  Term, 
seven  in  Lent  Term,  and  seven  in  Easter  and  Act  Terms 
jointly.  The  election  takes  place  in  Act  Term.  Candidates 
must  have  passed  the  Examinations  for  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  ArtH,  and  must  not,  on  the  day  of  election,  have  ex- 
ceeded twenty-eight  terms  from  their  matriculation. 

The  Scholar  is  elected  by  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  two  other  Members  of  the  University  not  under  the 
degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  who  are  nominated  by  the  Vice- 
Ohancellor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation.

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PnsEY  AND  Ellertoh  Scholarships. 

Three  Scholarships  for  "  the  promotion  of  sound  Theology 
"  through  a  solid  and  critical  knowledge  of  Hebrew"  were 
founded  in  the  year  1832  by  Philip  Pusey,  Esq.,  of  Pusey  in 
Berkshire,  Edward  Bouverie  Pusey,  D.D.,  Regius  Professor 
of  Hebrew,  and  Edward  EUerton,  D.D.,  Fellow  of  Magdalen 
College.  The  endowment  now  produces  a  stipend  of  £50 
a-year  for  each  Scholar. 

One  Scholar,  and  one  only,  is  elected  every  year  in  Act 
Term.  Candidates  must  be  Members  of  the  University  under 
the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law,  or,  if 
of  either  of  those  degrees,  not  above  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  three  years,  provided  that 
in  the  first  two  years  the  Scholar  resides  seven  weeks  in  each 
Michaelmas  and  Lent  Term,  and  seven  weeks  in  the  Easter 
and  Act  Terms  of  one  of  the  two  years,  and  that  during 
such  residence  he  pursues  his  studies  under  direction  of  the 
Professor  of  Hebrew.  In  certain  cases  the  Trustees  of  the 
Foundation  may  dispense  with  part  of  this  residence. 

The  Electors  are  the  Regius  Professors  of  Divinity  and 
Hebrew  and  the  Lord  Almoner's  Professor  oT  Arabic ;  or,  in 
default  of  these,  the  Trustees  appoint  Electors. 

The  Trustees  are  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  President  of 
Magdalen  College,  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Warden 
of  Wadham  College,  the  Regius  Professors  of  Divinity  and 
Hebrew,  and  the  Lord  Almoner's  Professor  of  Arabic.

Johnson's  Scholarships. 

Two  Scholarships,  ^'one  for  the  greatest  attainment  in 
**  Theology,  and  the  other  in  Mathematics/*  were  founded  by 
John  Johnson,  D.D.,  sometime  Fellow  of  Magdalen  College, 
who  bequeathed  to  the  University  the  sum  of  £1,200  for 
their  endowment,  directing  that  the  money  should  be  in- 
vested in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities,  and  that  the 
dividends  thereof  should  be  applied  '4n  the  purchase  of 
"  books  on  Theology  and  Classical  Literature,"  and  no  part 
given  in  money.  The  bequest  was  accepted  by  Convocation 
in  February  1833.  £ach  Scholarship  was  made  tenable  for 
two  years.  Candidates  were  required  to  have  passed  the 
Examination  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  not  to 
have  completed  the  fifth  year  from  their  matriculatioa. 
But,  by  Statutes  which  the  University  was  specially  em- 
powered to  make  in  1863,  one  moiety  of  the  endowment 
was  united  with  Mrs.  Denyer's  fund  to  maintain  the  three 
Theological  Scholarships  described  in  the  next  article,  and 
the  proceeds  of  the  other  moiety  are  to  be  given  annually 
in  money  to  the  Senior  Mathematical  Scholar  of  the  year, 
who  is  to  be  called  the  "  Johnson  University  Scholar." 
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The  Examination  took  place  in  Easter  Term.  The  Ex- 
aminers, three  in  number,  who  were  obliged  to  be  at  least 
Masters  of  Arts  or  Bachelors  of  Civil  Law,  were  appointed 
by  the  Presidents  of  Magdalen  and  Trinity  Colleges,  the 
Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Warden  of  New  College,  and 
the  Provost  of  Queen's  College.

Denter  and  Johnson  Scholarships. 

In  the  year  1863,  by  a  Statute  which  the  University  was 
specially  empowered  to  make,  three  Scholarships  for  the 
promotion  of  the  study  of  Theology  were  established  in  lieu 
of  Dr.  Johnson's  Theological  Scholarship  described  in  the 

N 
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last  article  and  of  Mrs.  Denyer's  Prizes  for  two  Theological 
Essays  described  at  page  202,  and  the  joint  revenue  of  those 
two  foundations,  amounting  now  to  about  ^120,  was  ap- 
pointed for  their  endowment.  The  Scholars  are  elected 
in  the  following  way. 

Any  Bachelor  of  Arts,  who  has  not  exceeded  twenty-seven 
terms  from  his  matriculation,  may  present  himself  for  an 
Examination  in  Divinity,  which  is  holden  every  year  in 
Lent  Term.  The  Examiners,  three  in  number,  must  be 
Members  of  Convocation  in  Priest's  Orders,  one  appointed 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proctors,  one  by  the  five  Pro- 
fessors of  Divinity  and  the  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  and 
one  by  the  Presidents  of  Magdalen  and  Trinity  Colleges, 
the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Warden  of  New  College, 
and  the  Provost  of  Queen's  College. 

The  subjects  of  the  Examination  are  the  Holy  Scrip, 
tures.  Dogmatic  and  Symbolic  Theology,  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, the  Evidences  of  fleligion,  and  Pastoral  Theology, 
comprising  the  history  of  Liturgies,  or  at  least  the  history 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Creditable  knowledge  of 
the  Hebrew  Text,  of  the  Septuagint  Version,  of  the  writings 
of  the  Fathers,  or  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  will  have  great 
weight. 

The  names  of  all  who  pass  the  Examination  are  published 
in  alphabetical  order;  and  the  Scholarships  are  awarded 
to  the  three  best  of  the  Candidates.

Hebtfobd  Scholarship. 

On  the  dissolution  of  Hertford  College,  consequent  upon 
tlie  death  of  its  last  Principal  in  1805,  part  of  its  property 
fell  to  the  Crown  ;  and  in  1818  Letters  Patent  passed  the 
Great  Seal,  granting  some  of  this  to  the  use  of  Magdalen 
Hall,  but  giving  one  portion,  about  £1,100  in  £3  per  cent. 
Govemment  Annuities,  to  the  University  upon  trust  to  pay 
the  dividends,  after  the  death  of  the  Bev.  Richard  Hewitt, 
M.A.,  the  only  remaining  Fellow  of  the  College,  to  an  Un- 
dergraduate chosen  '^by  free  competition  and  public  ex- 
amination" according  to  such  Statutes  as  should  be  made 
by  Convocation.  Accordingly  a  Scholarship  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  Study  of  Latin  was  established  by  Statute 
in  1834. 

The  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  one  year  only.  The  elec- 
tion takes  place  in  Lent  Terln.  Candidates  must  not  have 
completed  two  years  from  their  matrictilation.

Taylor  Soholabships. 

In  furtherance  of  the  object  of  Sir  Robert  Taylor,  as  stated 
in  the  Article  on  the  "Taylor  Institution,"  four  Scholar- 
ships for  proficiency  in  Modem  Languages  were  established 
in  the  year  1857.  They  were  tenable  for  two  years.  Two 
Scholars  were  elected  every  year,  one  for  proficiency  in  Ger- 
man and  in  some  other  language  taught  in  the  Institution, 
the  other  for  proficiency  in  French  and  in  some  other  lan- 
guage taught  there.  Each  received  £25  a-year  from  the 
Taylor  Fund.  Candidates  were  not  to  have  exceeded  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years  at  the  time  of  the  election.  A  new 
Statute,  made  in  1869,  directs  that  one  Scholarship  worth 
£50  and  one  Exhibition  worth  £25,  each  tenable  for  one 
year,  shall  be  awarded  annually  for  proficiency  in  one  or 
more  q{  the  languages  taught  in  the  Institution  (a  year's 
notice  thereof  having  been  given),  in  Comparative  Philo- 
logy as  applied  to  the  same,  and  in  the  literature  of  the 
selected  language  or  languages. 

Candidates  must  not  have  exceeded  the  twenty-third  term 
from  their  Matriculation.

BUBDETT-COUTTS   ScHOLABSHIPS. 

In  the  year  1860  Miss  Burdett-Coutts,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  the  late  Sir  Francis  Burdett,  Baronet,  having 
presented  to  the  University  "the  Pengelly  Collection"  of 
Devonshire  Fossils,  proceeded  to  found  two  Scholarships  for 
the  promotion  of  "  the  study  of  Geology  and  of  Natural 
"  Science  as  bearing  on  Geology,"  and  gave  £5,000  in  £3 
per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  for  their  endowment. 

Each  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  two  years.  One  Scholar, 
and  one  only,  is  elected  every  year  in  Lent  Term.  Candidates 
must  have  passed  all  necessary  Examinations  for  the  degree 
of  B.A.,  and  not  have  exceeded  the  twenty-seventh  term 
firom  their  matriculation. 

The  Examiners  are  the  Professor  of  Geology  and  two 
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Other  Members  of  the  University,  of  whom  one  must  be 
a  Professor  ;  the  two  latter  being  nominated,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  Convocation,  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Foundation, 
who  are  the  Yice^Ohancellor,  the  President  of  Magdalen 
College,  and  the  Begins  Professor  of  Medicine.

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The  Subjects  for  all  Prize  Compositions  are  given  out  by 
the  yice-Chancellor,  generally  about  Midsummer  in  each 
year ;  and  at  the  same  time  the  several  days  are  stated  by 
which  the  respective  Compositions  are  to  be  sent  in  to  the 
Begistrar.  Each  writer  is  required  to  send  in  his  Compo- 
sition under  a  sealed  cover,  and  to  conceal  his  name,  dis- 
tinguishing his  Composition  by  what  motto  he  pleases,  and 
sending  at  the  same  time  his  name  under  another  sealed 
cover  with  the  same  motto  written  on  the  outside. 

Such  portions  of  the  successful  Compositions  for  the  Chan- 
cellor's, the  Newdigate,  the  Arnold,  the  Stanhope,  and  the 
two  Gaisford  Prizes,  as  the  Public  Orator  and  the  Professor 
of  Poetry  appoint,  are  read  each  year  in  the  Theatre  at  the 
Commemoration  of  Founders  and  Benefactors. 

All  unsuccessful  Compositions  are  left  with  the  Registrar, 
and  may  be  received  from  him  at  his  Office  within  the 
space  of  one  year.

The  Earl  of  Lichfield,  who  was  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity during  1762 — 1772,  began  the  practice,  since  followed 
by  his  successors,  of  giving  two  annual  Prizes  of  £20  each 
for  Composition  in  Latin  Verse  and  in  English  Prose  ;  and 
Lord  Grenville,  after  his  election  to  the  same  office  in  1809, 
added  a  third  Prize  of  the  same  value  for  Composition  in 
Latin  Prose,  which  has  likewise  been  continued  by  the 
munificence  of  the  succeeding  Chancellors. 

The  Prize  for  Latin  Verse  is  confined  to  those  Members  of 
the  University  who  have  not  exceeded  four  years  from  their 
Matriculation  ;  the  other  two  Prizes  to  those  who  have  ex- 
ceeded four  years  but  have  not  completed  seven. 

The  Judges  by  whom  all  these  Prizes  were  awarded  were 
originally  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  two  Proctors,  the  Public 
Orator,  and  the  Professor  of  Poetry.  The  Judges  of  Latin 
Verse  and  Latin  Essays  are  now  the  Public  Orator,  the  Pro- 
fessor of  Latin,  and  three  Members  of  Convocation  nominated

SIR   KOOER   NEWDIGATe's    PRIZE. 

Prizes  for  Compositions  in  English  Terse  were  occasionally 
given  many  years  ago  by  benefactors  whose  names  were  not 
proclaimed  at  the  time  and  are  not  known  now.  Among 
others,  iSir  RQger  Newdigate,  Bart.,  of  Arbury  in  Warwick- 
shire, B.C.L.,  of  University  College,  sometime  Burgess  for 
the  University,  who  died  at  a  very  advanced  age  in  1806, 
gave  in  the  last  year  of  his  life  a  Prize  for  '*  a  copy  of  Eng. 
lish  Verse  of  fifty  lines  and  no  more  in  recommendation 
of  the  study  of  the  Ancient  Qreek  and  B.oman  remains  of 
Architecture,  Sculpture,  and  Painting  ;^*  and  by  his  will  he 
bequeathed  the  sum  of  £1,000,  (by  which,  when  invested 
with  accumulations,  the  sum  of  about  £1,550  in  £3  per 
cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  was  purchased,)  directing  that 
£21  out  of  the  dividends  should  be  paid  annually  as  a  Prize 
for  a  similar  poem,  and  that  thei  surplus  should  help  to  form 
a  fund  for  the  improvement  of  the  Master's  Lodgings  at 
University  College.  After  the  very  inconvenient  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  Founder  had  been  endured  for  seventeen 
years,  1810 — 1826,  they  were  removed  with  the  consent  of 
his  heir  and  representative  *,  and  from  that  tim«  there  has 
been  no  precise  limitation  either  of  the  length  of  the  Poems 
or  of  the  range  of  the  Subjects. 

The  Prize,  like  the  Chancellor's  Prize  for  LatizT  Terse,  is 
confined  to  those  Members  of  the  University  who  have  not 
exceeded  four  years  from  their  Matriculation. 

The  judges  are  the  Public  Orator,  the  Professor  of  Poetry, 
and  three  Members  of  Convocation  appointed  by  the  Vice- 
chancellor  and  the  Proctors.

In  the  year  1825  Edward  Ellerton,  D.D.,  Fellow  of  Mag- 
dalen College,  in  order  to  encourage  theological  learning, 
founded  an  annual  Prize  of  £21,  (which  he  secured  upon 
an  estate  at  Horspath  in  Oxfordshire,)  for  an  English  Essay 
**  on  some  doctrine  or  duty  of  the  Christian  Religion,"  or 
"  on  some  of  the  points  on  which  we  differ  from  the  Romish 
Church,"  or  "  on  any  other  subject  of  Theology  which  shall 
be  deemed  meet  and  useful." 

The  Prize  is  open  to  all  members  of  the  Umversity  who 
have  passed  the  Examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  and 
who  have  commenced  the  sixteenth  Term  from  their  Matri- 
'culation  for  the  space  of  eight  weeks  previously  to  the  day 
appointed  for  sending  In  the  Essays,  and  have  not  exceeded 
the  twenty-eighth  Term  from  their  Matriculation  on  the 
day  on  which  the  Subject  of  the  Essay  is  proposed.  The 
Subject  is  to  be  given  out  in  Act  Term  before  the  Comme- 
moration, and  the  Essays  are  to  be  sent  in  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  Easter  Term. 

The  successful  Essay  is  read  in  the  Divinity  School  on 
some  day  appointea  by  the  Yice-Ohancellor  in  the  week 
before  the  Commemoration. 

The  Judges,  who  both  appoint  the  Subject  and  award 
the  Prize,  are  the  President  of  Magdalen  College  and  the 
Regius  and  Margaret  Professors  of  Divinity.  In  case  the 
President  should  be  a  layman  the  Master  of  University  is 
to  act  in  his  stead.

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dennis  Denyer,  of  Chelsea,  widow,  who 
died  in  1824,  bequeathed  to  the  University  the  sum  of 
£2,000  in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  in  order  to 
found  two  annual  Prizes  of  £30  each  for  Sermons  to  be 
preached  upon  certain  subjects,  which  were  stated  in  her 
Will  and  arranged  for  a  cycle  of  five  years.  But,  as  some  of 
the  conditions  were  inconsistent  with  the  Statutes,  the  IJni- 
Tersity  declined  to  accept  the  legacy ;  which  then  escheated 
to  the  Crown.  Upon  this  a  memorial  was  presented  on  the 
part  of  the  University;  and  on  February  6,  1835,  King 
William  IV,  by  Royal  Warrant  under  his  Sign  Manual 
granted  the  bequeathed  stock  together  with  accumulations 
of  interest  to  the  University,  directing  that  the  dividends 
should  be  annually  paid  in  equal  moieties  as  Prizes  for  two 
Theological  Essays  on  subjects  named  in  Mrs.  Denyer's  Will. 

The  Prizes  were  confined  to  Members  of  the  University,  in 
Deacon's  Orders  at  least,  who  on  the  day  appointed  for 
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sending  in  the  Essays  had  entered  on  the  eighth  and  not 
exceeded  the  tenth  year  from  their  Matriculation.  But,  by 
a  Statute  which  the  University  was  specially  empowered 
to  make  in  1863,  the  Essays  were  discontinued,  and  the 
endowment,  then  amounting  to  £3,000  stock,  was  assigned 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  three  "Denyer  and  Johnson 
Scholarships"  described  at  page  177.  The  successful  Essays

Enqlish  Poem  on  a  Sacbed  Subject. 

In  January  1848  the  University  received  the  sum  of 
£1,000,  given  by  an  unknown  benefactor  through  the  hands 
of  the  late  John  Antony  Cramer,  D.D.,  Dean  of  Carlisle, 
sometime  Principal  of  New  Inn  Hall,  to  found  a  Prize,  to  be 
awarded  once  in  every  three  years,  for  an  English  Poem  on 
a  Sacred  Subject,  consisting  of  not  less  than  sixty  nor  more 
than  three  hundred  lines. 

The  Prize  is  open  to  all  Members  of  the  University  who, 
at  the  time  the  subject  is  announced,  have  passed  the  Ex- 
aminations for  the  degree  of  B.A.  The  Compositions  are  to 
be  sent  in  by  the  1st  of  December ;  and  on  the  1st  of  June 
following  the  Prize  is  to  be  adjudged,  and  the  Subject  for 
the  next  Poem  is  to  be  announced,  and  the  kind  of  Poem 
prescribed.  The  successful  Poem  is  not  recited,  but  the 
Author  is  required  to  send  printed  copies  to  the  Chancellor, 
the  Heads  of  Colleges  and  Halls,  the  Proctors,  the  Judges  of 
the  Compositions,  the  Professors,  and  the  Bodleian  Library. 

The  Judges,  who  also  appoint  the  Subject  for  the  next 
Poem,  are  the  Professor  of  Poetry,  the  Public  Orator,  and 
a  third  person  chosen  by  them,  who  must  be  at  least  either 
a  Master  of  Arts  or  a  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  or  of  Medicine.

In  May  1850  the  University  accepted  the  sum  of  £1,816 
68.  Id.  in  the  New  £3^  per  cent,  (now  New  £3  per  cent.) 
Annuities,  (being  the  moiety  of  a  fund  raised  by  voluntary 
subscription  in  memory  of  the  late  Thomas  Arnold,  D.D., 
Begins  Professor  of  Modem  History,  and  Master  of  Rugby 
School,  of  which  the  other  moiety  had  been  expended  in  the 
erection  of  a  new  Library  at  Rugby  School,)  in  order  to 
found  an  annual  Prize  of  £42,  under  the  name  of  '^  The 
Arnold  Prize,"  for  "the  encouragement  of  the  study  of 
History,  Ancient  and  Modern."  This  Prize  is  awarded  every 
year  in  Lent  Term  to  an  Essay  on  some  Subject  of  Ancient 
or  Modem  History  alternately,  announced  in  the  Lent  Term 
preceding. 

The  Piize  is  open  to  all  Graduates  of  the  University  who, 
on  the  day  appointed  for  sending  in  the  Compositions,  have 
not  exceeded  the  eighth  year  from  their  Matriculation. 

The  Judges,  who  both  appoint  the  Subject  and  award 
the  Prize,  are  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modern  History,  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  the  Camden 
Professor  of  Ancient  History.

In  1855  the  Earl  Stanhope  founded  an  annual  Prize  of 
j£20,  to  be  given  in  books,  for  an  Essay  on  some  point  of 
Modem  History,  Foreign  or  English,  within  the  period  1300 — 
1815  ;  in  judging  of  which  "  the  merit  of  the  style"  is  to  be 
considered  *'  no  less  than  the  clearness  of  the  reasoning  and 
the  accuracy  of  the  facts."

In  1856  the  University  accepted  the  sum  of  ahout  £1,200, 
which  had  been  raised  by  voluntary  subscription,  as  a  founda- 
tion for  two  annual  Prizes  in  memory  of  the  late  Thomas 
Gaisford,  D.D.,  Bean  of  Christ  Church,  and  Regius. Professor 
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of  Greek,  to  be  awarded  for  Composition  in  Greek  Yerse  and 
Prose.  The  Verse  Prize  is  to  be  given  for  a  translation  into 
any  of  the  metres  commonly  used  in  dialogue  by  the  Tragic 
or  Comic  Poets,  or  for  a  copy  of  yerses,  either  original  or 
translated,  in  heroic  or  elegiac  metre ;  the  Prose  Prize  either 
for  an  original  composition  or  a  translation.  The  money  was 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  £1,237  16s.  lOd.  New  £3  per 
cent.  Annuities,  and  the  dividendfl  are  paid  in  equal  moieties 
to  the  two  successful  Candidates. 

The  Prizes  are  open  to  all  Undergraduates  who,  on  the 
first  Saturday  of  fiaster  Term,  by  which  day  the  Compositions 
must  be  sent  in,  have  commenced  residence  and  not  com- 
pleted the  seventeenth  Term  from  their  Matriculation. 

The  Judges  are  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church,  the  Regius 
Professor  of  Greek,  and  one  other  Member  of  Convocation 
nominated  annually  by  the  yice-Ohancellor.  After  adjudging 
the  Prizes  of  one  year,  they  are  to  announce  the  Subjects  and 
Metre  for  the  next.

In  1862  the  University  accepted  the  sum  of  ;fi310,  wh!ch 
had  been  raised  by  voluntary  subscription,  as  a  foundation 
for  a  Prize  in  memory  of  the  late  Manuel  John  Johnson, 
M.A.,  of  Magdalen  Hall,  and  Badcliffe  Observer,  and  in 
encouragement  of  the  study  of  Astronomy  and  Meteorology. 
The  money  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  £Z38  Ss.  Od. 
Reduced  ^3  per  cent.  Annuities. 

The  Prize  is  to  be  offered  once  in  every  four  years  for 
an  Essay  on  some  Astronomical  or  Meteorological  subject ; 
not  less  than  two  years*  notice  being  given  of  the  subject 
proposed.  It  is  open  to  all  Members  of  the  University  ; 
and  consists  of  a  Gold  Medal  of  the  value  of  Ten  Guiueap, 
together  with  the  surplus  dividends  on  the  stock.  The 
Compositions  are  to  be  sent  in  by  the  Slst  day  of  March 
in  the  year  appointed. 

The  Judges,  (not  fewer  than  three  in  number,  and  not 
below  the  degree  of  B.M.,  B.C.L.,  or  M.A.,)  are  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  Foundation,  namely,  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
the  Savilian  Professors  of  Geometry  and  Astronomy,  the 
Sedleian  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy,  the  Professor  of 
Experimental  Philosophy,  and  the  Badcliffe  Observer.

£3,000  in  £3  per  cent.  Consolidated  Annuities  from  the 
Rev.  John  Hall,  B.D.,  of  St.  Edmund  Hall,  Honorary  Canon 
of  Bristol  Cathedral,  and  Rector  of  St.  Werburgh  in  that, 
city,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Houghton,  M.A.,  of  Pembroke 
College,  as  a  fund  for  three  Prizes  to  be  offered  annually 
in  encouragement  of  the  study  of  the  Greek  Testament  and 
of  the  Septuagint  Version  of  the  Hebrew  Scriptures.  In 
1870  the  University  accepted  the  further  sum  of  £1,500 
from  the  same  persons  for  the  founding  of  an  additional 
Prize,  and  for  cognate  purposes. 

The  regulations  now  stand  as  follows : — 

Two  of  the  Prizes,  one  of  £20  and  one  of  £30,  are  called 
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the  ''  Canon  Hall  Greek  Testament  Prizes ;"  and  two,  one 
of  £25  and  one  of  £15,  are  called  the  ^  Hall-Houghton 
Septuagint  Prizes." 

The  examination  for  the  £20  Prize  is  in  the  Qospels  and 
the  Acts  of  the  Apostles,  in  respect  of  translation,  criticism, 
and  interpretation.  The  Examination  for  the  £30  Prize 
is  in  the  Scriptures  of  the  New  Testament,  in  respect  of 
translation,  criticism,  interpretation,  inspiration,  and  autho- 
rity. The  examination  for  the  £25  Prize  is  in  the  Sep- 
tuagint version,  in  respect  of  its  relation  both  to  the  Hebrew 
Scriptures  and  to  the  Greek  of  the  New  Testament ;  and 
that  for  the  £15  Prize  in  such  book  or  books  of  the  Septua- 
gint as  ihe  Trustees  shall  appoint. 

Candidates  for  the  £15  and  £20  Prizes  must  be  of  not 
more  than  eighteen  Terms  standing.  Candidates  for  the 
other  two  Prizes  must  have  completed  their  eighteenth 
Term,  and  have  passed  the  Examinations  for  the  degree 
of  B.A.,  but  must  not  be  of  more  than  twenty-eight  Terms 
standing. 

In  addition  to  the  Prizes,  the  proceeds  of  £500  stock  are 
to  be  given  annually  in  presents  of  money  or  books  to  de- 
serving candidates. 

The  Examiners,  three  in  number,  who  must  be  Masters 
of  Arts  or  Graduates  in  Divinity,  are  appointed  annually 
in  Michaelmas  Term  by  the  Trustees  of  the  fund,  namely, 
the  Yice-Chancellor,  the  Regius  and  the  Margaret  Profes- 
sors of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Professors  of  Hebrew,  Pastoral 
Theology,  and  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  Dean  Ireland's 
Professor  of  the  Exegesis  of  Holy  Scripture,  and  the  Grin- 
field  Lecturer  in  the  Septuagint. 

In  1869,  before  any  income  had  accrued  from  the  fund, 
the  munificent  Founders  gave  the  money  requisite  for  the 
Prizes.

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Marquis  of  Lothian's  Histobical  Prize  Essay. 

In  1870  the  University  accepted  from  the  Marquis  of 
Lothian  an  annuity  or  perpetual  yearly  rent-charge  uponf 
trust  to  apply  the  same  in  the  foundation  of  an  annual 
prize  of  £40  for  the  best  Essay  on  any  point  of  Foreign 
History,  whether  secular  or  ecclesiastical,  in  the  period  be- 
tween the  dethronement  of  fiomulus  Augustulus  and  the 
death  of  Frederick  the  Great. 

The  Prize  is  to  be  open  to  all  Members  of  the  Uniyersity 
'  who,  at  the  time  of  sending  in  their  composition,  shall  not 
have  exceeded  the  twenty-seventh  Term  from  their  Matri- 
culation. 

The  Judges  are  to  be  the  yice-Chancellor,  the  Dean  of 
Christ  Church,  and  the  Regius  Professor  of  Modem  History, 
each  of  whom,  however,  has  power  to  appoint  a  substitute. 

In  the  event  of  the  Dean  of  Christ  Church  being  Vice- 
chancellor,  a  third  judge  is  to  be  nominated  by  hun  and 
the  Regius  Professor  of  Modem  History. 

The  subject  for  each  year  is  to  be  decided  by  the  judges, 
who  also  have  power  to  give  the  Prize  either  in  money  or 
in  books,  at  their  discretion. 

Prize  Essay  on  Iktbrnational  Law. 

A  Prize  has  been  offered  to  the  University  for  the  best 
Essay  on  a  subject  connected  with  Intemational  Law. 

Essays  are  to  be  sent  to  the  Chichele  Professor  of  Liter- 
national  Law  and  Diplomacy.  The  competition  is  open  to 
all  Members  of  the  University  who  have  not,  on  the  day  ap- 
pointed for  sending  in  the  Essay,  exceeded  six  years  from 
their  Matricidation.

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There  are  four  Terms  for  academical  exercises  in  each 
year,  but  for  many  Professors*  Lectures  and  some  other 
purposes  the  third  and  fourth  together  count  as  only  one. 

1.  Michaelmas  Term  begins  on  the  10th  of  October,  and 
ends  on  the  17th  of  December. 

2.  Hilary  (or  Lent)  Term  begins  on  the  14th  of  January, 
and  ends  on  the  day  before  Pahn-Sunday. 

3.  Easter  Term  begins  on  the  Wednesday  after  Easter 
Day,  and  ends  on  the  Friday  before  Whit-Sunday. 

4.  Trinity  (or  Act)  Term  begins  on  the  day  before 
Whit-Sunday,  and  usually  ends  on  the  Saturday  after  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July,  but  may  be  continued  beyond  that 
day  by  Congregation. 

If  the  day  fixed  for  the  beginning  or  end  of  any  Term 
happen  to  be  a  festival,  the  beginning  or  end  of  such  Term 
is  deferred  till  the  day  after,  except  only  that  Easter  Term 
in  such  case  ends  the  day  before. 

FvJIl  Term  begins  on  the  Sunday  after  the  first  Con- 
gregation, that  is,  on  the  Sunday  after  the  first  day  of  Term. 

Michaelmas  and  Hilary  Terms  are  kept  by  six  weeks* 
residence  in  each,  Easter  and  Trinity  Terms  either  by  three 
weeks'  in  each,  or  by  forty-eight  days'  residence  in  the  two 
Terms  jointly.

to 
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DEGREES. 

The  Deobees  conferred  by  the  University  upon  Students 
are  those  of  Bachelor  and  Master  in  Arts,  and  of  Bachelor 
and  Doctor  in  Music,  and  in  the  three  superior  faculties  of 
Civil  Law,  Medicine,  and  Divinity. 

Sometimes,  but  verv  rarely,  degrees  are  granted  out  of 
the  ordinary  course,  by  Decree  op  Convocation,  or  by 
Diploma,  to  persons  who  have  not,  as  well  as  to  persons 
who  have,  been  previously  Members  of  the  University ;  and 
less  rarely  they  are  given  honoris  causa  without  the  full 
rights  which  ordinarily  belong  to  them. 

The  conditions  required  for  degrees  in  the  ordinary  course, 
yet  not  for  cUl  alike,  are  Residence,  Time  or  Standing 
(as  it  is  conunonly  called),  Examination  or  Exercises, 
and,  at  the  time  of  taking  a  degree,  certain  Declarations 
and  payment  of  Fees,  besides  the  Grace  or  consent  of  the 
Candidate's  College  or  Hall  and  of  Congregation,  which 
depend  upon  his  conduct  and  character.  Of  these  con- 
ditions, the  Fees  have  been  stated  in  the  preceding  article, 
and  the  following  articles  will  explain  the  rest. 

Residence  for  DsaRBSS.' 

Twelve  Terms  of  Residence  are  required  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  and  for  the  position  of  Student  of  Civil 
Law  or  of  Medicine.  No  further  residence  is  necessary  for 
any  degree. 

A  Student  matriculated  early  in  any  Term  may  keep  that 
Term  by  residence  ;  and,  when '  he  has  completed  the  resi- 
dence necessary  for  keeping  his  twelfth  Term,  he  may  be 
admitted  B.A.,  S.C.L.,  or  S.M.  in  that  twelfth  Term,  pro- 
vided he  has  passed  all  his  Examinations.  So  that  a  Stugent* 
matriculated,  for  example,  in  October,  186^,  in  which  case 
he  can  pass  his  final  Examinations  in  his  eleventh  and 
twelfth  Tenns,  may  become  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  June  or 
July,  1872. 

Time  required  for  Degrees. 

In  Arts, 

1.  For  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  twelve  Terms  are 
required,  which  must  be  Terms  of  residence. 
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2.  A  Bachelor  of  Arts  can  proceed  to  the  degree  of  Master 
in  the  twenty-seventh  Term  from  his  Matriculation,  pro- 
vided he  has  had  his  name  on  the  Books  of  some  College 
or  Hall  for  a  period  of  twenty-six  Terms. 


In  Mutic. 

1.  No  residence  or  Academical  standing  is  required  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Music. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Music  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  must  produce  a  certificate,  signed  by  two  or  more 
trustworthy  persons,  that  he  has  been  studying  or  practising 
Music,  whether  at  Oxford  or  elsewhere,  for  five  years  from 
his  admission  to  his  present  degree. 


In  Civil  Law. 

For  the  position  of  Student  of  Civil  Law  twelve  Term^ 
are  required,  which  must  be  Terms  of  residence. 

1.  A  Student  of  Civil  Law,  or  a  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil 
Law  in  the  twenty-seventh  Term,  (or,  if  the  Statutes  of 
his  College  require  it,  in  the  twenty-third,)  from  his 
Matriculation. 

A  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts  in  the  twenty-seventh  Term  from  his 
Matriculation,  and  yet  retain  his  former  degree. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  at  the  end  of  five  years  from  his  admission  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor. 

In  Medicine, 

For  the  position  of  Student  of  Medicine  twelve  Terms 
are  required,  which  must  be  Terms  of  residence. 

1.  A  Student  of  Medicine,  or  a  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  or  a  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law,  may  be  admitted  to'  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Medicine  in  the  twenty-eighth  Term 
from  his  Matriculation. 

A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  and  yet  retain  his  former  degree. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  his  admission  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor. 
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In  Divinity. 

1.  A  Master  of  Arts  may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  his 
admission  to  Regency. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Divinity  may  proceed  to  the  degree  of 
Doctor  at  the  end  of  four  years  from  his  admission  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor. 


Examinations  and  Exeboises  fob  DsaBEES. 

This  article  attempts  to  give  a  faithful  representation  of 
the  requirements  actually  made  by  the  Statutes  of  the 
University.  In  the  Oxford  Calendar  further  information 
concerning  the  particular  books  and  subjects  commonly 
taken  up  by  Students  in  the  several  Schools  is  supplied 
in  notes ;  but,  as  those  statements  are  based  upon  usage 
only,  and  are  liable  to  change,  it  has  been  thought  better 
to  omit  them  in  this  volume. 


In  Arts. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.A.  are  required  to  pass 
three  distinct  examinations,  1.  Responsions  before  the 
Masters  op  the  Schools,  2.  the  First  Public  Examina- 
tion before  the  Moderators,  3.  the  Second  Pdblic  Ex- 
amination before  the  Public  Examiners.  For  this  last 
there  are  ^y^  Schools,  called  the  Schools  of  Literce  Humani- 
orea,  Scientioe  Mathematicoe  et  PhysiccBy  Scieivtia  Naturalis, 
Juri^rudentia  et  Hiatoria  Moderna,  and  S.  Theologia, 

1.  Responsions.  There  are  four  Masters  of  the  Schools, 
who  are  nominated  yearly  in  Convocation,  two  on  the  first 
day  of  Act  Term  by  the  two  Proctors  severally,  and  two  on 
the  first  day  of  Michaelmas  Term  by  the  Vice-chancellor. 
They  must  be  Masters  of  Arts  who  have  been  admitted  to 
Regency.  No  Pro-Proctor  can  hold  the  office.  No  one 
who  has  held  it  for  two  years  together  can  be  nominated 
again  till  after  a  year's  interval,  and  no  Master  of  the 
Schools  can  be  either  a  Moderator  or  a  Public  Examiner 
at  the  same  time.    The  stipend  for  each  is  £60  a-year. 

Responsions  are  held  three  times  every  year,  and  begin 
in  Michaelmas  Term  on  the  5th  of  December,  in  Lent  Term 
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on  the  Monday  following  the  third  or  fourth  Sunday  in 
Lent  (according  to  the  time  of  Commemoration),  and 
in  Act  Term  on  the  second  Friday  before  Commemo- 
ration day,  or  on  the  day  following  any  one  of  these  days 
which  falls  upon  a  Holiday.  Each  Candidate,  in  person  or 
by  his  Tutor,  must  put  down  his  name  with  the  Junior 
Proctor  six  days  before  they  are  to  begin,  and  must  at  the 
same  time  give  in  a  list  of  the  subjects  and  books  in  which 
he  proposes  to  be  examined.  Every  Candidate  must  be 
examined  in  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar,  Latin  Prose  Com-t 
position,  one  Latin  and  one  Greek  author,  Arithmetic,  and 
either  Euclid  or  Algebra. 

The  examination  is  conducted  partly  in  writing,  partly 
viva  voce.  In  the  written  part  of  the  examination,  ques- 
tions are  given  in  Grammar,  in  Arithmetic,  and  in  Euclid 
or  Algebra  ;  a  passage  is  set  for  translation  from  English 
prose  into  Latin ;  and  each  Candidate  has  to  construe  and 
answer  questions  from  the  books  which  he  brings  in.  The 
viva  voce  examination  goes  on  in  two  places  at  once 
within  the  precinct  of  the  Schools,  two  Masters  of  the  Schools 
conducting  it  in  each.  Every  Candidate  who  passes  it  to 
the  satisfaction  of  his  Examiners  receives  from  them  a  Cer- 
tificate to  that  effect,  commonly  called  a  Testamur, 

2.  First  Public  Examination.  There  are  ten  Mode- 
rators, divided  between  two  Schools,  seven  in  Classics^ 
(namely,  four  to  examine  Candidates  for  Honours,  three  to 
examine  other  Candidates,)  and  three  in  Mathematics, 
who  are  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  two 
Proctors  severally  in  succession,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
Congregation  and  of  Convocation.  They  must  be  at  least 
Masters  of  Arts  who  have  been  admitted  to  Regency  or 
Bachelors  of  Civil  Law  or  Medicine.  There  must  not  be 
two  from  the  same  College  or  Hall  in  the  same  School 
(or  section  of  School)  at  the  same  time,  and  no  one  who 
has  held  the  office  for  two  years  together  can  be  nomi- 
•nated  again  for  the  same  School  (or  section)  until  after 
a  year's  interval.  The  yearly  stipend  for  each  Classical 
Moderator  examining  for  Honours  is  £80,  not  for  Honours 
£60  ;  for  each  Mathematical  ^50. 

This  Examination  is  held  twice  every  year,  and  begins  in 
Michaelmas  Term  on  the  23rd  of  November,  in  Easter  Term 
on  the  Friday  in  the  third  week  before  Commemoration 
day,  or  the  day  following  either  of  these  days  which  falls 
upon  a  Holiday.    Each  Candidate,   in  person  or  by  his 
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Tutor,  must  put  down  his  name  with  the  Junior  Proctor, 
and  give  in  a  list  of  his  subjects  and  books,  eight  days  before 
the  Examination  is  to  begin,  and  must  at  the  same  time 
exhibit  his  Testamur  for  Responsions '.  Every  Candidate 
must  be  examined  in  Latin  and  Greek  Grammar,  either  in 
Logic  or  in  Algebra  together  with  three  books  of  Euclid, 
in  the  four  Gospels  in  Greeks  and  in  one  Latin  and  one 
Greek  author  at  the  least,  of  which  one  must  be  a  poet  and 
the  other  an  orator,  and  neither  of  which  may  be  the  same 
with  either  of  the  two  which  he  brought  in  for  Responsions, 
unless  he  now  brings  in  as  many  as  four  authors. 

The  Examination  is  conducted  partly  in  writing,  partly 
viva  voce.  Questions  are  given  in  Grammar  and  Philology, 
and  in  Logic  or  Mathematics  ;  passages  are  set  for  trans- 
lation from  English  prose  into  Latin,  and  from  the  authors 
brought  in  by  the  Candidate  into  English  ;  and  each  Can- 
didate may  also  be  required  to  construe  and  answer  ques- 
tions from  those  authors.  No  Moderator  may  examine  any 
Candidate  from  his  own  College  or  Hall,  or  one  who  has  read 
with  him  as  a  Private  Pupil  within  the  preceding  two  years. 

Candidates  for  Honours  in  Classics  have  to  answer  deeper 
questions  in  Philology  and  Criticism,  and  to  translate  from 
English  into  Greek  as  well  as  Latin.  Their  translations  from 
Greek  and  Latin  into  English  are  to  combine  elegance  with  ac- 
curacy. They  may  be  required  to  write  Verses  both  in  Greek 
and  Latin.  The  authors  chosen  by  them  must  be  chiefly  poets 
and  orators,  especially  Homer  and  Virgil,  Demosthenes  and 
Cicero.    For  the  highest  Honours  Logic  is  indispensable. 

In  the  Mathematical  School  the  Examination  begins  on 
the  16th  of  December  in  Michaelmas  Term,  on  the  day 
following  the  Commemoration  in  Act  Term,  or  on  the  day 
after  either  of  these  days  which  falls  upon  a  Holiday ;  it 
is  confined  to  Pure  Mathematics.  Candidates  may  undergo 
it  in  a  different  Term  from  that  in  which  they  are  examined 
in  Classics. 

No  one  under  any  circumstances  can  obtain  Honours  after 
the  end  of  his  tenth  Term.  Honours  are  given  in  three 
divisions  in  each  School,  the  names  of  the  Candidates  being 

t  A  Candidate  who  has  been  inoorporated  from  Cambridge  may  instead 
exhibit  his  Testamur  for  the  "  Frevioas  Examination"  there. 

u  A  Student  who  is  "extra  Ecclesiam  Anglicanam,"  on  presentinflr  to 
the  Proctor  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  Head  of  his  College  or  Hall, 
is  at  liberty  to  substitute  for  the  foar  Gospels  a  work  of  some  Greek  author, 
which  however  is  not  to  affect  the  award  of  Honours. 
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placed  alphabetically  in  each  diyision ;   and  the  names  of 
all  the  rest  who  pass  the  Examination  are  printed  likewise. 

3.  Second  Public  Examination.  There  are  nineteen 
Public  Examine&s,  divided  among  ^yq  Schools,  seven 
in  Classics,  (namely,  four  to  examine  Candidates  for 
Honours,  three  to  examine  other  Candidates,)  three  in 
Mathematics,  three  in  Natural  Science,  three  in  Law 
AND  Modern  History,  and  three  in  Theoloqt.  For  each 
of  the  first  four  Schools  they  are  nominated  in  the  same 
way,  from  among  persons  of  the  same  standing,  and  under 
the  same  conditions  as  the  Moderators,  with  the  exception 
that  a  person  who  has  held  the  office  for  two  years  to- 
gether  in  the  School  of  Mathematics,  or  of  Natural  Science, 
or  of  Law  aod  Modem  History,  may  he  nominated  again 
for  the  same  School  after  an  interval  of  only  half  a  year. 
The  Examiners  in  Theology  must  be  Members  of  Convo- 
cation in  Priest's  Orders.  They  are  nominated  (subject  to 
the  approval  of  Congregation  and  of  Convocation)  by  a 
Board  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Proctors,  and 
three  of  the  following  Professors,  the  Regius  and  Margaret 
Professors  of  Divinity,  the  Regius  Professors  of  Hebrew, 
Pastoral  Theology,  and  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  the  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Exegesis  of  Holy  Scripture.  The  annual  sti- 
pend for  each  Classical  Examiner  in  Honours  is  £80,  not 
for  \  Honours  £60 ;  for  each  in  Mathematics  or  in  Law  and 
History  £70,  in  Natural  Science  or  in  Theology  £50. 

The  Examination  is  held  twice  every  year,  and  begins  in 
Michaelmas  Term  on  the  18th  of  November,  in  Easter  Term 
on  the  Friday  in  the  third  week  before  Commemoration 
day,  or  on  the  day  following  either  of  these  days  which  falls 
upon  a  Holiday.  Each  Candidate,  in  person  or  by  his  Tutor, 
must  put  down  his  name  with  the  Senior  Proctor,  give  in 
a  list  of  his  books  and  subjects,  and  exhibit  his  Testamur 
for  the  First  Public  Examination,  eight  days  before  the 
Examination  is  to  begin. 

Li  every  School  the  Examination  is  conducted  partly  in 
writing,  partly  viva  voce.  No  Examiner  may  examine  any 
Candidate  from  his  own  College  or  Hall,  or  one  who  has  read 
with  him  as  a  Private  Pupil  within  the  preceding  two 
years. 

As  a  general  rule,  every  one  is  required  to  pass  the 
Examination  both  in  the  Classical  School,  and  also  in  some 
one  of  the  other  four  Schools.  If,  however,  a  Candidate 
obtains  a  place  in  any  Class  in  any  one  of  the  five  Schools^ 
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nothing  further  is  required  of  him ;  provided  he  previously 

Eassed  in  three  books  at  least  before  the  Moderators,  and 
as  also  passed  in  Divinity  (or,  if  ''  extra  Ecclesiam  Angli- 
canam,"  in  the  substitute  for  Divinity)  before  the  Public 
Examiners.  The  ordinary  Examination  in  Divinity  is  not, 
however,  required  from  those  who  obtain  a  Class  in  the 
School  of  Theology. 

In  the  Clabbioal  Sohooi^  every  Candidate  must  be  ex- 
amined in  Divinity^  (except  those  who  are  Candidates  for 
Honours  in  the  School  of  Theology)  and  in  one  Latin  and 
one  Greek  author  at  the  least.  The  term  "  Divinity"  com- 
prises the  four  Gospels  and  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles  in  Greek, 
the  History  contained  in  the  Books  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  and  the  subjects  of  the  Books,  the  Thirty^nine 
Articles,  and  the  Evidences  of  Religion.  Of  the  two  authors 
one  must  be  a  philosopher,  the  other  an  historian,  and  nei- 
ther may  be  the  same  with  either  of  the  two  which  the  Can- 
didate brought  in  for  Responsions,  unless  he  now  brings  in 
as  many  as  four  authors.  The  Examination  consists  of 
passages  set  for  translation  into  English  and  for  construing, 
and  of  questions  to  be  answered  both  on  paper  and  orally. 

Such  Candidates  for  Honours  may  bring  in  one  or  more  of 
the  Apostolical  Epistles  with  or  without  some  part  of  Eccle- 
siastical History,  and  any  Classical  writers  on  History,  Rhe- 
toric, the  Art  of  Poetry,  and  Ethical  or  Political  Science, 
which  subjects  may  be  illustrated  by  Modern  Authors ; 
in  connection  with  Ancient  History  they  are  examined  in 
Chronology,  Geography,  and  Antiquities ;  and  they  may  be 
called  upon  to  compose  in  Latin  and  Greek  as  well  as  in 
English.  With  Candidates  for  the  first  two  Classes  Logic 
is  indispensable. 

In  the  Mathematical  School  every  Candidate  must  be 
examined  either  in  the  first  six  books  of  Euclid  or  in  the 
first  part  of  Algebra.  The  subjects  of  examination  for 
Honours  range  over  Mixed  as  well  as  Pure  Mathematics. 

In  the  School  of  Natural  Scibnce  every  Candidate 
must  be  examined  in  the  principles  of  two  out  of  these 
three  branches  of  Natural  Science,  Mechanical  Philosophy, 

*  A  student  who  is  "extra  Ecclesiam  Anglicanam,"  on  presenting  to  the 
Proctor  a  certificate  to  that  efTect  from  the'  Head  of  bis  College  or  Hall,  is  at 
liberty  to  substitute  for  "Diyinity"  the  text  and  matter  of  the  half  of  one 
Greek  and  one  Latin  book  in  the  Classical  School,  taken  f^om  the  list  pre- 
scribed to  Candidates  who  do  not  offer  themselves  for  Honours,  or  some 
equivalent  amount  of  work  in  one  of  the  other  Schools ;  but  such  com- 
pensatory books  or  work  are  not  to  affect  the  award  of  Honours. 
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Chemistry,  Physiology,  and  further  in  some  one  of  the 
particular  Sciences  dependent  on  Mechanical  Philosophy ''. 
Candidates  for  Honours  must  be  examined  in  the  principles 
of  all  the  three  branches  of  Natural  Science  named  above,  and 
are  required  to  be  well  acquainted  also  with  some  one  of  the 
particular  Sciences  which  fall  under  one  or  other  of  them  \ 

In  the  School  op  Law  and  Modern  Histort  every  Can- 
didate must  offer  himself  for  examination  either  in  English 
History  from  the  Conquest  to  the  Accession  of  Henry  YIII. 
together  with  that  part  of  English  Law  which  treats  of 
Things  Keal,  or  in  English  History  from  the  Accession  of 
Henry  V IIL  to  the  death  of  William  III.  together  with  that 
part  of  English  Law  which  treats  of  Persons  and  Things 
Fersonal ;  being  at  liberty  however  to  substitute  Adam 
Smith's  "  Wealth  of  Nations"  or  some  other  approved  work 
on  Political  Economy,  together  with  the  History  of  British 
India  for'  either  portion  of  English  History,  and  Roman 
Law  for  either  portion  of  English  Law.  For  Honours  the 
subjects  of  examination  are  Modem  History  as  far  as  the 
year  1789,  and  Jurisprudence:  Candidates  must  bring  in 
one  of  the  two  portions  of  English  Law  mentioned  above,  or 
Roman  Law,  and  they  may  bring  both  ;  those  who  do  not  bring 
both  English  and  Roman  Law  must  bring  in  either  Inter- 
national  Law  or  some  approved  work  on  Political  Economy. 

In  the  School  of  Theology  the  subjects  of  examination 
are  Holy  Scripture,  Dogmatic  and  Symbolic  Theology,  Eccle- 
siastical History  and  Patristic  Theology,  Evidences,  Litur- 
gies,  and  the  Criticism  and  Archaeology  of  both  Testaments. 
On  these  several  subjects  certain  books  accuratimma  di- 
ligefUia  tractandi  are  appointed  a  year  beforehand  by  a 
Board.  For  the  highest  Honours  a  good  knowledge  of 
Holy  Scripture  and  of  Dogmatic  Theology  is  required,  and 
also  of  some  two  other  of  the  specified  subjects.  Even  the 
lowest  Honours  cannot  be  gained  without  a  careful  study  of 
St.  Paul's  Epistles  and  either  Dogmatic  Theology,  or  Eccle- 
siastical History,  or  Evidences,  or  Liturgies,  or  Hebrew. 

No  Student  may  offer  himself  for  examination  in  the 
Classical  School  before  his  twelfth  Term,  unless  his  eleventh 

«  "Mechanical  Philosophj"  includes  the  Sciences  of  Mechanics,  Hydro- 
(AaticB,  Pneamatics,  Sound,  Light,  Heat,  Electricity,  and  Magnetism. 

«  In  each  of  the  three  branches  of  Natural  Science  named  in  the  text,  part 
of  the  examination  of  Candidates  for  Honours  is  practical. 

The  Sciences  of  Oeology,  Physical  Geography,  Botany,  Zoology,  Mineralogy, 
besides  those  which  are  enumerated  in  the  preceding  note,  are  regarded  as 
Calling  under  one  or  other  of  the  three  great  branches  named  above. 
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Term  happens  to  be  Easter  Term,  in  "which  case  he  may 
present  himself  in  his  eleventh.  Any  Student  who  does 
not  aim  at  Honours  may  be  examined  in  the  School  of 
Mathematics,  or  of  Natural  Science,  or  of  Law  and  Modern 
History,  as  soon  as  he  has  satisfied  the  Moderators.  No 
one  under  any  circumstances  can  obtain  Honours  in  any 
School  after  his  eighteenth  Term.  Honours  are  given  in 
four  Classes  in  each  School,  the  names  of  the  Candidates 
being  placed  alphabetically  in  each  Class  ;  the  names  of  all 
the  rest  who  pass  the  examination  are  printed  likewise. 

For  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  there  is  no  further  Ex- 
amination or  Exercise. 


In  Music, 

1.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.Mus.  are  required  to 
pass  two  Examinations  and  to  compose  a  piece  of  Music. 
The  first  Examination  is  held  once  a-year  in  Michaelmas 
Term,  by  the  Professor  of  Music,  the  Choragus,  and  some 
other  Graduate  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Proc- 
tors and  approved  by  Convocation,  and  is  conducted  partly 
in  writing,  partly  viva  voce,  in  four-part  harmony.  The 
second  examination  is  also  held  once  a-year  in  Easter  or 
Act  Term  by  the  same  Examiners,  and  is  conducted  partly 
in  writing,  partly  viva  voce,  in  five*part  harmony,  in  the 
History  of  Music,  in  the  use  of  musical  instruments,  and 
in  the  form  and  structure  of  the  works  of  such  distinguished 
composers  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Professor  of  Music. 
Before  any  Candidate  can  present  himself  for  this  second 
examination,  he  must  not  only  produce  the  Testamur  of 
having  passed  the  first  examination,  but  must  also  have 
submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Examiners  a  piece  of 
Music  in  five-part  harmony,  with  an  accompaniment  for 
at  least  five  stringed  instruments ;  together  with  a  written 
assurance  that  the  whole  of  this  piece  of  Music  is  of  his 
own  composition. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Music  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  is  required  to  pass  an  Examination  conducted 
wholly  in  writing  by  the  Examiners  above  mentioned,  and 
to  compos^  a  piece  of  Vocal  Music  of  eight  parts  with  an 
accompaniment  for  a  full  orchestra,  which,  when  approved, 
is  to  be  performed  in  public,  and  a  copy  of  it  is  to  be  de- 
posited in  the  Music  School. 
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In  Civil  Law, 

No  one  may  be  admitted  a  Student  in  Civil  Law  until  he 
has  passed  all  theEtaminations  required  for  the  degree  of  B.A. 

1.  Candidates  for  thd  degree  of  B.C.L.  must  pass  an  Ex- 
amination Tfhich  is  held  every  year  in  full  Act  Term  by  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Civil  Iaw,  thie  Vinerian  Professor  of 
Common  Law,  and  some  other  person,  who  must  be  a  Doctor 
of  Civil  Law  or  a  Bachelor  of  four  years?  standing  in  that 
faculty,  nominated  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  approved 
by  Convention.  It  is  conducted  partly  in  writing,  partly 
viva  voce,  in  the  four  books  of  the  Institutes  of  Justinian  or 
some  part  of  them,  and  in  some  work  illustrative  either  of 
the  Institutes  or  of  the  Science  of  Civil  Law,  as,  Jo.  Gottl. 
Heineccii  Recitationes  in  Mementa  Juris  Civilis  secundum 
ordinem  InsiittUionum,  or,  Amoldi  Yinnii  in  quatuor  libros 
Instiiutionum  Imperialium  CommentariuSf  or  some  other 
work  of  this  sort,  of  which  the  Regius  Professor  is  to  give 
public  notice  six  months  before.  No  one  is  to  be  admitted 
to  this  Eiamination  before  his  twentieth  Term.  Each  Can- 
didate must  give  the  Regius  Professor  notice  of  his  inten- 
tion to  present  himself  three  days  before  the  Eiamina- 
tion is  to  begin,  and  must  at  the  same  time  shew  that 
he  has  passed  the  Second  Public  Examination  for  the  de- 
gree of  B.A* 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Civil  Law  wishing  to  proceed  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  is  required  to  read  publicly  within  the 
precinct  of  the  Schools  in  the  presence  of  the  Regius  Pro- 
fessor a  Dissertation  composed  by  himself  on  some  subject 
pertaining  to  Civil  Law  approved  by  the  Professor;  and  to 
deliver  to  him  a  copy  of  it. 

In  Medicine. 

No  one  may  be  admitted  a  Student  in  Medicine  imtil  he  has 
passed  all  the  Examinations  required  for  the  degree  of  B.A. 

1.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  B.M.  are  required  to  pass 
two  Examinations,  each  of  which  is  held 'yearly  in  full 
Michaelmas  Term,  usually  in  November,  the  first  by  the 
Regius  Professor  of  Medicine  and  three  persons  who  have 
been  admitted  to  Regency  either  as  Masters  of  Arts  or  as 
Doctors,  and  who  are  nominated  yearly  b^  the  Yic^Chan- 
teWof  subject  to  the  approval  of  Convocation;  the  second  b^ 
the  Regius  Professor  and  two  Doctors  of  Medicine  nomi- 
nated in  like  manner*    Eiush  Examination  is  conducted 
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partly  in  writing,  partly  viva  voce,  and  part  of  each  is 
practical.  The  suhjects  of  the  first  Examination  are  Ha- 
man  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Comparatiye  Anatomy  and 
Physiology  to  a  certain  extent,  and  those  parts  of  Me- 
chanieal  Philosophy,  Bottey,  and  Chemistry  which  illustrate 
Medicine.  The  suhjects  of  the  second  Examination  are 
the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  (including  diseases  of 
women  and  children),  the  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics, 
Pathology,  the  principles  of  Surgery  and  Midwifery,  Medical 
Jurisprudence,  and  Qeneral  Hygiene.  Every  Candidate  at 
this  second  Examination  is  to  he  examined  in  two  of  the 
ancient  authors,  Hippocrates,  Aretaeus,  Galen,  and  Celsus, 
or  in  one  of  those  four  and  in  some  modem  author  ap- 
proyed  hy  the  Regius  Professor  7, 

Before  a  Candidate  is  admitted  to  the  first  of  these  two 
Examinations,  he  must  have  completed  eight  Terms  from 
the  date  of  his  Testamur  in  one  of  the  Schools  at  the 
Second  Public  Examination  for  the  degree  of  B.A.,  unless 
he  was  placed  in  the  First  or  Second  Glass  in  the  School 
of  Natural  Science,  in  which  case,  if  he  received  from  the 
Public  Examiners  a  special  Certificate  of  his  attainments 
in  Mechanical  Philosophy,  Chemistry,  or  Botany,  he  may 
be  admitted  to  this  Examination  at  once,  and  need  not  then 
be  examined  again  in  any  Science  specified  in  such  Certifi- 
cate. Before  a  Candidate  is  admitted  to  the  second  Ex- 
amination, he  must  have  completed  sixteen  Terms  from 
the  date  of  the  same  jTestamur  and  two  years  from  the  date 
of  his  Testamtir  in  the  first  Medical  Examination,  and  must 
deliver  to  the  Begius  Professor  satisfactory  Certificates  of 
his  attendance  at  some  Hospital  of  good  repute.  Every 
one  intending  to  be  a  Candidate  at  either  Examination 
is  required  to  give  the  Professor  notice  of  his  intention 
a  fortnight  at  least  before  the  week  in  which  the  Examina- 
tion is  to  be  held. 

No  one  from  another  University  can  be  incorporated  as 
a  Graduate  in  Medicine  without  passing  these  two  Ex- 
aminations. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Medicine  wishing  to  proceed  to  the 
degree  of  Doctor  is  required  to  read  publicly  within  the 
precinct  of  the  Schools  in  the  presence  of  the  Begius  Pro- 
fessor a  Dissertation  composed  by  himself  on  some  Medical 
subject  approved  by  the  Professor,  and  to  deliver  to  him 
a  copy  of  it.

ExEROiBES.  1.  A  Candidate  for  Uie  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Diyinity  is  required  to  read  two  Dissertations  Wore  the 
Regius  Professor  in  the  Divinity  School  upon  subjects 
which  h&ye  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Professor 
for  his  approval. 

No  one  can  be  admitted  (x>  the  degree  without  exhibiting 
his  Letters  of  Priest's  Orders,  or  a  Certificate  from  the  Begia- 
trar  of  the  diocese  where  he  was  ordained  stating  that  he  had 
obtained  them. 

2.  A  Bachelor  of  Divinity  wishing  to  proceed  to  the  degree 
of  Doctor  is  to  read  in  the  Divinity  School  thi^e  ezegetical 
Lectures  upon  portions  of  Holy  Scripture. 

A  Master  of  Arts  who  has  completed  fifteen  years  from 
his  admission  to  Regency  may,  witn  the  consent  of  Oonvo- 
oation,  take  the  two  degrees  ih  Divinity  by  accumulation^ 
that  is,  both  at  the  same  time,  doing  the  Slxeicises  for  one 
of  the  two  only,  whichever  he  may  choose.

Ko  Subscription  or  Declaration  or  Oath  of  any  kind  is 
required  from  any  person  upon  being  admitted  to  the  posi- 
tion oi  S.C.L.  or  S.M.,  or  to  any  of  the  degrees  of  3.A., 
M.A.,  B«€.L.,  B.M.,  or  of  B.Mus.  or  D.Mus. 

Before  admission  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Doctor  in 
Divinity,  every  person  is  required  to  subscribe  the  Thirty- 
Nine  Articles  and  the  three  Articles  in  the  36th  Oanon,  and 
to  take  the  following  Oaths,  1.  to  observe  the  Statutes, 
Privileges,  Customs,  and  Liberties  of  the  University,  2.  to 
act  faithfully,  creditably,  and  honestly  in  the  two  Houses 
of  Congregation  uid  Convocation,  especially  in  all  that  con- 
cerns Qraces  for  degrees  and  in  Elections. 

DsaBEES   aBANTBD   TO  AJMEKT   ^E&805S. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts,  or  of  Civil  LaW>  olt  of  Medicine,  resi- 
dent in  any  British  colony,  may  have  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts,  or  of  Doctor  of  any  of  the  three  superior  Acuities, 
conferred  upon  him  in  his  absence.  For  tnis  purpose,  he 
must  of  course  attain  the  Standing  requisite  for  each  de- 
gree,  and  obtain  the  Grace  of  his  College  or  Hall ;  he  must 
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transmit  letters  testimonial  of  his  good  conduct  and  cha- 
racter, signed,  if  he  be  in  Holy  Orders,  either  by  the  Bishop 
or  the  Archdeacon  of  the  colony,  or,  if  he  be  a  layman,  by 
either  the  Bishop,  the  Archdeacon,  or  the  Governor  of  the 
colony,  or  by  a  «nidge  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  it ;  he  must 
also  transmit  to  th^  Vice-chancellor  satisfactory  proof  that 
he  has  subscribed  to  ^the  Declaration  of  Assent  before  men- 
tioned ;  and,  if  he  desires  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Giyil  Law 
or  of  Medicine,  he  must  compose  the  requisite  Dissertation 
and  send  it  to  the  Regius  Professor  of  the  faculty  ;  or,  if  he 
desires  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity,  he  must  compose 
two  Disputations  on  some  theological  subject  proposed  to 
him  by  the  Regius  Professor  of  Divinity,  and  his  Disputa- 
tions must  be  approved  by  the  Professor. 


INCORPORATION. 

Members  of  the  Universities  of  Cambridge  or  Dublin  may 
be  incorporated,  that  is,  received  as  Members  of  this  Uni- 
versity at  their  own  standing  or  degree,  provided  they  have 
kept  as  much  residence  in  their  oivn  University  as  would 
have  been  required  of  them  here.  An  Undergraduate  can 
count  no  Term  but  what  he  has  kept  by  a  residence  of  six 
weeks.  A  Ghraduate  must  have  kept  nine  Terms  by  a  resi- 
dence of  at  least  the  greater  part  of  each  of  them  before  he 
was  admitted  to  his  first  degree.  Bachelors  and  Doctors  in 
Divinity  are  required  to  subscribe  the  Declaration  of  Assent 
and  to  promise  to  observe  the  Statutes,  &c.,  of  the  Uni- 
versity. But  no  Doctor  of  any  of  the  three  faculties  can 
be  incorporated  without  the  express  consent  of  the  Vice- 
chancellor,  the  Regius  Professor  and  three  other  Doctors 
of  the  faculty,  and  the  two  Proctors,  or  of  the  greater  pard 
of  them. 
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Down  to  the  end  of  the  last  century  the  Examination  for 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  little  better  than  a 
mockery,  and,  if  a  Candidate  shewed  any  superior  attain- 
ments, there  wa^  no  mark  of  honourable  distinction  that 
could  be  given  to  him.  The  first  remedy  for  this  state 
of  things  was  applied  by  a  Statute  made  in  the  year  1800, 
and  the  system  then  introduced  has  since  received  various 
amendments  and  improvements,  of  which  those  that  relate 
to  Honours  may  be  stated  here. 

1.  By  the  Statute  of  1800,  which  came  into  operation  in 
Michaelmas  Term  1801,  it  was  left  to  the  option  of  each 
Candidate,  whether  he  would  offer  himself  for  the  ordinary 
Examination  which  was  held  in  every  Term,  or  for  a  more 
strict  Examination  in  Easter  Term,  at  which  Honours  were 
awarded  according  to  the  merits  of  the  Candidates.  At 
this  Examination,  those  who  most  eminently  distinguished 
themselves  were  to  be  classed  as  Candidates  ^^qui  se  Ex- 
aminatoribus  Publicis  maxi^e  commendaverunt.'*  Of  these 
there  could  be  no  more  than  twelve ;  and,  if  more  than  that 
number  appeared  to  the  Examiners  worthy  of  distinction, 
they  were  to  be  described  as  Candidates  "  qui  se  Examina- 
toribus  Publicis  eqbeqie  commendaverunt^  The  names  in 
each  division  were  arranged  in  order  of  merit,  and  were 
published.  The  Candidates  were  examined  in  Mathematics 
as  well  as  in  Classics,  and  the  Honouis  were  awarded  for 
attainments  in  both  conjointly. 

2.  In  1807  two  stated  times  for  the  Examination  were 
appointed,  one  in  Michaelmas,  the  other  in  Easter  Term  ; 
and  it  was  enacted,  that  all  Candidates,  whether  for  Honours 
or  not,  should  be  examined  in  one  course  in  one  or  other  of 
those  Terms ;  that  all  who  passed  the  Examination  in  either 
Term  should  be  arranged  in  three  Classes,  in  the  first  two  of 
which  should  be  placed,  alphabetically  in  each,  the  names  of 
those  who  passed  with  more  or  less  distinction,  the  third 
Class  comprising  all  the  rest ;  that  this  Class  List  should  be 
twofold,  having  one  side  for  Literoe  Eumaniorea  or  Classics, 
the  other  for  JDisciplinoe  MathematiccB  et  Phyvicce  or  Mathe- 
matics ;  and  that  the  names  in  the  first  two  Classes  should 
be  published.  It  must  be  remarked,  that,  although  the 
number  of  names  in  the  Third  Class  is  given  in  the  following 
pages,  it  was  not  printed  in  the  actual  Class  Lists  issued  at 
the  time. 
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3.  In  1809  the  Seeond  Class  was  divided  into  two  by 
a  line,  the  names  above  and  below  that  line  being  placed  in 
alphabetical  order  severally  ;  so  that,  though  nominally  but 
two,  there  were  really  three  Classes  of  honorary  distinction. 

4.  In  1825  the  name  of  "Third  Glass"  was  given  to  that 
which  had  been  the  lower  half  of  the  Second  Class,  that 
which  had  been  the  Third  was  entitled  the  ^  Fourth  Class," 
and  the  number  of  the  names  in  it  was  printed  at  the  foot 
of  the  Class  List 

5.  In  1830*  the  number  of  Classes  was  increased  to  five, 
that  which  had  been  the  Fourth  being  made  the  Fifth,  and 
the  first  four  being  designed  for  honorary  distinction.  It 
was  also  provided  that  uiose  who  were  not  Candidates  for 
Honours  m  the  Classical  School  should  be  examined  sepa- 
rately from  those  who  were,  the  former  being  taken  first, 
and  Mathematical  Candidates  being  examined  first  of  all  in 
either  series.  At  the  same  time  permission  was  given  to  the 
Examiners  to  place  in  the  Fourth  Class  in  Classics  any  Can- 
didate whom  they  might  think  worthy  of  it,  even  though 
he  had  not  ofiered  himself  as  a  Candidate  for  Honours ; 
and,  as  a  choice  between  Logic  and  four  Books  of  Euclid 
was  now  allowed  to  those  who  were  not  Candidates  for 
Honours,  whereas  Logic  was  before  required  from  every  one, 
that  permission  was  understood  as  applying  to  the  Fourth 
Class  in  Mathematics  likewise.  This  enactment  took  effect 
in  1831. 

6.  The  Statutes  which  established  the  present  course  of 
examination  were  accepted  by  Convocation  in  1649,  1850, 
and  1869,  but  did  not  come  into  operation,  so  far  as  regards 
the  final  Examination  for  the  degree,  until  Easter  Term, 
1853,  and  Trinity  Term,  1870,  respectively.  From  the 
latter  time  the  Class  List  of  tiie  Public  Examiners  has 
been  fivefold,  according  to  the  number  of  their  Schools ; 
but  the  term  *'  Class"  has  been  used  in  reference  to  honour- 
able distinction  only.  There  are  four  such  Classes  for  each 
School,  conresponding  in  all  respects  to  the  first  four  Classes 
of  the  Statute  of  1830.  The  names  of  all  the  other  Candi- 
dates, who  pass  without  distinction,  and  who  would  have 
made  the  *< Fifth  Class"  of  1830,  are  published  like  the 
rest,  and  not  merely  theur  number  given.
